he appropriation request for $100,000 for 
the Newton South High School automotive 
center and another request for a $630,000 
bond issue for the conversion of the old F. 
A. Day School into School Department 
headquarters were used as the carrot on 
the end of a stick this week by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The horse that the Board would like to 
see follow the carrot is the School Com¬ 
mittee, which the Board hopes will further 
reduce its $32 million budget. 

Aid. Louis Egelson proposed that the 
School Committee should find $68,349 in its 
accounts and return that amount to the 
city before the Board would agree to the 
appropriation. (Originally, the plan had 
been to bond $68,349 of the estimated 


$100,000, but now the full cost can be taken 
from surplus funds.) 

Egelson referred to "austerity” and the 
declining school enrollment, and said that 
if the School Committee is not willing to 
pay the $68,349, the automotive center "is 
not one of their top-priority items." 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small commented that in his opinion the 
School Committee could find the money if 
it wanted to, but "1 don't believe they 
would do this because it would be ad¬ 
mitting excess in their budget.” 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle' Joan Saklad 
and others felt that the city is committed to 
building the automotive facility, but Aid.

Robbers escape 
without money; 
hostages unharmed

Two men who robbed a Newton Centre 
bank Tuesday aftemnoon remained at 
large Wednesday after holding four young 
women hostar .e and using one of their cars 
in their home at night to go to Newbury 
Street in Boston, 

At about 2 p.m., the Community 
National Bank was robbed of more than 
$20,000 by two men wearing green ski 
masks. PD While in a tannish-gold 1967 
Pontiac Catilina used for the escape, the 
men apparently opened the bank bag with 
the money in it and a red dye capsule 
exploded. The devi was put there by the 
teller who gave them the money. 

The men apparently abandoned the car 
on Braeland Avenue, after they threw the 
money out of the car, police said. 

Apparently, the men then left two guns, 
an automatic pistol and a revolver, and 
three green ski hats behind a house on 
I,angle y Road, and then knocked on the 
front door of a nearby Langley Road home. 

The college-age woman who answered 
the door at some time between 2:15 and 
2:30 p.m. was knocked down by the men, a 
pillow case was put over her head, and she 
was told not to remove it.

At about 7:15 p.m., the two men, believed 
to be in their twenties, took one of the girl’s 
cars and two jackets and left the house.

"This last quarter of our current century 
will see fiscal moderation as the new 
way,’. Mayor Theodore D. Mann told the 
Board of Aldermen in his State of the City 
message this week. 

Presenting his third annual city over¬ 
view Monday, the Mayor said the city, in 
the past year, experienced continued 
growth of demands on services while “the 
cost of those services has been increasing 
rapidly and our financial resources con¬ 
tinue to erode as a result of the pressures." 

Mann said he was confident that through 
"moderation we can overcome these hard 
times with a new determination that will 
brighten the light of our leadership in 
today’s world.” 

Reviewing acheivements, Mann chose to 
cite the “nearly $1 million in state and 
federal fund that have been applied toward 
improving the Greater Boston Police 
Radio system,” the operation in Newton of 
senior 

drop-in center and job bank for senior 
citizens and outreach program for young 
people, the building of Newton's first units 
of low-income family housing’ the S655,000 
in fundine over the next three years for

housing beautification and rehabilitation. 

The mayor also cited "signifieatnt 
advances" toward the goal of 
"streamlining" city services. 

He noted the data processing depart¬ 
ment has made possible the com¬ 
puterization of the entire appropriation 
accounting system, he presented a lengthy 
public works department reorganization 
plan to the Board of Aldermen, discussed 
the advisory committee on consumer 
affairs, which, he said, has been 
restructured and is directing its efforts 
toward developing informational 
programs for consumers.

The Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority came in for sharp criticism at 
last week's meeting of the Norumbega 
Association, a regional planning group 
based in Newton. 

Speaking on transportation alternatives 
to minimize energy usage were Arthur 
Barnes’ president of the Norumbega 
Association, and Ernest Loewenstein, 
transportation issues chairman of the New 
England chapter of the Sierra Club. 

Loewenstein criticized the accessibility 
of trolley and streetcar stations and the 
quality of the service itself as the major 
reasons for lack of MBTA ridership. 

Instead of improving the service, 
Loewenstein said, the MBTA is getting a 
lot of "fancy new stuff." 

"The fact is," Loewenstein said, “people 


will ride junk. The answer to is service — 
frequent and reliable.” ridership 

"Make the service convenient, safe and 
known," he said. 

Loewenstein commented that the MBTA 
"does not feel that its rail lines are im¬ 
portant — they put buses on the highways 
to compete with its own rail lines." 

“Towns need to get people to the 
railroad stations. They need buses, a 
shelter, a telephone — not much. But 
neither the towns nor the MBTA is going to 
do anything about it while the MBTA 
makes it clear that it is trying to destroy 
the rail lines," Loewenstein said. 

He pointed out that little thought has 
been given to making rail-line use con¬ 
venient or to connect it with the rapid- 
transit facilities. 

For example, Loewenstein said, with a 
little forethought the rail line to Cape Cod 
could be connected with rapid transit at 


South Braintree and passengers could 
merely walk across a platform to transfer. 

The lack of public information given out 
by the MBTA on its routes and schedules 
was commented on by several participants 
in the meeting. 

Barnes called one express bus line from 
Waltham through Newton the "secret 
service.” 

To encourage the use of buses, he 
suggested strict enforcement of the 55 mph 
speed limit for all vehicles except com¬ 
muter buses, which would have no speed 
limit. "People don’t like to see buses beat 
them into town," he said. 

Another suggestion made by Barnes to 
extend the 

was "collector points" for bus-riding 
commuters. There is no reason, he said, 
why some buses should not start in

Ready for 
Brandeis 


Harry Zohn says he was ready for 
Brandeis University even before the 
campus opened in 1948. 

Yet, in spite of any appetite he had then 
to become part of this new venture, the 51- 
year-old professor of German says today 
he came to Brandeis "almost by ac¬ 
cident." 

Some scorn the idea that chance plays 
such a role in life. The 18th century poet 
Schiller, for example, said the influence of 
chance is faint and what seems like an 
accident is often the result of destiny. 

Accident or destiny aside, Zohn became 
a Brandeis teacher in 1951. And today, he 
belongs with less than a half-dozen who 
can boast Brandeis careers a quarter- 
century long or longer. 

Sitting with Prof. Zohn in his com¬ 
fortable West Newton home, you drift into 
a genial current of words, the kind that tell 
where his Brandeis career has taken him, 
and about those beginning years. The 
walls in his study are lined with 
bookshelves, so full that new editions spill 
over onto desk, table, floor, any space left 
unused. 

"My teaching job came almost by ac¬ 
cident," Harry Zohn tells you. "I 
remember telephoning Ludwig Iwwisohn 
on an entirely different matter. But he 
must have thought I was looking for a job, 
so he invited me to tea instead." 

Ludwig Lewisohn, whom Prof. Zohn 
later called his "beloved mentor," was a

Taxpayers oppose 
metropolitanization plan 


At last week's meeting of the 
Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association, the group's 
directors instructed their 
executive, Lorenz F. Muther, 
Jr., to "strengthen the 
language" of the association to 
reflect more definite opposition 
to the movement toward 
greater metropolitanizing of 
the area’s school systems. 

The directors noted with 
disapproval the bills filed by 
Boston-oriented representa¬ 
tives to require “wealthier" 
suburbs to provide directly for 
the schooling of certain 
minority core city children. 

They als noted with disap¬ 
proval that as circumstances 
now stand, the bill filed by 
Newton school committeeman 
Herb Regal and joined in by all 
four Newton representatives 
would cost Newton up to $1000 
for each of approximately 400 
core city children potentially 
required to be received in 
Newton under its provisions. 

Scafidi reports 

City Treasurer Theodore L. 
Scafidi told the directors of the 
Newton Taxpayers' 
Association last week that the 
increased use of short term 
investment for the city's 
revenue cash had improved 
that portion of the city's in¬ 
come from about $50,000 in 1967 
to an average of over $300,000 
in the succeding years. City 
finances liad thereby benefited 
by the equivalent of about $1 on 
the yearly tax rates. 

Scafidi also noted more 
favorable comparative interest 


costs for Newton's current 
borrowings. In the past this 
resulted from the city’s bond 
rating improving from AA to 
AAA, a goal which had been 
achieved in 1974 with the help 
of influential Newton people. 

Discussing departmental 
operations, the city treasurer 
cited the increased work load 
and postage costs caused by 
the new divi 

ed real estate tax bills and 
difficulties caused by various 
limited state regulations and 
late delivery of motor vehicle 
excise billings from the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

Tax collections in Newton 
are not significantly slow as 
yet, he said, and present city 
debt is running at $23-24 
million.

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Conservators 
hire planner

In an effort to explore 
recreation uses for the former 
Norumbega Park land, the 
Newton Board of Conservators 
voted to hire William 
Giezentanner to prepare a 
schematic. Giezentanner, a 
planner with backround in 
recreation, has been instructed 
to look at the property to in¬ 
vestigate uses that could 
benefit the residents and the 
city. 

The land recently came into 
the news when Perini Land and 
Development Company of 
Framingham propsed to build 
225 condominiums on the north 
side of Commonwealth and an 
office building on the south side 
of Commonwealth Avenue. 

According to Susan Wilkes, 
president of the Conservators, 
the board has "reaffirmed its 
previous position" to utilize 
this parcel for recreation. 

Also she mentioned the 


Conservators had "wrestled" 
with their position on the land 
on the south side, They 
ultimately agreed that the 
zoning should remain un¬ 
changed until there were 
"better plans than an office 
tower.” One possible use would 
be as a parking facility if the 
land on the north side were 
used as a park. 

Mrs. Wilkes acknowledged 
that there would be a "hard 
fight", but felt that the will of 
those who wished to have the 
land remain as open space 
"will prevail."

1973, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency funded the 
efforts with a grant of $112,000 
which was to be used to 
determine whether a joint 
refuse-disposal district was 
feasible. 

The district committee, 
whose co-chairmen are Aid. 
David Jackson of Newton and 
City Councilor Jack Koutoujian 
of Waltham, studied the ad¬ 
visability of upgrading the 
Newton incinerator to meet 
federal and state air-quality 
standards and considered 
alternatives to incineration. 

Newton's incinerator is being 
operated under a reprieve of an 
order that it be shut down. 
Waltham's incinerator is no 
longer being operated. 

The cost of upgrading the 
Newton incinerator has been 
estimated by two consulting 


The goal of the Newton- 
Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District committee is 
to interest a group of com¬ 
munities in the western 
suburbs in forming a resource- 
recovery region. 

The state government has 
been working for a number of 
years toward the eventual 
establishment of regional f 
resource-recovery facilities 
and has offered the Newton- 
Waltham district en¬ 
couragement and possibly 
minimal funding in its plans to 
bring a region together in the 
future.

City officials will present 
rehabilitation plans for Newton 
Corner at a citizens' meeting 
Wednesday, March 12, at the 
Eliot Church on Centre Street 
at 8 p.m.

A broadbased 
neighborhood service council 
enabled by Section Nine of the 
Newton City Charter is under 
consideration. 

First goal of the March 12 
meeting is formation of a 
widely representative 
association to work for plan¬ 
ning review and formation of 
the local council. A similar 
charter-based council has been 
formed in Newton Highlands, 


another neighborhood suf¬ 
fering from relative neglect. 

Initial charge to the Newton 
Corner Citizen Association, to 
be formed Wednesday night, 
will be to define the Newton 
Corner neighborhood, then 
create a legal electorial system 
fo the area. 

Prospects for federal funding 
is the opening wedge in the 
fight for a better community 
through real community 
participation. Several existing 
informal groups, including the

Heart month 

It is no wonder that, when charitable 
appeals and social problems multiply daily 
that we all ask: Who should I give to? What 
causes are most worthy of my dollars? 

Most of us tend to give when we are 
asked to give, either by a personal call or 
through the mail. The decision to give is 
often on the spur of the moment and little 
thought is given to the importance and 
meaning of the particular cause. 

Each of us hopes that our contributions 
will help worthy organizations protect the 
qualities of life that we cherish. Certainly 
nothing is more valuable than good health 
and a long life. 

During February, Heart Month, the 
Heart Association will conduct an intensive 
educational campaign to bring vitally im¬ 
portant information to the local communi¬ 
ty.

Free ride 

For years the judges at all state levels in 
Massachusetts got a free ride on the 
generous pensions they received when they 
retired from the bench. 

Unlike all other state employees, they 
paid nothing whatever into the state's 
retirement fund. They put in nothing but 
took a lot. 

That is one of the reasons the state 
retirement fund has dropped to such a 
dangerously low point that tax money 
probably will have to be pumped into it in 
the near future so that state employees, 
who have paid a percentage of their 
salaries into the retirement fund all their 
adult lives, will not find the cupboard bare 
when they reach the time of retirement. 

One reason the judges were allowed to go 
on year after year without paying their fair 
share into the retirement fund was that 
many of the legislators were lawyers who 
practiced before the jurists. 

They didn't want to rock the boat. Par¬ 
ticularly. they didn't want to fall out of 
favor with a judge, especially when a case 
they were trying before him might be 
calied either way. 

If this was not an abuse of the pension 
system, it certainly came very close to 
being one. 

Now a bill is pending before the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives 
which provides that all state judges in 
Massachusetts except the seven jurists in 
the state's Supreme Judicial Court be 
required to pay seven per cent of their 
salary into the state retirement fund. 

That's fine as far as it goes. It will help 
to correct a situation which is unfair to just 
about everyone in Massachusetts except 
the judges. 

But why exclude the Supreme Court 
jurists? Why should they continue to get a 
free pension ride at the expense of 
everyone else? 

They are well paid. They live comfor¬ 
table lives in these difficult times. They 
certainly should pay their fair share into 
the state retirement fund

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Furcolo appointment

To report that Massachusetts Republican leaders were 
startled, stunned and shocked when former Democratic 
Governor Foster Furcolo was appointed a judge with the 
federal department of Health, Education and Welfare is 
possibly the under-statement of 1975. 

Foster Furcolo has been an outstanding lawyer and an 
exceptional Assistant District Attorney. He will make an 
excellent judge. He is keen, bright, perceptive, com¬ 
passionate man. But It would be politically unrealistic to 
assume those were the reasons he was named a judge with 
HEW. 

That was a patronage appointment controlled by the 
Ford administration. The person who got it for a down-the- 
line Democrat in the most Democratic and liberal state in 
the Union, which President Ford has virtually no chance of 
carrying next year, executed a very neat coup. 

Ordinarilly, Senator Edward W. Brooke would dictate 
the appointment. In all but the most unusual circumstances 
it would be cleared with Brooke before it was made. 

If Brooke, who is trying to rebuild the wreckage of the 
GOP in Massachusetts, objected in any way to Furcolo’s 
appointment, he didn't say so. 

If Republican Senator Brooke refrained from vetoing 
the appointment as ;<■ courtesy to a former Democratic 


stuns Bay State GOP 

Governor, it would partly atone for a great injustice done to 
Furcolo when Brooke was Attorney General. 

Prosecutors for the now defunct Crime Commission 
obtained an indictment against Furcolo. It created a sen¬ 
sation at the time. But when Furcolo had his day in court, 
not a shred of evidence was presented to support the 
charges contained in the indictment. 

Observers wondered in print on what basis Furcolo had 
been indicted and pointed out how unfair it ad been that 
Furcolo had lived under a cloud during the period between 
his indictment and his exoneration in court. 

In the absence of any evidence whatever of wrongdoing 
by Furcolo, it appeared that the indictment against him had 
been politically and maliciously motivated. 

Now it seems like a deserved turn of justice that Fur¬ 
colo has been made a judge by a Republican ad¬ 
ministration. Maybe that is how Senator Brooke felt. 

Higher Court Likely 
To Overrule Sirica 

Somebody should tell Judge John J. (Maximum John) 
Sirica about the pardon President Ford granted to former 
President Richard Nixon. Apparently the news hasn't 
reached him yet. 

Sirica is a heavy-handed, incompetent judge who 
seemingly gets some satisfaction from meting out lengthy 
prison sentences. Maybe it enables him to sleep better at 
night. 

How it served the cause of justice to sentence John 
Mitchell, John Ehrlichman and H.R. Haldeman to two and 
a half to eight years in prison for doing what Richard Nixon 
told them to do, is a mystery to this observer. 

Sirica told Mitchell, Haldeman and Ehrlichman that he 
intended that they serve at least 30 months in prison. That 
seems preposterous in face of the fact that NLxon did 
exactly the same thing and is immune from prosecution. 

A higher and more sensible court probably will throw 
out or scale down the stiff sentences handed out by Sirica, 


The famine 
of 1975 

Analysis by Gus Tyler 

NEW YORK - The great famine of 1975 that will leave 
millions dead of hunger around the world is only the prelude 
to an era of starvation unless we find new ways to produce 
food. 

That is the conclusion of a committee of eminent scien¬ 
tists who for three years have been researching 
“Agricultural Production Efficiency." 

This committee of the universally respected National 
Academy of Sciences feels that up to no w “we have been too 
complacent" about our ability to meet the demcind for food. 

This mistaken mood was due to the increase of 50 per cent 
in farm output in the United States between 1950 and 1971. 

Our great worry up to recently was not that we could not 
produce enough but that we would produce too much. 

Plenty became the problem. So we ploughed under pigs 
and potatoes and just a couple of weeks ago Western ran¬ 
chers “ploughed under" livestock to help lift prices on 
cattle. 

For 40 years, the United States Treasury paid out billions 
of dollars to make certain that agricultural products wouid 
not be produced on our fertile fields. 

In 1969 alone, the federal government paid out almost $4 
billion to keep 60 million acres out of production. In sub¬ 
sequent years, the sum rose to $5 billion a year. 

Although it was widely believed that this program was 
discontinued in 1974 because of shortages, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture granted at year's end that 
several billion more had gone to subsidize scarcity. 

To keep this land out of production, the American people 
paid double. As taxpayers, we paid out to great landholders, 
like Sen. James Eastland, actor John Wayne, and to one 
cotton grower in California who received $4 million a year 
— year after year. 

In 1971 the top 7 per cent of the "farms" got almost 63 per 
cent of the handouts. And then, as consumers, we paid 
again in the form of higher prices for foods caused by the 
contrived scarcity. 

But now. reports the committee of scientists, we are faced 
with a shortage that will not only demand the fullest use of 
all available soil but will require new ways of growing 
things. 

The present drought in many parts of the world may not 
be a passing thing. Some meteorologists believe that a 
permanent chance is takine dace in climate that will turn 
once-verdant areas into new Saharas. 

The scientists propose broader-leafed plants to catch 
more sunlight; greater concentration of that throwaway 
item, carbon dioxide, in the growing areas; reproduction 
from cells rather than seeds. 

To conserve petroleum, presently in common use to 
manufacture fertilizer, the scientists recommend that we 
start immediately to shift toward solar energy. 

So yesterday, right through 1974, we paid for non¬ 
production. Tomorrow we will pay for full and fuller 
production. 

It’s all as if nobody ever read of Joseph with his biblical 
insights about the seven fat years and the seven lean years. 
We just seem to ad hoc our way from crisis to crisis.

New customer for the greatest arms merchant

WASHINGTON—In line at the cash-and- 
carry counter of the world's greatest arms 
merchant is a new customer. After a ten- 
year embargo, Pakistan has been granted 
the privilege of buying arms through that 
formidable merchandiser the Department 
of Defense. 

To some this may appear simple justice 
since Pakistan, denied all minor sources, 
has seen India get massive arms 
assistance from the Soviet Union while 
building a sizeable armaments industry. 

This was the case that Pakistan Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto made with 
great effectiveness recently when he was 
in Washington, pointing out that his 
country is an ally of the United States. 

But it must be seen as apart of the world, 
with the advanced nations competing to 
sell to the poor and underdeveloped 
nations. This is sowing the dragon’s teeth 
and that crop has, throughout history, 
brought death, famine, plague. 

Lessons of the recent past should have 
driven this home with Greece as example 
No. 1. The United States up until 1972 had 
put roughly $1.7 billion in military 
assistance into Greece. Under a limit 
imposed by Congress the aid continued 
under the military dictatorship that seized 
power in 1967. It ran as high in one form or 
another as $100 million In some years. 

The end result was a military 
establishment that couldn't fight its way 
out of a paper bag. The consolation prize 
was the continued presence of U.S.-NATO 
bases considered vital to the defense of the 
eastern Mediterranean. Those bases are 
now threatened by growing anti- 
Americanism out of the Turkish invasion 
and conquest of Cyprus. 

Turkey since 1947 got $4 billion in 
military aid. That aid has been suspended 
by Congress in view of Turkey’s 
stonewalling on the Cyprus issue. 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger have been trying every 
means to get the suspension lifted, thus far 
without success. 

And Turkey has held out against even 
such modest concessions as permitting 
part of the Greek Cypriot refugees on 


Cyprus to return to their homes and 
opening the airport. 

Time may be running out for Con¬ 
stantine Karamanlis in Athens. Returning 
from seven years in exile during the 
corrupt ruthless regime of the colonels, he 
was greeted with wild acclaim. 

The election that followed was a triumph 
with extremes of right and left repudiated. 
Karamanlis put together a moderate 
government that has had the support of the 
great majority of the Greek people. 

But with no progress on the stalemate on 
Cyprus and the Turks sitting tight on the 
most developed one-third of the island 
while 200,000 Greek Cypriots huddle in 
refugee camps, the submerged opposition 
becomes stronger. 

Only this week an attempt by the 
military to regain control was thwarted by 


swift action with the arrest of 37 officers 
suspected of having planned a coup. 

This will not be the last attempt. 
Disaffection over Cyprus will grow unless 
there is an end of the stalemate. And that 
looks unlikely since the Turks have had the 
gall to declare the independence of their 
part of the island in a confederation that 
would include a Greek Cyprus. 

If military aid continues to be denied, 
the Turkish air force will, within six to 
eight weeks, run out of apare parts. At that 
point there may be some give. 

One conjecture is that the military may 
take over from the virtually nonexistent 
civilian government and once in power 
they would face the realities and come to 
terms. 

No single issue has brought down such 
wrath on Secretary Kissinger. Those in the 


Senate and the House who put through the 
Turksih ban read out a litany of his sins 
that begins with his failure to invoke the 
law against the Turks when they invaded 
Cyprus last August. 

The law says that weapons supplied by 
the United States shall be used only for 
defense. Every piece of the Tuikish ar¬ 
mada that swept down on Cyprus - planes, 
tanks, guns, bullets - was supplied by the 
Pentagon. 

It is all very well to say, as Kissinger 
does, that the delicate electronic in¬ 
stallations scattered throughout Turkey 
are essential to national security. Yet the 
law has been violated. And the in¬ 
stallations in Greece, now under 
negotiation, are just as essential. This is 
the dead end after nearly $7 billion handed 
over to faithful "allies.” 
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Continuous learning 


To the Editor: 

Since I spent part of my 
junior high school education in 
Meadowbrook’s continuous 
learning program, I have 
followed with some interest the 
recent series of letters initiated 
by Mr. Paul Ash. I feel that the 
proposal put forth by Mr. Ash 
in your Feb. 20 issue merits a 
great deal of attention. 

The basic idea that he 
presents is that the 
Meadowbrook program, as 
presently “structured," is not 
a good medium for promoting 
the intellectual and emotional 
growth of many, tf not most, 
adolescents. The premises of 
continuous learning are that: 

1. an individual is capable of 
guiding himself or herself 
through a multitude of 
decisions, and 

2. once those decisions are 
made, he or she will have the 
motivation to carry through on 
the charted course. Neither of 
these premises is true for the 
majority of young teenagers. 


When confronted with a 
situation where preexisting 
values do not dictate a 
decision, most adults, let alone 
adolescents, are incapable of 
making reasoned choices. And 
unless parents, teachers, or 
peers exert continuing 
pressure and guidance, few 
adolescents have the inner 
drive to endure the rigors 
required to master basic skills. 
In other words, at a time when 
every effort should be directed 
at presenting young people 
with skills and values that can 
be later re-examined by the 
individuals themselves in a 
more mature light, CL sets 
them adrift in a sea of in¬ 
difference. 

This is not to say that Cl. has 
no value as an educational 
mode, especially with more 
mature groups of students. It is 
to say that CL should not be 
foisted on every student at such 
a directionless stage.

To the Editor: 

I would like to correct the 
possibly misleading im¬ 
pression left by your Feb. 27, 
1975, front page article 
regarding the CACDE public 
meeting of Feb. 25,1975. 

Speaking as an indivudual, I 
stated at that meeting that I 
support the middle school 
concept (K-5, 6-8, 9-12), in 
conjunction with closing four 
or five elementary schools. I 
did not oppose the 
neighborhood school per se. 

I simply opposed invoking 
the concept of the 
neighborhood school as a 
reason to keep all schools open. 
In fact, most “neighborhood” 


schools are fed by many 
identifiable and distinct sub¬ 
neighborhoods. My program 
would basically have some 
school district lines redrawn so 
that some of these sub¬ 
neighborhoods would be 
transferred to adjacent 
neighborhood school districts. 

I noted that these moves 
might result in a $2 saving on 
the tax rate (it would more 
likely be closer to $3). Thus, I 
did not speak in favor of closing 
“a school.” On the contrary, I 
specifically stated that if the 
CACDE and-or the School 
Committee elected to close 
only one school, resulting in a 
saving of 35 cents on the tax 


rate, it would be meaningless. 

The ultimate solution must 
be sizeable enough to be 
meaningful, or it should not be 
undertaken at all. It also must 
be implemented at the ap¬ 
propriate time, not necessarily 
next year. 

Overall, it’s my opinion that 
we’re pretty lucky to be living 
in a community which has 
taken so rational an epproach 
to a complex, emotional issue. 
After all, it is possible that, 
faced with the bare facts of 
declining enrollment, the 
School Committee might just 
as easily have decided to close 
several schools without further 
consideration. 


In point of fact the CACDE 
has been examining alter- 
natove uses for excess space 
within the schools. They have 
been looking at ways all 
schools might be kept open In 
spite of the reduced numbers. 
If they ultimately recommend 
the closing of several schools, 
it will probably be with good 
reasons. Regardless of their 
recommendations, all mem¬ 
bers of the CACDE deserve our 
thanks for the tremendous 
effort they have put in on our 
behalf — and the deliberate, 
rational way they have gone

Drinan criticizes 
Syrian policy 


In a letter to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, 
Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan joined with 80 members 
of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives to express their concern 
over the status of the 4,500- 
person Jewish community in 
Syria and urged that steps be 
taken to "prevail upon the 
Syrigan Government to give 
those Syrian Jews who wish to 
leave their country the right to 
do so.” 

The legislators noted the 
President’s intention to make 
$25 million in aid available to 
Syrian under provisions of the 
1974 foreign assistance act. 

They cited the procedure 
under which Congress had 30 
days that ended Feb. 24 in 
which it could have adopted a 
resolution declaring that it did 
not.favor such action. 

Drinan stated that he and his 
colleagues did not disapprove 


because thed did not want to 
undermine any U.S. efforts for 
peace in the strife-tom Middle 
East. 

"I very strongly feel, 
however, that the lack of any 
Congressional action on the aid 
request for Syria not be in¬ 
terpreted as indifference on the 
part of Congress to the status of 
the Syrian Jewish com¬ 
munity,” Drinan said. 

In their letter to the 
Secretary of State the bi¬ 
partisan Congressional 
delegation pointed out that, 
"these 4,500 men, women and 
children have been subjected 
to continual harrassment, 
intimidation and abuse. In 
contravention of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, 
to which the government of 
Syria is a signator, Syrian 
Jews are forbidden to leave 
their country — even to join 
relatives in lands far from the 
Middle East." 


To the Editor: 

Speaking as a private citizen 
and not for the PTA Council, I 
wish to state that I want all 
reasonable steps taken to 
reduce the budget, and hence 
keep the tax rate from rising. 

But I do not want cuts made 
which will endanger the 
educational standards of the 
schools within the city, for I 
also recognize that a major 
factor in keeping property 
values up in Newton is the 
educational reputation we 
enjoy. I also know that many of 
us moved to Newton because of 
this reputation so that our kids 
could get the finest education 
available. 

Yes, I am deeply disturbed 
by the fact that the school 
budget continues to increase, 
in spite of declining 
enrollment. But I am just as 
disturbed by the fact that I am 
using fewer kilowatt-hours of 
electricity or fewer gallons of 
gasoline and yet my bills are 
about double what they were a 
year or so ago. 

I really don't have any pat 
answers. I do know that our 
School Committee has been 
working hard and, more im¬ 


portant, openly. I believe that 
the issue of closing one or more 
schools will have to be faced 
shortly, when the Citizens' 
Advisory Group has made its 
recommendations and I 
believe tliat closing will result 
in savings without any 
sacrifice in educational 
quality. (It may change some 
neighborhood school boun¬ 
daries, however.) I do not 
consider Murray Roed as a 
candidate for closing, in¬ 
cidentally, since it is not un¬ 
derutilized and, from all I have 
been able to learn, provides a 
fine education for a group of 
kids who might otherwise have 
severe problems. 

I think the issue of attacking 
the superintendent's salary, as 
a means of cutting costs, is 
wrong and counterproductive. 
I think he is doing a job which 
brings credit to Newton; and 
the fact that his salary is 
higher than that of the mayor 
only indicates that the mayor is 
underpaid. 

I hope that the teachers will 
exercise great restraint in 
their demands at the 
negotiating table, since this is 
the area that has the greatest 
single impact on the budget. 


In summary, I hope that the 
School Committee continues to 
effectively examine where 
future sensible cuts may be 
made in the budget, looks for 
methods of cooperating with 
other elements of the city 
government where reasonable 
cost saving may be realized, 
and maintains an educational 
level of high standards within 
the city. 


I will certainly continue to do 
what I can, personally, to 
provide a communications link 
between various elements in 
the city and to make 
suggestions for cost savings, 
where appropriate.

Pines bill would change 
veterans' preference laws 


Stale Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) testified today before 
the Committee on Public 
Service in support of H. 2594, a 
bill to change the veterans’ 
preference statutes, which she 
co-sponsored. 

Rep. Pines explained, 
"Veterans’ preference was 
meant, not so much as a 
reward, but as an aid in 
readjustment to civilian life. 
The merit system as the basis 
of civil service job placement, 
was not to be undermined." 

“Under federal law,’ Rep. 
Pines, said, "veterans receive 
five additional points and 
disabled veterans ten ad¬ 
ditional points on their passing 
Civil Service exam score. This 
system puts the veteran ahead 
of non-veterans with the same 
score. The major thrust of H. 
2594 would bring 
Massachusetts into line with 
the federal statues by 
replacing an absolute

preference system with a five 
and 10-point system. Only one 
other state still has absolute 
preference for veterans.” 

Currently Massachusetts 
statutes allow veterans' ab¬ 
solute preference over all other 
candidates for civil service 
jobs. Absolute veterans’ 
preference places veterans 
with passing scores ahead of 
all others on the eligibility lists 
regardless of scores. 

"Absolute preference not 
only undermines the merit 
basis of the civil service 
system, but causes inefficiency 
and waste of the taxpayers’ 
dollars. Agencies are often 
forced to pass over the most 
qualified candidate, who has a 
high score, but is not a 
veteran,” Rep. Pines said. 

Rep. Pines continued, "H. 
2594 will also remedy some 
other problems caused by 
Massachusetts veterans 
preference statutes. This 


legislation would give the 
healthy veteran a five-year 
time period within which to use 
his preference points. After 
five years it seems reasonable 
to assume that the veteran has 
been able to readjust to civilian 
life without government 
assistance. Severely disabled 
veterans could use their points 
indefinitely. 

"Further reforms include 
tightening the definitions of 
‘veteran’ and 'disabled.' 
Eligible ‘veterans' would be 
those who have served in 
combat, as was the original 
intention in 1944. Eligible 
'disabled’ veterans would be 
those with 50 per cent or 
greater disabilities. Thus, 


those veterans with marginal 
disabilities who are able to 
obtain civilian jobs would not 
have to be hired ahead of those 
with better qualifications. 

"Our current absolute 
preference law undermines the 
merit basis of civil service. 
This law is not in the best in¬ 
terest of the Commonwealth as 
it discourages highly qualified 
women and non-veterans from 
applying for civil service jobs. 
Government today cannot 
afford to overlook any qualified 
person because he or she is not 
a veteran. Competence should 
be the sole determinant for 
employment in state govern¬ 
ment.”

mainstay in Brandeis' early history. As a 
professor of comparative literature he 
taught German courses with others in 
English and foreign literature. 

"We visited together at Brandeis, and I 
can think back to that day clearly. But I 
didn't disabuse Prof. Lewisohn’s notion of 
any job ideas that I had, even though 1 was 
still doing my doctoral work at Harvard. 

"The rest, I guess, was fated to be," 
Harry Zohn says smiling. He confides to 
you, however, that the process was sim¬ 
plified when a young professor of German 
became pregnant and left Brandeis. 

"In those days I was ready for Brandeis, 
too," he continues. "I had read about the 
school and visited the campus several 
times." He remembers a Brandeis 
University office on Washington Street in 
Boston, opened in the days before 1948, and 
where plans for the University were fed 
and nourished. 

"A close friend of mine worked for 
Brandeis at that time and I got myself an 
invitation to the University’s now-famous 
inaugural ceremonies at Symphony Hall in 
1948. “You can see then, I knew a lot about 
Brandeis and I knew it before I came here 
perm nently." A roguish look crosses his 
face and he adds, "I guess I wanted to be 
ready in case Brandeis needed me." 

The years have not diminished this 
readiness, either. Or his scholarship, or his 
hunger to teach and do whatever else .iill 
help strengthen the University's future. 
Nor has time diminished Harry Zohn’s 
warm personality, his penchant for 
humor, or his hospitality, as those who 
know him best will confirm. 

“Sure, I’m busy with classes and ad¬ 
ministrative things but, look, I love 
teaching." This is easy to believe when you 
meet Harry Zohn. Besides teaching two 
courses each semester this year, he had 
five tutees, and is chairman of Germanic 
and Slavic Languages, a post he’s held 
since 1966.

"I finally broke down and decided to 
teach my specialty, what I felt most deeply 
about," he says talking about the course. 
He lectured in English (unusual for him) 
and to a class of six freshmen, one 
graduate student, and three up¬ 
perclassmen. He had high praise for its 
students, particularly the freshmen. 


All of this has led Harry Zohn to sub¬ 
stantial related activity beyond the 
campus. He was president of the 
Massachusetts Chapter of the American 
Association of Teachers of German; 
director of the American Translators 
Association, and he is today, a member of 
the Austrian PEN (Poets, Essayists, 
Novelists) Club, an affiliation that 
provides him with "very special 
satisfaction." 

Earlier, he was an officer of the New 
England Modem language Association, 
and from 1963 to 1968, he was executive 
director of the Goethe Society of New 
England. Additionally, he is co-founder of 
the International Stefan Sweig Society, 
and in 1960, he was awarded the Officers 
Cross of the Order of Merit, a declaration 
given by the Federal Republic of Ger¬ 
many. 

Zohn was bom and raised in Vienna. But 
as Nazi designs in Europe took shape, the 
Zohn family fled to England. 

“Actually, I remained in Vienna under 
Nazi rule for almost a year," he recalls. 
“But I got out when the getting was still 
good." 

When he was 15, his parents and he 


finish his high school education. Soon, he 
enrolled at Suffolk University. 

In Austria and England, Harry Zohn 
learned some English. "I think this says a 
lot about the quality of European 
education; I was able to enter high school 
and graduare a year later." And, with high 
honors, too. 

At Suffolk, he studied nights with 
scholaship he ea aid, plus a fulltime job at 
a Boston credit firm. In 1946, he earned his 
bachelor's degree in English from Suffolk.

Brandeis. 

Prof, and Mrs. Zohn have made their 
home in West Newton since shortly after 
their marriage in 1962. They have two 
children, a girl 6 and a boy 8.

The $130,000 is needed for the con¬ 
struction of a parking lot and for land¬ 
scaping the property.

beyond my profession, music Is my 
greatest love." When he was a boy in 
Vienna, he dreamt of a day when he would 
conduct. His fater, then a sign painter, 
decorated the door to his room with the 
printed announcement: "Harry Zohn, 
Kappelmeister." He studied viilin, but 
admits being lazy when it came to prac¬ 
tice. The dream faded. 

Today, Harry Zohn preserves his Joy as 
an amateur musician playing the viola 
(self-taught). He is in his second season 
with the Brandeis Symphony, and for 13 
years he performed with the Boston Civic 
Symphony. HLs favorite composer? Anton 
Bruckner, and by a wide margin. 

Zohn’s music and his sense of humor 
reach into his teaching, too. "Music and 
humor are good teaching devices. At a 
matter of fact, an unmusical, humorlesj 
professor simply can't teach German 
effectively," he says. 

It may be these, and other traits in his 
life that separate Harry Zohn from a 
crowd. According to students, his classes 
are, indeed, filled with music and humor. 
But there is more, of course, much more.

"When will they move out?" 
Jason and Martha had been 
married 22 years three 
children ... now 15 ... 8 ... 20 ... 
They were still fighting the old 
battles of hours homework 
... friends ... cluttered rooms. 
Unless parents are slobs 
themselves these are the kinds 
of things of which some parents 
seem to make much noise. Siad 
Martha ... "They use the kit¬ 
chen and leave it in a mess... 1 
lay awake nights until they’re 
all in ... I don't know what’s 
going to jappen to Jimmy (15), 
he never does any homework. 
.. I just don't like those people 
Jennifer (18) is going with. I'll 
be so glad when they're all 
grown and moved out." 

My readers would be amazed 
at the number of times I hear 
these or similar words. Upon 
deeper examination it usually 
becomes clear that these 
parents have done a much 
better job than they think. 
Their problem is that they 
don't know when to quit. When 
parents have taught their 
children to be independent 
thinkers ... how to cope with 
life ... how to make haelthy 
relationships ... why do they 
need to be surprised when they 
begin to do just that? 

There are parents who are 
jealous of their own children ... 
who resist their growing up. 
Martha was jealous of her 
daughter, Jennifer. In many 
respects Jennifer has sur¬ 
passed her mother, and while 
Martha said she wanted her 
daughter to succeed,she 
continaullay picked at her for 
little things, continued to try to 
control her... really to hold her 
back. 

The problem stems from the 
fact that parents often feel the 
competition of these emerging 
adults in their own home. 
They've given freedom and 
their children have used it. 
Now Jason znd Martha want to 
withdraw some of that 
freedom. And they're finding 
that freedom once giben isn't 
easily withdrawn. Besides this, 
_. Jason and Martha had children 
of which they could be proud.

Get 
agreements. 

The other suggestion is to 
remember that THE 
RELATIONSHIP with these 
children soon to leave the home 
is of top priority. I pointed out 
to Jason and Martha that if 
they continue these little 
running battles with their 
children that the relationship 
with them will be jeopardized 
for the future, the joys and 
comforts of children and 
grandchildren for later years 
may be marred. Furthermore 
... a husband and wife can 
jeopardize their own 
relationship while engaging in 
fighting their children. It 
becomes a bad scene for 
everyone. 

Better to have a few pots and 
pans out of order in the kitchen 
than the precious family 
relationships out of order for 
life.

I am driving my husband to work in the early morning 
light coming over Blue Hill Avenue. The moon sits, an opal, 
in one late part of the sky.

My husband gets out of the car, we kiss perfunctorily, and 
I’m off again, down the slope of Roxbury toward Roslin- 
dalc, a route I hate for its weavings, its omnipotent buses, 
and moat of all the other cars with which I must 
psychologically contend. Just as I was, so are they now 
racing against time, and metal like knives flashes on all 
sides of me. It is a wonder, I think, that I make it home alive 
these mornings. 

Turning on the news I hear about the economy, the equal 
rights amendment, and the fact that people polled 
everywhere are opposed to gas rationing. Then there is 

shocking news to which my Dodge and I listen intently as 
we pray our way up Washington Street. A subway train in 
London has run smack into a dead-end tunnel wall in the 
rush hour, and "there is carnage everywhere” according to 
the newscaster.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Family contracts are 
keeping many runaways at home these days. 

Studies indicate that the contract approach to Juvenile 
delinquency is twice as effective as more traditional me¬ 
thods. 

The contracts are part of a "short-term behavioral family 
systems intervention" program which works on the theory 
juvenile delinquents do not represent the problem “but are 
part of maladaptive family systems,” says project director 
Dr. James Alexander, of the University of Utah.

Nightmares left behind come back. They involve my life 
in New York City, where I.often sat paralyzed in fear as the 
train raced from 14th Street to DeKalb Avenue on the IRT 
line. There I would sit, frozen and ashamed to look alarmed 
for being branded a "Boston hie*." 

I think, too, of the phrase that became a cliche as I rode 
with friends the Riverside line to Boston University: "One 
day we're going to be rubbed out between Chestnut Hill and 
Newton Centre." 

The shocking part of the news is that a disaster by man¬ 
made “service" machinery has happened in London. It is 
distressing to think that even there commuters are flung, 
lemming-like, to their deaths, for extra minutes in the 
morning. 

It is hard to imagine crisply-attired bodies soaked in 
blood, neatly-filled briefcases rent, and the horrified 
bewilderment of people born and bred on the rational, the 
orderly, the patient. 

My comforting image of British patrons queing 
graciously for tokens during rush hours, is shattered 
forever. 

The horror of the news seeps into my hands on the 
steering wheel. If I can just make it up the hill to my street, 
I think, slamming my brakes for a dog who suddenly lur¬ 
ches into my path. I meet a Jaguar and he raises a roar, 
avoiding me. 

Settled, finally, in my reserved parking space, I wonder if 
the world is ever going to be the same. 


In other words delinquency Is only part of an over-all 
family problem. 


The program aims at teaching family members to negoti¬ 
ate changes in each other’s behavior. For example, the son 
or daughter will agree not to run away from home in return 
for the parents' promise not to meddle in the child's social 
life. 


“This is much more powerful than threats or 
punishment," Alexander said. 


Studies show the three-to fiveweek program has a failure 
rate of only 26 per cent, well below the 50 to 70 per cent 
figures recorded by comparison groups involved in 
traditional "offender-oriented" programs. 


It involves bringing the family together within a day after 
such “soft" crimes as running away, smoking pot, 
shoplifting, etc., and getting the conflicts out into the open, 
working toward a compromise. 

Alexander got the idea for the program six years ago 
while doing research on delinquency for a juvenile court 
system in Utah. 

"We only try to get them to do what normal, well adjusted 
families do in their interaction," the psychologist said. 

His research has shown normal families tend to be more 
supportive of their relatives, and to give and take in¬ 
formation during a conversation. 


On the other hand, Alexander said, delinquent families 
resort to game playing, sarcasm, defensiveness, 
dogmatism, superiority and indifference. 

They also phrases such as "Not in this house, you don’t,” 
or "Because I’m your father, that’s why"—more often than 
do normal families. 


To pinpoint major conflicts within delinquent families, 
program participants are asked "pointed" but seemingly 
impersonal questions during their first session: "Should a 
young man serve in the Army?" or "Who should make 
decisions on curfew?" 


From there, videotaped sessions are then compared to 
those of normal families, and analyzed for the most ef¬ 
fective means to bring about changes in relationships. 


“First we slow down the sequence of events, so each 
family member can grasp his role in a problematic event," 
Alexander said. 

For example, in one case a juvenile with a nine-year court 
record was belted by his mother when he annoyed her. He 
kicked her back, and she broke a broom over his back. 

"Instead of laying blame on either the son’s or the 
mother’s behavior, the therapist tried to find the 'theme' of 
what could have prevented the confrontation,” Alexander 
said. “Where was the father during the incident, for 
example? If he were there or If the son were with him, 
ere with him, would the argument still have occurred?" 


This particular incident served to relieve the son's 
boredom and the mother’s frustration, he said. The thera¬ 
pist suggested the father try to spend more time with his 
s family to avoid such incidents. 


Alexander claims his program chalks up long-term 
successes, not only through the low rate of repeat offenses 
by the original juvenile delinquents but also through its 
effect on the offenders' brothers and sisters. 


Studies show only 20 per cent of younger brothers and 
sisters of program participants became involved in 
delinquent behavior within three years after therapy, 
compared to a 40 to 60 per cent rate for other therapy 
groups.

Mann also briefly discussed the city and 
school budgets and taxes in Newton. 

Mann said the Newton assessors have 
"carefully monitored" the revaluation of 
Newton property, a task scheduled for 
completion at the end of March. 

Mann added that he has been meeting 
with mayors and other elected official of 
other towns- and cities to “make sure that 
ali communities are treated equitably." 

“Communities that have been revalued 
should not suffer because distribution 
formulas have not yet been updated," the 
mayor said. “These formulas for valuing 
property must be uniform throughout the 
Commonwealth to provide for equal 
distribution of state funds to all cities and 
towns.” 

Mann went on to say that the city portion 
of the budget for fiscal 1976, $37.9 million, 
was carefully reviewed and scrutinized 
before it was sent to the Board of Aider- 
men. 

Mann pointed out that the proposed city 
budget does include all costs of collective 
bargaining, personnel, services and "each 
and every expense" of the city. 

It even, the mayor noted, contains 
$360,000 in school-related costs. 


"I am pleased at this point to note that 
we have contained the growth of our 
budget in spite of the salary adjustments 
arrived at through collective bargaining,” 
the mayor said. "Further, we were able to 
do this despite the enormous increase in 
the cost of fuel and utilities.” 

On the subject of the recently approved 
$31 million school budget, Mann said the 
fact the budget this budget only passed by 
a narrow vote was "unprecedented" in the 
history of the city. 

"The acceptance voted of the school 
budget was without a clear majority,” 
Mann said. “I believe this was reflective of 
the concerns voiced by many citizens 
throughout the community who felt the 
school administration should go further 


than it had in cutting and trimming budget 
requests.” 

"The condition of cities throughout 
America is grave,” the mayor said. "In 
Newton, we face reduced work forces and 
less new equipment. 

"We in Newton are more fortunate than 
other communities because we are still in 
sound financial condition. However, 
further drastic measures may be 
necessary if we do not keep close watch 
and monitor expenditures and tighten 
budgeting policies. 

"I ask your support and that of the entire 
community in this endeavor. With time 
and attention and moderation, we will 
withstand today’s pressures and build a 
secure future."

Boston Post Road 
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Indian jewelry: 
natural glitter 

Ruth Lenson 

America's first jewelers were the 
talented Indians of the Navajo, Nopi, San 
Domingo and Zuni tribes. 

The current interest in Indian jewelry 
has caused a supply-and-demand market 
for authentic pieces which will increase in 
value. "It’s amazing," remarked a trader 
in the Southwest, "people in the East feel 
this whole craft is something new because 
they've just discovered it. What they don't 
realize is that silverworking has been 
going on for hundreds of years." 

Some time between 1853 and 1867, the 
Navajos not only acquired silver but 
quickly developed a taste for it. They used 
United States coins as the material for 
making jewelry and other items, and 
around 1890 they found that Mexican pesos 
were better suited to their craft. This 
discovery was most fortunate because 
about this time it became illegal to deface 
American coins. 

In time Mexican coins disappeared 
and silver slugs became the source 
material; manufactured in Los Angeles, 
the slug reached the Indian by way of the 
trader. It was not unusual for the trader to 
"farm out" a quantity of silver to a Navajo 
and the finished product was brought back 
to the same trader. During the late 
twenties and thirties sheet silver began to 
appear among the Indian smiths. About 
the only task in working silver that has not 
been mastered is the making of "fin¬ 
dings", that is clasps, earring screws, etc. 

While the older pieces of Indian 
jewelry were made with little or no 
turquoise, the later and more modern 
Indian jewelry is set with beautiful rich 
blue turquoise. To the Indian jewelry 
worker, turquoise is almost as necessary 
as silver and the artistic Zuni considers 
silver as merely something to hold the 
precious turquoise in place. 

Good turquoise is of a beautiful blue 
color and poor turquoise is lighter in coler 
sometimes almost white, and quite soft. 
Stones are imported from mines in 
Colorado and Nevada by traders who sell 
them to the smiths. If a smith cannot af¬ 
ford to buy large stones to set in his 
jewelry, he buys small, broken-up pieces 
in a rough state, which he grinds and 
polishes himself. Today, turquoise is 
imported and may come from as far away 
as Persia. 

In recent years, two new styles of 
working silver have been developed- 
channel work and overlay.

Turquoise in a silver lining

Channel is a popular Zuni technique. 
On a base of flat silver, a pattern is laid out 
in thin, upright strips. These strips serve 
as dividers for the stones which are set into 
each enclosure. Then stone and silver are 
buffed off flush. 

Overlay is practiced by both Hopis and 
Navajos. Two pieces of sheet silver are cut 
out in the same shape. In one, the design is 
cut out carefully and the second piece is 
“sweated” onto the first. After subjecting 
the piece to an acid and buffing it, the 
cutout area remains black. ^ 

Belts are made of “conchas” (plaqufe 
of silver, worn on a belt). At first these 
were round, but they became pval'in time. 
These expensive pieces of,'Jewelry were 
made by the Navajos and worn only by 
those who could afford to buy or make 
them The majority of the conchas have a 
fluted sunburst in the central raised part 
and some are set with coral and turquoise. 

It is believed that the Navajo copied 
the concha designs form those found on old 
Mexican headstalls for their horses, with 
elaborate scalloped and decorative bor¬ 
ders. 

Collectors of Indian jewelry soon 
yearn for and set their sights on owning the 
squash blossom necklace. It is thought that 
the so-called squash blossom necklaces 


are really pomegranate blossoql? .iti&’t 
came from Spain by way qj ^fetich to the 
Southwest. The earj^fype worn by 
Navajos was qutof , 'ferig and had many 
round beadjjTOth a few blossoms toward 
the lot^t-fertd of the necklace. In time the 
"Nkja”^crescent-shaped pendant) was 
>«raed to make the now popular squash 
blossom combination. 

Authorities believe that the maja 
originated in the crescent moon and star 
combination suspended from the bridle on 
the horse's forehead to protect the animal 
and rider from the effects of the "evil 
eye", a Spanish custom. 

Shell and turquoise are important in 
the legends and myths of the Indians. 
There are the mythical characters, 
Turquoise Woman and Shell Woman. The 
Sun God lives in a beautiful shell house out 
in the Pacific Ocean and in his journey 
across the heavens he carries a shield 
covered with turquoise. And so, for the 
sun, the craftsmen fashion a round flat 
object, like a dish, out of clear stone and 
set turqoises around the edge. 

Why the boom in Indian jewelry? 
There are those who feel it is a general 
trend toward naturalness, toward jewelry 
of historical interest. Others wear it, 
hopefully, as a peace symbol.

Across the kitchen counter

What grows upside down, is a second 
cousin of the exotic orchid, comes neatly 
packaged with its own wrapping, is never 
out of season and is one of the oldest foods 
known to man? 

We speak of none other than Musa 
Sapientum, botanically speaking. Tran¬ 
slated, that's fruit of the wise men, or, 
simply stated, the banana. 

The banana plant was one of the first 
plants cultivated. Ancient Sanskrit and 
Chinese languages indicate this seedless 
yellow fruit was known throughout Asia in 
prehistoric times and was introduced to 
Central America in 1516 by missionaries. 
Even as late as 1876 they were a curiosity 
in the United States. 

Contrary to popular belief, bananas do 
not grow on trees, but on plants. The 
banana plant is a rapidly growing 
perennial, probably the largest land plant 
not having a woody stem above the 
ground, For best flavor and quality, 
bananas are picked green and ripened 
under carefully controlled temperature 
and humidity. When selecting bananas, 
look for ones that are plump, free from 
bruises and decay. When the skin is solid 
yellow or slightly flecked with brown, they 
are ready for eating. Overripe bananas 
are excellent for breads, muffins and 
cakes. 

The banana is good for people of any 
age. Because they are very low in sodium, 
fat and contain no cholesterol, they are 
often advised for people on restricted 
diets. 

During these hard-to-bake-ends-meet 
times, it takes a little ingenuity on the part 
of the homemaker to stretch the budget 
and at the same time give the family 
meals that are not hum-drum and lacking 
in imagination. Chicken Panama hails 
from a warmer climate and features a 
tangy sauce—served over hot fluffy rice, a 
green salad and over-warm crusty bread it 
will prove to be a low-budget dish that will 
please the family. 

Bananas that are not fully ripe should 
be* kept at room temperature until ready to 
use; refrigerate them only after they have 
reached the desired stage of ripeness. 
Refrigeration darkens the skin but does 
not affect the eating quality. 

CHICKEN PANAMA 

1 frying chicken, cut up 

V« cup flour 

Vi teaspoon salt 

cup oil or melted shortening 


1 cup apple juice 

V 4 cup prepared yellow mustard 

3 bananas, sliced 

Coat chicken with mixture of flour and 
salt. Brown in oil in large skillet; drain off 
excess oil. Stir in apple juice and mustard; 
cover and cook over low heat 40 to 50 
minutes or until tender. Stir in bananas, 
making sure they are covered with sauce; 
cook 5 minutes longer. Serve over hot 
fluffy rice. Serves 4 

BANANA BRAN MUFFINS 
1 cup All-Bran 
V 4 cup milk 

1 cup mashed bananas (2-3) 

1 egg 

V 4 cup sugar 
V 4 cup soft shortening 
1 cup sifted all purpose flour 
2 V* teaspoons baking powder

At cup firmly packed brown sugar

3 ripe bananas 

1 9-inch baked pie shell 

Combine sugar, flour and salt in 
saucepan. Add milk slowly, mixing 
thoroughly.

We received a most enthusiastic letter from Mrs. C. S., 
Norwood, who wrote: "A wonderful thing has happened in 
our home—my husband has taken over the bread baking 
and has done such a great job of it that every weekend he 
bakes enough bread to last for the entire week. We freeze 
leftover bread and when friends or relatives come by, he 
gifts them with a loaf or two and when he does, you'd think 
he was giving them gold! Now he would like to try his hand 
at making sweet rolls. I told him I would write to you for a 
recipe. Something not too complicated, and please accept 
our thanks." 

Answer: Hurrah for your husband!! Baking with yeast is, 
I think, the most rewarding type of baking and your family 
is lucky to have a "bread winner" and "bread baker" rolled 
into one! Here's an easy enough recipe. The dry yeast does 
not have to be dissolved in water—it is treated as one of the 
dry ingredients and the initial beating is done with an 
electric mixer which quickly begins the development of the 
gluten in the flour- the resulting dough is lighter and easier 
to handle while kneading and shaping. 


COFFEE BREAKERS OR 
CINNAMON ROLLS 

4Vs to 5Vj cups unsifted flour 
i-2 cup sugar 
lh teaspoons salt 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
1-2 cup milk 
1-2 cup water 

V-i cup (Va stick) margarine 
2 eggs (at room temperature) 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 1 -two-thirds cups flour, 
sugar, salt and undissolved active dry yeast. Combine milk, 
water and margarine in a saucepan. Heat over low heat 
until liquids arc warm, (Margarine does not need to melt). 
Gradually add to dry ingredients and beat for 2 minutes at 
medium speed of electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally. Add eggs and Vi cup flour, or enough flour to p 
make a thick batter. Beat at high speed for 2 minutes, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in enough additional flour 
to make a soft dough. Turn out onto lightly floured board; 
knead until smooth and elastic, about 8 to 10 minutes. Place 
in greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 
hour. Punch dough down; turn out onto lightly floured 
board. Divide in half and shape as desired according to one 
of the following shapes: 

COFFEE BREAKERS: While dough is rising prepare 
pans: Melt Mi cup (1 stick) margarine in a saucepan. Add 
two-thirds cup firmly packed light brown sugar and 2 tsps. 
light com syrup; bring to a rolling boil. Immediately pour 
into 2 jelly roll pans 15M. x lOVfe inch. Sprinkle with % cup 
chopped pecans. Roll out half the dough into a 12-inch 
square. Brush with melted margarine. Combine Mj cup 
firmly packed light brown sugar and 2 tsps ground cin¬ 
namon. Sprinkle center one-third of dough with V 4 of the 
cinnamon mixture. Fold remaining one-third of dough over 
to make a 3-layer 12-inch strip. Cut into 12 one-inch pieces. 
Hold the ends of each piece and twist in the opposite 
directions, 2 or 3 times. Seal ends firmly. Place in prepared 
pan; about 1V4 inches apart. Repeat with remining half of 
the dough and filling. Cover; let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in bulk—about 1 hour. Bake in hot 
400 degree oven 15-20 minutes, or until done. Invert rolls 
onto plates or wire racks to cool. Best when served warm. 

CINNAMON ROLLS: Roll each half into an 18x9-inch 
oblong. Brush with melted margarine. Combine 1V4 cups 
sugar, two-thirds cup seedless raisins and 2 teaspoons 
ground cinnamon. Sprinkle Vi over each piece of dough. 
Roll each up as for jelly roll to make 18-inch rolls. Seal 
edges firmly. Cut each roll into 12 pieces, about lVi inches 
wide. Place, cut side up, in 2 greased 9-inch round cake pans 
or 2 greased 8-inch square pans. Cover; let rise in warm 
place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. 
Bake in moderate oven, 350 degrees, about 25 minutes, or 
until done. Remove from pans and cool on wire racks. Serve 
plain or frost with confectioners' sugar frosting.

1 cup raisins 
1 orange, rind and juice 


Cut orange in hall and squeeze juice—reserve. In food 
grinder, grind the orange. Pour Vi cup boiling water over 
raisins; allow to stand for 2-3 minutes to plump raisins, 
drain completely and grind raisins. Cream margarine and 
sugar well, add eggs beating well after each addition. Sift 
dry ingredients and add to creamed mixture alternately 
with milk. Fold in ground orange rind and raisin mixture 
and chopped nuts. Pour batter into a well greased 10-inch 
tube pan and bake in preheated 350 degree oven for 50 
minutes.

Gov. Dukakis 
speaker at 
Bates Club 

The Boston Bates Club will 
hold its annual meeting 
Friday, March 7, at the Red

Boston Bates Club meeting has 
been held everywhere bu tin 
Boston.

Cantor, special exhibition 
curator at Old Sturbridge 
Village, and lecturer, 
exhibition consultant and 
writer in American art and 
architectural history. 

Cantor said that initially 
he will record works 
of art in local collections 
throughout New England. He 
noted that this type of 
material, often by unidentified 
artists, has escaped the at¬ 
tention of museums because it 
is not identified as Fine Art. It 
is however, an important 
expression of American 
culture and provides in¬ 
valuable evidence for the in¬ 
terpretation or rural New 
England life which is a prime 
objective of Old Sturbridge 
Village. The museum’s 
presentation will be enhanced 
by the exhibition. 

At Old Sturbridge Village, 
objects, work processes. 


buildings and costumes are 
combined to re-create daily life 
five or six generations ago in 
New England. 

Cantor emphasized that the 
nature of the survey and 
exhibition is both exploratory 
and innovative. He hopes to 
uncover forgotten or 
unrecognized material in town 
halls, historical society rooms, 
libraries, attics, churches, and 
in private collections. 

The primary criteria of in¬ 
terest is the documentary 
evidence about the life and 
landscape of rural New 
England that such works 
provide. 

Cantor, who has held several 
fellowships and grants, as well 
as university faculty positions, 
has written extensively. His 
work has been published in Art 
News, Antiques Magazine, the 
Winterthur Museum Portfolio 
and the Bulletin,,; of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
among others. He has also 
consulted for many museums 
of art. 


will be issued March 25 in 
Cambridge, Mass. 

A commemorative also will 
be issued in honor of Paul 
Laurence Dunbar, a black 
poet. Bom in Dayton, Ohio in 
1872 of former slave parents, 
Dunbar published his most 
famous work, "Lyric3 of a 
Lowly Life,” in 1896. 

These two issues will bring to 
14 the total of U.S. postage 
stamps which pay tribute to 
significant contributions made 
by black Americans. 

The first such issue appeared 
in 1947 when Booker T. 
Washington, the noted 
educator, statesman and 
founder of Tuskegee Institute, 
was honored on a 3-ccnter. 

During the same year, the 
Postal Service commemorated 
the Thirteenth Amendment 
with a stamp which depicted 
Abraham Lincoln freeing a 
black slave. 

In 1948, Dr. George 
Washington Carver, the noted 
agricultural scientist, was one 
of several “Famous 
Americans-’’ selected to appear 
on a. series of com- 
memortHves. 

Frederick Douglass, the 
19tf)-century civil rights ad¬ 
vocate, was the next black to 
appear on a stamp. It issued in 
•''1967. 

A year later Peter Salem, 
another Revolutionary War 
figure, was so honored and in 
1969, the Postal Service paid 
tribute to a black musician. 
The W.C. Handy com¬ 
memorative stamp was issued 


in Memphis, Tenn., hometown 
of America's "Father of the 
Blues." 

Henry O. Tanner, a talented 
painter who gained in¬ 
ternational frame while living 
in France, was honored in 1973 
as part of the American Artist 
Commemorative Series. 

In addition to the blacks 
honored as individuals on U.S. 
postage, others have been 
featured on several stamps 
commemoratng significant 
subjects. 

In 1973, an issue honoring 
composer George Gershwin 
depicted characters from hi3 
black operetta, “Porgy & 
Bess." 

In 1956 and 1968, black youths 
appeared with other children 
on stamps promoting 
"Friendship - The Key to 
World Peace" and "Support 
Our Youth" themes. 

Booker T. Washington is the 
only black American who has 
been honored more than once 
on a postage stamp. In 1956, a 
stamp depicting the cabin in 
wich he was bom was issued 
onthe centennial of his birth. 

The Postal Service also 
commemorated the 100th 
anniversary of the Eman¬ 
cipation Proclamation in 1963. 
This stamp, showing a broken 
black chain, was designed by 
George Olden, a black artist, 
and issued on the opening day 
of the Century of Negro 
Progress Exposition in 
Chicago. 


Phony employment exposed 
by Better Business Bureau 


BOSTON - With jobs 
becoming more difficutl to find 
and unemployment facing 
thousands of workers, 
unethical and often illegal 
employment opportunity 
schemes are being used to prey 
upon desperate people. 

Better Business Bureaus 
throughout the country have 
noted an increase in the 
number of such promotions, 
including the follwoing: 

RESUME ILLS 

"How would sou like a well¬ 
paying job overseas? No skills 
or language ability needed. 
Contact..." The Better 
Business Bureau oi Eastern 
Massachusetts reports that 
several firms are currently 
advertising in local 
newspapers offering what 
appeal to be jobs. Job seekers 
quickly learn that these firms 
are not offering employment, 
but are selling a service which 
principly consists of preparing 
a resume and mailing it to a list 
of “contacts" who have 
overseas operations. The fees 
charged for these “services” 
range over $200. 

Consumers report that the 
contracts for these services do 
not guarantee employment, 
but merely guarantee that the 
companies will continue to 
mail out resumes if no job 
offers materialize. These 
companies are not em¬ 
ployment agencies in the 
ususal sense and are not 
licensed as such 

BBBs have contacted a large 
numbe of firms who have 
overseas operations. These 
companies indicate that many 
nations severely restrict the 
number of foreigners allowed 
to come in and work, and have 
rules requiring that native 
citizens be hired, if at all 


possible. Other firms stated 
that they prefer to send per¬ 
sonnel overseas who have had 
some years of experience with 
their firms. The majority of 
companies contacted stated 
they give little or no con¬ 
sideration to “boiler plate” 
resumes. 

Work At Home Schemes 

One of the oldest, and most 
lucrative, of the employment 
schemes is the “work at home 
pitch." Literally hundreds of 
promoters are continually 
advertising for persons who 
wish to make money at home in 
their spare time In the 
majority of instances, these 
firms are not offering em¬ 
ployment, but are selling in¬ 
structions on how to go about 
obtaining employment. 

“A good rule of thumb to 
follow is to quickly forget a 
home work ad which asks the 
would-be home worker to send 
money," Leonard L. Sanders, 
President of the BBB-Easter 
Massachusetts, declared. 
“Such schemes prey upon the 
lederly, disabled, and the 
unemployed principly. In other 
words, those who can least 
afford to get gyped." 

Consumers report that most 
of the firms follow a practice of 
not asking for money in the 
advertisements, but do so in 
the first response to the 
homeworker's letter of inquiry. 
Usually this money is for 
“sincerity” or for 
"processing." 

Another variation of this 
scheme is to advertise for 
persons to make such articles 
as baby botties, bracelets, 
garments of various types, etc. 
The catch is that the home 
worker must purchase 
equipment and materials from 
the promoter as to the ac¬ 


ceptability of the workman¬ 
ship. In several cases, ac¬ 
cording to BBBs, promoters 
have rejected almost all of the 
efforts of the home workers 
who invested in the materials, 
etc., while continuing to ad¬ 
vertise extensively for home 
workers. 

The Sneaky Schools 

At least two recent Federal 
Trade Commission complaints 
and several reports from 
Better Business Bureaus have 
alerted the public to schools 
who advertise as if they were 
business firma looking for 
employees. One of these out¬ 
fits, a heavy construction 
equipment and truck driver 
training school, actually used 
names close to those of 
reputable construction and 
truck-transport firms. 

Customers who responded to 
the advertisements were told 
they needed to pass a "training 
course” before they could be 
hired. In one case, a truck 
driver with 15 years eperieno 
and a license was told 
needed “training.” T 
trucking firm represented 
aid that the course cost ver $2 
and that it had to be taken a 
his shcool. Needless to say^' 
there were no jobs, just a', 
gimmick to sell worthless ’ 
courses. 

Consumers would be well 
advised to be wary of any 
“employment’’ offer which 
required them to invest in 
courses, prove their “sin¬ 
cerity” etc., by spending their 
own hard-earned money. Call 
the Better Business Bureau 
whenever you have reason to 
belive that you have en¬ 
countered an employment 
scheme. You will be protecting 
yourself as well as others 
looking for work.

NEWTON - After the 
conclusion of another un¬ 
successful season, widespread 
speculation has arisen as to 
why the Newton South hockey 
team is a consistent loser. 

When taking the time to look 
at the situation realistically, 
one realizes that continued 
losing in any sport is due to the 
simple fact that one team lor 
many) is better than another. 

In hockey, this includes 
better skaters, better shooters, 
and better stickhandlers, and 
in short, better overall players. 
Such is the case at Newton 
South, and it is this lack of 
talent that is the prime reason 
for losing records year after 
year. Newton South will never 
field a winning hockey team 
until its youth hockey 
programs reach a par with 
those of the other towns with 
high school varsities com¬ 
peting in the highly com¬ 
petitive Dual County League. 

For years, youngsters in 
Acton-Boxboro, Wayland, 
Bedford, Concord-Carlisle and 
the other towns have enjoyed 
and reaped the benefits of 
playing in highly-structured, 
well-organized and extensive 
youth hockey programs. 
Players in these programs 
competed in five times as 
many games as those who 
played in the Newton program. 

Only in the last few years has 
the Newton program come of 
age, and in due time, because 
of this growth, the Lion high 
school varsity hopefully will 
field a more respectable and 
fundamentally sound team 
than it has now. To support this 
theory about the importance of 
youth hockey as far as 
developing talent goes, this 
year’s Dual County league 
championship Acton-Boxboro 
squad, played in and captured 
the Squirt National Cham¬ 
pionship in Wisconsin five 
years ago. Needless to say, 
their varsity team was well 
stocked with quality, ex¬ 
perience and depth at every 
position. 

A comparison between the 
Acton players five years ago, 

. and the South players five 
years ago tells quite a story. 
While the Acton Squirts played 
60 games en route to the 
National Championship, the 
Newton Squirt was virtually 
nonexistent. 

Opponents of this theory will 
state that they believe South, 
though maybe less-talented 
athletes than certain high 
school teams, still did not play 
up to their potential and the 
coach is to blame for this. 

As was stated earlier the fact 
that one team is better than 
another means that it is going 


to beat that team most of the 
time. When the lesser team is 
saddled with internal 
problems, their chances for an 
upset are not exactly enhan¬ 
ced. 

When the season began a 
hopeful optimism prevailed 
amongst all the players on the 
squad, as the Lions swept 
through their preseason slate 
beating non-league teams and 
then stunning Wayland in the 
league opener. 

When the season ended 
numerous cliques existed on 
the team and dissension was 
quite evident. 

As losses continued to follow 
their initial success the team's 
early optimism gave way first 
to frustration, and then to 
gradual team dissension. 
Needless to say, when the 
dissension began, the unity of 
the team was permenantly 
shattered. 

Unwilling to recognize the 
lack of talent as a prime reason 
for their constant losing, some 
players, parents, and fans 
sought to find a scapegoat 
among their fellow teammates 
and their coach. 

As those in the gallery 
contributed to the dissension 
by openly cursing the coach 
and certain players, fun¬ 
damental team play became 
non existent, and individual 
effort was the name of the 
game. 

Internally, fighting between 
players, ethnic slurs, and 
voluntary quitting became the 


way for certain teammates to 
vent their frustrations. 

Although a lack of talent was 
the prime reasons for the 
numerous defeats, there Ls 
little question that the 
scapegoating that led to 
dissension had a 
"snowballing" effect on the 
team as far as certain in¬ 
dividuals, self-motivation and 
team play were concerned. 

It seems as if these side 
issues had such a dramatic 
effect on the team tat the 
purpose of participating on a 
varsity sport seemed to have 
lost its meaning. 

Now that the issue has been 
brought to light the obvious 
question arises as to what the 
solution is. Does firing the 
coach guarantee a change in 
the teams fortunes? Will 
dissension disappear? 

Certainly more discipline 
may have been needed and was 
not handed out by the coach, 
but lack of discipline is not the 
issue for those people who 
blame the coach only for losing 
hockey games. 

As long as Newton South 
continues to lose, the dissen¬ 
sion will remain and the coach 
will be blamed. Maybe a switch 
in coaches or at least in 
coaching tactics is the answer, 

:,nk instead a realistic and 
logical look at the total but I th 
picture of why Newton South 
continues to lose is more 
necessary than blindly placing 
all the blame on a coach or on 
any of the individual players.

Celts' character makes them winners

Every good theme deserves an encore. 
The first article I had the pleasure of writing 
for this paper dealt with the Bruins andhthe 
wceltics. And a real pleasure that article was, 
because it dealt with the merits of the Celtics 
and the deficiencies of the Bruias. That was 
nine months ago, yet the questioas are still on 
Boston sports faas' minds. What is wrong wit 
the Bruins? What is right with the Celtics? 
Okay, gang, here we go again. I«t us take the 
cream first. 

The Celtics have finally attained a level of 
appreciation in this town consistent with their 
level of excellence. Although it has taken too 
long for the Boston fans to acquire this ap¬ 
preciation, the periods of indifference just 
make the recent love affair sweeter. Why has 
this town suddenly discovered the Celtics? 
Why now, after all those championships? 
Leaving aside the demise of th Bruins, which 
we will deal with later, I believe there are two 
major reasons for this town’s awakening. 

Firstly, the style of this team is incredibly 
appearling to the average fan. They do not 
have the one overpowering player (Cham¬ 
berlain, Jabbar or Lanier) or the one high- 
scoring gunner (Maravich, McAdoo, or 
Barry). They are truly a team, and each 
player contributes a necessary and important 
function to the team effort. Hustle is such an 
intangible that is virtually impossible to use 
as a team description. 

However, the Celtics posses just such a 
quality-their hustle and desire have become 
their trademark. Th Celtics seem to play with 
100 per cent intensity every game. That type 
of attitude will eventually capture any tqpe of 
fan. 


Secondly, this team possesses that aura few 
of us have and most of us want-character. I 
am one who believes that the way a team 
carries itself outside the arena will eventually 
affect their performance in that arena. THE 
Celitics conduct themselves like gentlemen 
everywhere they go. Their sense of 
equilibrium and sense of supreme pride 
enable them to avoid losing streaks (no longer 
than two on the last two years) and play 
consistently on the road. 

They rarely moan and complainn over 
officiating and never create dissension 
through the press. The dignity and pride of 
John Havlicek embodies the dignity and pride 
of the Celtics. Some call it character. Others 
spell it C-L-A-S-S. 

Let us now move to the darlings of the ice 
age-the big, bad Bruins. Although I am by 
nature a fantastic Boston sports fan, I must 
admit that I can not hide a smile while talking 
about the Bruins' demise. The reason for the 
Bruins’ fall can be traced to three major 
areas. For the most important reason, look no 
further thanthe playing arena. This team 
simply does not have the talent of the Flyers, 
Canadians or Sabres. 

They have squandered draft picks for the 
last several years, developing virtually 
nobody of quality (secept Greg Shepard) for 
the last five years. Their judgment during 
expansion years has been disgraceful. Do you 
think the Bruins could find room for Bernie 
Parent, Doug Fa veil, Rick Maclkeish or Gary 
Domhaufer? As for trades, for every Phi! 
Esposito and Gilles Gilbert, there have been 
Don Awrey, Reggie Leach (27 goals) and 
Derek Sanderson. All this makes the Bruins’ 


team depth and over-all strength a major 
problem. 

However, any team wit the game's best 
player (Bobby Orn and the game's greatest 
scorer (Phil Esposito) should have a better 
record than this Bruin team. Enter the two 
factors we talked about withthe Celtics-team 
hustle and character. 1 mentioned that hustle 
is an intangible, virtually undetectable in a 
winning (non-championship) team. 

Yet, th Bruins so obviously show a lack of 
hustle and desire that it becomes impossible 
not to detect it. The Flyers won the Stanley 
Cup last year because they wanted it more. 
The Bruins often play with ferocity bul 
seldom, if ever, play with intensity. 

As for character, the Bruins have their 
share and it is all bad. The team attitude 
seems to waver between complacency and 
petty squabbling. Rather than providing a 
needed aura of stability. The Bruins fronl 
office seems chaotic. 

The team seems to have a new dog house 
member of the week, and players are benched 
almost nightly. The players constantly 
maonand moan and complains, and never 
seem to be able to lift themselves for the big 
games. Their lack of character is reflected 
best in their atrocious road record. Road 
games are the most difficult to play and take 
more determination than home games. 
Determination is merely a rumor to the 
Bruins. So sadly, is the word class. 

After all this, just think of two words, if you 
wonder about the success of the Celtics and th 
Bruins demise. Pride and dignity. It is Paul 
Silas. It is not Bobby Schmautz.

Rape victim's past 
irrelevant. Pines says 
sexual history 


A funeral mass was said in 
Sacred Heart Church Tuesday 
(March 4) for Mrs. Irene A.

Testifying before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee thi3 
week, State Rep. Lois G. Pines 
(D-Newton) urged passage of 
legislation restricting the 
admission of evidence con¬ 
cerning a victim's past sexual 
history in rape cases. 

Rep. Pines pointed out that 
the bill, co-sponsored by the 
National Organization for 
Women (NOW), would help 
“correct the existing situation 
that puts the victims on trial 
and makes conviction of ac¬ 
cused rapists nearly im¬ 
possible." 

The proposed legislation 
would prohibit the introduction 
of evidence concerning a 
victim’s past sexual history 
except where prior sexual 
' relations between the defen¬ 
dant and the victim, where 
they exist, have been found 
directly material to the issues 
being tried. 

Quoting Department of 
Justice statistics indicating 
that only one-quarter to one- 
tenth of all rapes are reported, 
Rep. Pines stated, "as many as 
nine out of ten rape victims fail 
to report the incident to the 
police. We must ask, ‘Why?’ 
The answer lies, to a great 
extent, in the malfunctioning of 
Massachusetts rape laws. 
Legally, a man’s previous 
sexual activity, even if 
criminal, is of no relevance to 
his credibility, but once a 
woman has had sexual 
relations with one man a legal 
presumption exists that she 
has consented to sexual 
relations with all men. This 
keeps many women from 
pressing charges, letting their 
attackers free to commit the 
same crime again and again."

Rep. Pines appealed to the 
Judiciary Committee to 
modernize Massachusetts rape 
laws. "In a myraid of ways, 
large and small, a woman's life 
is shaped by the persistent 
threat of the violent crime of 
rape.

Piccadilly Circus 
Tomorrow Will Look 
Very Much Like Today 
By GREGORY JENSEN 
LONDON (UPI) - After 70 
years of fighting to rebuild 
London's most famous mess, 
plans for Piccadilly Circus 
finally have reached the stage 
of the nursery-rhyme timeta¬ 
ble: 

This year, next year, some 
time, never. 

“1 don’t know what's going to 
happen or when," said Martin 
Stearman, the man in charge. 

"I don’t have my crystal ball." 

Piccadilly Circus, the 
trafficcircle "hub of the em¬ 
pire," has been subjected to as 
much planning, as many 
proposals and as much 
argument as any spot on earth. 
Hie end result is this: 

The Piccadilly Circus of 
tomorrow will look very much 
like the Piccadilly Circus of 
today. 

"The concept of comprehen¬ 
sive development, of massive 
reconstruction of the whole 
area, is gone," said Stearman, 
head of the Piccadilly planning 
group for Westminster City 
Council. 

His words swept into thwart¬ 
ed architects' wastebaskets all 
the sparkling Italian piazzas, 
scintillating fountain-dotted 
squares, two-tier pedestrian 
decks, all the mountains of 
models and oceans of drawing 
ink which, as one bitter official 
said, “provide an object lesson 
in how not to plan cities." 

Piccadilly Circus is Ixjndon’s 
major focal point, its best- 
known and arguably best-loved 
site. It is a garish, advertising- 
lit gateway to the capital's top 
shops, its live theaters and 
major cinemas, to the restau¬ 
rants and vice of Soho. 

And it is a mess. 

It is sleazy, shoddy, noisy 
and dirty. It is the inefficient 
collision, not intersection, of 
seven streets that choke it with 
55,000 vehicles a day. For 
endless decades experts have 
plotted to change it. 

“The amount of money and 
time and thought and 
argument expended on plans 
for the circus is monumental," 


Stearman said in his model- 
clogged, plan-hung office. 

"But we’re now in a situation 
of regeneration. We hope the 
basic size and shape of the 
circus will be maintained. 
There will be major im¬ 
provements, but in a low-key, 
site-by-site approach." 

Piccadilly Circus began with 
a crossing on a Roman road, 
and it is tempting to think 
arguments have gone on since 
the legionnaires left. The fight 
actually began in 1904 when 
architect Norman Shaw 
planned to rebuild the circus as 
“something in the 15th century 
Florentine manner.” 

Controversy sputtered over 
this and a half-dozen other 
plans until 1928, when Sir 
Reginald Bloomfield finished 
rebuilding the west side of the 
triangular "circus.” 

Bloomfield spent the next 
eight years trying to rebuild 
the rest. But from his day to 
this, the only major change has 
been decay. 

A new spurt of plans kicked 
off in 1958 with a proposal the 
House of Commons judged to 
be “atrocious” and "un¬ 
speakable." Public derision, 
official scorn and red tape have 
buried every plan since then — 
and an official history of 
proposals since 1958, now being 
printed, has 77 entries. 

"You must understand that 
the pendulum has swung," said 
Stearman. "Right through the 
1960s the trend was for massive 
redevelopment. Now the pen¬ 
dulum has swung right back 
again. 

"You've got the classic 
situation of the time it takes to 
produce a plan for urban 
renewal and the charge in 
opinion, public and profes¬ 
sional, during that time." 

Now each portion of the 
circus will be tackled separate¬ 
ly, With airtight official con¬ 
trol, each of the area's four 
major property owners will do 
his own thing —eventually. 

Last October an announce¬ 
ment said both the West¬ 
minster City Council and the 
overall Greater London 
Council finally had approved 
Piccadilly rebuilding plana.

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Neighbors fight 
boys' home 
in Oak Hill 

Oak Hill residents turned out in force this week both to 
defend and oppose the establishment of a residence for 
eight boys with special needs at 390 Dedham St. 

Representatives of the Lutheran Service Association, 
which operates a similar home in Aubumdale and one in 
West Roxbury, explained to neighbors at the Land Use 
Committee public hearing that the purpose of the home 
would be to house boys with emotional, perceptual, and 
physical learning disabilities. 

The boys would range in age from 7 to 12 years, and the 
term of residence would average 12-18 months. 

Stanley Hinds, the LSA director of group care, described 
the boys who need the homes as “in a state of crisis" when 
they come to the LSA. They cannot, for a variety of reasons, 
live at their own homes at that time. Some are abused 
children, he said. 

The house for which permissive use is being sought by the 
association is an 11-room house that will accommodate 
eight boys and houseparents. 

All the boys would attend Newton public schools while 
living at the residence. 

The proposal was similar to that for the establishment of 
Freeport House several years ago. Freeport is a residence 
for high-school age Newton children who need time away 
from home or cannot get along at at home. 

Opposition to Freeport was bitter and prolonged, and only 
after three years’ demonstration that the house, at 361 
Commonwealth Ave., was not causing a downgrading of the 
neighborhood did it subside. 

Proponents of the LSA home have tried to allay fears of 
the neighbors that the house would have a bad effect on the 
OAK HILL—see page 7

Norumbega 

development 

opposed

The Conservation Commission voted last week to adopt a 
hard stand against the proposed development of 225 con¬ 
dominium units on land, formerly known as Norumbega 
Park, on the north side of Commonwealth Avenue, adjacent 
to the Marriott. 

Some of the commissioners took a dim view of the 
developers offer to donate roughly six acres of land to the 
city for use as open space. Commissioners Deborah Howard 
and Richard Staley stated the offer constituted “a smull 
amount of land, not really inviting to the public.” Mrs. 
Howard felt the developer was really proposing a “private 
buffer zone...we can’t be impressed with it" 

The commissioners voted to write to Mayor Mann asking 
for permission to substitute Norumbega instead of the 
Kennard estate, on the south side of Newton, in the 1975-76 
capital improvements program. However, the mayor has 
indicated he would defer action on this saying thai "after 
the Board of Aldermen acts, then there will be a clear in¬ 
dication of the use of that site." 

When asked if he favored the development of the parcel, 
Mayor Mann replied that “the position of the planning 
director (Charles Thomas) is the position of the ad¬ 
ministration.” Thomas says that the planning department 
> sees no "logic” in having the city acquire all of Norumbega. 

He stated the department was trying to "closely follow" the 
prevailing regional policy of allowing some development on 
riverbank property while preserving the river bank.

However, Thomas did say that the planning department has 
not yet "gone through the usual level of review” of the 
plans. 

The Conservation Commissioners also noted that the 
Recreation Commission has said it will not come up with a 
plan for recreational use on the property until it sees the 
plan proposed by the Conservation Commission. One 
conuuissioner said the "trouble" with the Recreation 
Commission is "they are hockey oriented...it is almost as 
though they do not consider passive recreation." 

Deborah Howard stated a case could be made for 
preserving Norumbega, not only in terms of conservation, 
but in terms of history and aethetics. In a later interview, 
Mrs. Howard said "we still do not have enough park land in 
the city and we really need open space for use as 
recreation."

Committee refuses to revote budget 


The School Committee felt its budget vote of 
4-3-2 was legal and binding, so refused the 
aldermanic Finance Committee request to 
revotc the budget without "abstentions.” 

Shortly before the end of the Finance 
Committee hearing on the $31.9 million school 
budget Saturday, the eight aldermen voted 
unanimously to have the School Committee 
revote its budget "to show the city they en- 
dore it," according to Aid. Jason Sacks who 
made the motion.' 

Aldermanic Finance Committee Chairman 
Sidney Small concluded a six-hour hearing on 
the School Committee budget with the 
comment “ See you in court." 


Small said he hopes the Board of Aldermen 
will deckle to vote against the $31.9 million 
School Committee budget when the entire city 
budget is voted on, probably March 29. 

Nine votes of the Board of Aldermen 
against the budget will defeat it, at which 
time the School Committee would probably 
take the city to court 
The debate at the hearing was often heated, 
with Small trying to extract details from 
members of the School Committee, 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink, and 
many School Department personnel. 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 


Rosenblum began the hearing with an outline 
of the budget noting that the city will receive 
an estimated $6.3 million in reimburse ments 
on the school budget of $31,9 million. 

Small responded that the actual costs of the 
schools to the city is $37,741,849, which in¬ 
cludes approximately $4.9 million for 
payment of the debt on school buildings, 
$465,000 for the maintenance of buildings, 
$214,000 for public health nurses, $23,000 for 
physici ans, $179,000 for public works, $47,000 
for recreation, $22,000 for community schools, 
and $8,000 for school lunch crossing guards. 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle claimed the 
Finance Committee had been "marsh- 
mallowed to death" with documents and 
studies from the School Department. 

Aid. Bullwinkle and Small noted that 
conspicuously absent from the School 
Committee’s documents was the booklet of 
salaries of each employee, 

Mrs. Rosenblum quickly responded that the 
document is public and on file in the city 
clerk's office, but was not included in the 
aldermen’s packet because "the book is not 
germane to the way we figure the budget." 

Superintendent Fink added that the cost 
per school is equalized to allow for staff 
changes and transfers within the schools. He 
expects that there will be 110 staff turnovers 
next year, which, combined with other staff 
changes, will save $474,000. 

After more discussion, Fink gave Small his 
own copy of the salary book, and the 
discussion moved on to the salary increase 
allotment of $1.55 million voted by the School 
Committeee. 

Aid. Jason Sacks said the committee's 
"approach was perhaps a little backward ." 

Rather than make an allowance for salary 
increases, Sacks said the committee should 
have asked if there should have been any 
salary increases. 

School Committeewoman Dorothy 
Reichard, who is on the negotiating sub 
committee, said the Board made a “gen¬ 
tlemen's agreement" with the School Com¬ 
mittee two years aeo that thev would fund an 
anticipated salary increase after the school 
budget was submitted, but Reichard noted the 
Board went against its promise. 

The Board only approved $528,000 of the 
more than $1 million the School Committee 
asked for, and the committee had to cut its 
maintenance allowances to find $331,786. 
This year she said, "We'd rather have 


tipped our hand i in negotiations) than have to 
come back to the Board." 

Small asked the school personnel about the 
state-mandated lunch program for the 
schools, and John Gilleland, director of 
support services, said that while a hot lunch 
program Ls not required, it cost 10 cents 
less per lunch than the cold lunches, and the 
children eat more of them. 

Small noted however that even though the 
city gets reimbursed 75 percent for lunch 
preparation equipment, it costs more to heat 
a lunch in addition to keeping it cold. 

Aid. Joan Saklad brought up the fact that 
several classes in Newton South High School 
have fewer than 10 students in them. 

Mrs. Rosenblum said, "An argument for a 
good school system is a variety of courses." 

Fink explained that the School Committee 
tells the principals a maximum pupil-teacher 
ratio and they must work with that number of 
teachers. 

After an hour break for lunch, the group 
reconvened with about the same 10 citizens 
present to hear the hottest debate of the day. 

Small accused the School Committee of 
giving raises to the 12 top non-negotiated 
salaries in the School Department according 
to their request. 

Small claimed, "The people who got the 
raise were Ihe people who made the 
recommendation to the School Committee." 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal said 
there was such a list made last year, but "it 
was a request, not a recommendation.” Mrs. 
Rosenblum said they all asked for a 5,5 
percent increase, and Fink said they were 
given an average of 3.4 percent for the 
present school year, with some receiv ing 
none and some receiving 10 percent because 
they were hired at a lower salary 1 vel.

School Committee and Small play king-of-the-hill

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney Small has un¬ 
dertaken to do what many aldermen and members of the 
public would like to have seen years ago. 

In his attempts to force the School Committee to cut its 
budget, he has uncovered facts about the School Depart¬ 
ment that seem to have caused embarrassment to the 
School Committee, which has issued statements about 
Small's "errors." 

When Small said, there are 100 people in the department 
earning more than $20,000 a year, he was in error — in fact, 
there are more than 100, the School Committee pointed out. 

He made a mistake in titles of assistants, but his facts 
were basically correct. 


At last week’s budget review, the School Committee and 
Small argued about whether there are 164 custodians, as 
listed, or 158. 

Small has brought to light not only the seeming excesses 
in the school system’s approach to staffing, spending, and 
equipping. 

He has also, in the six-hour session last Saturday, brought 
to light the seeming invincibility of what Mayor Mann once 
referred to as "Aaron’s army" — the ranks that close 
around Superintendent Aaron Fink to protect him from the 
onslaught of prying questions and provide him with all the 
answers. 

Small has more than hinted that he hopes the Board of 
Aldermen will not vote yes on the school budget this year. 
He has not made it clear whether he intends to propose 
cutting some items and vote a smaller amount than is 


requested, in which case the School Committee can take the 
aldermen to court, or whether he hopes that the Board will 
not appropriate the budget at all. 

That action would also land them in court. 

The absolute fiscal autonomy of school committees 
leaves only two courses when it is necessary or desirable to 
cut a school budget. Best would be to have a school com¬ 
mittee that is not so sure that only it knows what it must 
have and is responsive enough to say yes, we'll give 
something up. 

Next best, and a poor one, is a court case. 

The refusal of the Newton School Committee even to 
formally reconsider the vote on its budget, and its refusal to 
vote again on the budget to remove the two abstentions, as 
requested by the Finance Committee, show again that the 
School Committee feels it playing king-of-the-hill. 


Focus on the economy 

Consignment shops are 
for buyers and sellers

(Editor’s note: This article is the first in a 
series ol four stories on the economy. You’ve 
all beard the bad news; the Graphic staff 
thought perhaps we could come up with a few 
suggestions of our own on bow to cope with 
current economics here in Newton.) 

West Newton Square, during the past few 
months, has become the home of consignment 
shops in the city. 

The need for this type of store, according to 
three store owners there, was apparent and 
there just weren't really any shops of this 
kind in Newton. People interested in selling 
goods via consignment had to take their 
things to Wellesley or Weston, or other 
neighboring towns. 

The basic premise is simple. If your 
children have outgrown clothing that is still 
useable, if you have a house full of odds and 
ends and are not in the mood to hold a garage 
sale but want to get rid of them, if you 
yourself have good, wearable clothing that 
you never intend to wear again, you take 
these things to a consignment shop, and they 
sell them for you. 

You and the shop owner agree on a selling 
price, and when the item is sold, you split the 
profits at a percentage that varies from store 
to store. 

In Newton, you can acco mplish these ends 
at the following locations. 

Brenda Krasnow andTobe Marshall noened 
The Collector in West Newton Square in 
December, 1974. According to Ms. Krasnow, 
the team decided to start this consignment 
shop because there weren't any in Newton 


except for the ones that handled clothing, 
jewelry. 

The Collector takes furniture, paintings’ 
antiques, needlepoint, period clothing and 
"anything collectible." 

The customer sets the selling price of his or 
her own merchandise and the items are given 
three months of selling time. 

After three months, sellers are called, 
informed an item has not yet been sold, and 
asked if they would like to reduce the price. 

Ms. Krasnow pointed out that, in some 
ways, The Collector is an alternative to a 
garage sale. 

"It’s also a way for people to make some 
money and a way for people to share in the 
recycling of old things," she added. 

The Collector is insured and picks up 
merchandise, but does not deliver. It is open 
Monday through Friday from 9:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. and 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day. The number is 964-7479. 

Discovery, as co-owner Rita Richmond 
describes it, is "primarily a family place for 
clothing." 

Opened in June, 1974, Discovery deals in 
used children's , men's, and women's 
clothing, tending toward more "sporty" 
items. 

Mrs. Richmond and her partner Anne 
Fitzpatrick also have athletic equipment; 
and, skating and skiing just about at an end, 
are at this time acquiring riding and tennis 
equipment and bicycles. 

Craft items, particularly the works of 
children, are also taken in on consignment.

most destructive fires are deaths, 20 per cent can be 
caused by the carelessness of attributed to heart attacks, 
people. 

One of the major reasons is 
equipment weight. A 
firefighter with full equipment 
may run up several flights of 
stairs to find an unconscious 
person. He then carries the 
victim down and out of the 
building. 

Considering that the stan¬ 
dard equipment consists of a 
30-pound plus Scott Airpac, 
helmet, gloves, turnout coat, 
boots and ax, the total weight 
of equipment alone nears 60-80 
pounds in addition oo the 
firefighter's own weight and 
that of a potential victim, 
Mofenson pointed out.

Furthermore, with this 
commission we can help 
upgrade the fire services and 
help to implement innovative 
programs. A better-equipped 
firefighter will be better able to 
protect himself and will be 
better equipped to save the 
lives and protect the property 
of us all," Mofenson said. 


from the curb in a voluntary 
recycling program. 

The recycling program will 
include not only glass but also 
cans, Salter said, when it gets 
started. 

The collection of brown and 
green glass will be delayed 
some time' he said, while the 
decision is being made on the 
type of vehicle that must be 
purchased. 

Right now, the plan is to 
collect bottles' cans and 
newspapers all together. 

The level of participation is 
all-important, Salter pointed 
out. He says that 30 percent 
participation is the breakeven 
point. Below that level the city 
will lose money on the 
recycling program. 

The revised ordinance 
establishing the recycling 
program carries with it the 
provision that money be spent 
on advertising to obtain par- 
■' ticipation by residents. 

Many critics of the 
newspaper recycling program 
now in existence feel that its 
lack of success is due to ab¬ 
sence of publicity. 


"We should investigate the 
feasibility of creating a state 
fire data system. As recom¬ 
mended by the National 
Commission on Fire 
Prevention and Control, this 
system would collect and make 
available Information on the 
many and various aspects of 
fires, firefighting, and other 
related topics. 

"Currently, there is no single 
organization or agency with a 
complete statewide data 
breakdwon. There is federal 
legislation pending which 
would set up a nationwide 
system, and I believe that this 
state system would easily fit 
into this scheme. 

"Another service that this 
commission would provide is to 
search out government and 
private funds to promote in¬ 
novative research for 
firefighting equipment. I hope 
that the commission could look 
into recommending to 
Washington, the creation of a 
program similar to LEAA," 
Mofenson said. 

Through the passage of 
House No. 3178, we can im¬ 
prove our firefighting and 
reduce the risk to our 
firefighters. By so doing, we 
can make the Commonwealth a 
healthier and safer place for all 
citizens," he concluded.

The police dispatcher had 
given a description of the two 
holdup men and the car they 
were driving. A short time 
biter Glenn heard a report that 
the police were in pursuit of the 
holdup car, but the two holdup 
men had abandoned the car 
just two blocks from his home. 

Glenn, with his father, went 
out to the sidewalk in front of 


their house and observed a 
man walking towards them 
who fitted the description of 
one of the men. 

Glenn told his father to call 
the police and he would follow 
this man. 

He followed him, not 
knowing if he was still armed. 
He observed him enter a house 
three blocks from his home. 

A short while later a police 
car arrived and Glenn pointed 
out the house to them. 

The police then entered the 
house and arrested the holdup 
man. 

If lt were not for the quick 
thinking and actions of Glenn 
this man would have escaped 
arrest, as the house he entered 
was the home of a drug user 
who was not involved in the 
robbery. 

Glen Harris is the immediate 
past president of the Newton 
Police Explorer Post No. 300 
and has been in scouting for 
over eight years. He is a senior 
at Newton South High School 
and is planning to enter college 
to major in criminal justice. He 
has a younger brother, 14, who 
is also a member of the Newton 
Police Explorer Post.

Dukakis' gamble 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis would like 
to borrow several hundred million dollars 
to pay current bills in order to avoid an 
increase in state income taxes. 

V/hether the State Legislature will per¬ 
mit him to take that unprecedented action 
is uncertain, 

Dukakis himself reportedly believes he 
does not need special legislative sanction 
to borrow the money he must get to keep 
the state government out of the red during 
its present financial crisis. 

But it is highly probable he will discover 
that the banks and other lending in¬ 
stitutions. which have the resources to 
float bond issues of the amount he has in 
mind, will not lend him the money unless 
he has legislative approval. 

A bond issue to build new state highways 
requires a two-thirds affirmative vote by 
each branch of the Legislature. Bond at¬ 
torneys for the banks are likely to reason 
that a bond issue to pay current bills should 
have the same legislative authorization. 

In fact, the State Constitution specifies 
that a Governor can only pledge the credit 
of the Commonwealth after obtaining 
authorization to do so from two-thirds of 
the members of the State Senate and two- 
thirds of the House of Representatives. 

No bank is likely to float a bond issue for 
Governor Dukakis unless the state's credit 
is pledged that the loan will be repaid. 
Banks are funny that way. 

Borrowing money to pay current bills is 
not a sound or businesslike financial prac¬ 
tice. There is no certainty whatever that 
Dukakis will be able to pay off the loan 
during his term of office without raising 
taxes. 

The only possible justification for it is 
that we are in a severe recession, com¬ 
plicated by inflation, and that an increase 
in the state income taxes would impose a 
hardship on many people. 

Dukakis is hopeful that the money he 
borrows can be repaid during the next 
three or four years without upsetting 
future state budgets. There is no 
assurance, of course, that he will be able to 
do this. He is gambling on an upturn in the 
economy which would produce an increase 
in income tax returns. 

If Dukakis is unable to pay off the loan 
during his present four-year term and for 
one reason or another is not reelected in 
1978, he would be leaving part of his bills 
for someone else to pay. In addition, the 
interest on a loan of several hundred 
million dollars would amount to a very 
substantial sum.

WASHINGTON - When a group of the 
newly elected, bright-eyed and bushy-tailed 
Democrat ‘'reformers'’ staged their coup 
d'etat earlier this year and seized the House 
Agriculture Committee, the first thing the 
Young Turks did was to string the old 
chairman up by his heels because, it was said, 
he was too dictatorial and too close to certain 
special interest farm groups. 

But while the old Mussolini, Rep. W. R. 
Poage (D-Tex.), is now gone, the Ag Com¬ 
mittee's new II Duce, Rep. Thomas Foley, has 
proven that when the occasion warrants it, he 
is just as capable as bis predecessor of 
making the train run on time. 

What the Washington Democrat and his 
colleagues have done is to railroad through 
his committee an emergency farm bill which 
would gouge both the government and the 
consumer to the tune of several billion bucks. 

As explained to me by Agriculture 
Department staff economist Elmer Klumpp. 
the legislation could increase inflation by 
driving the already massive budget deficit 
further into the red by some $4.8 billion just 
this year alone in subsidies for feed grains, 
cotton and wheat. 

Besides these outlays, Klumpp also sees 
another several billion dollars in ex¬ 
penditures if the government — as it may well 
have to — is forced to do such things as take 
over large supplies of these commodities and 
store them. 

As for the increased dairy price supports — 
which were put in the bill without any 
Congressional hearings at all — this would 
result in substantially higher prices at the 
supermarket. 

Klumpp estimates that milk would increase 
by 11 cents a gallon; cheese would cost 10 
cents more a pound; the price of butter per 
pound would rise by 11 cents; and powdered, 
nonfat dry milk would be more expensive by 
six cents a pound. 

Just what a mess this legislation would 
make of things is illustrated by what it would 
do to the cotton market. Since the price of 
cotton is now below the loan level set in the 
bill, if the bill became law this means the 
government would immediately have to make 
subsidy payments of some $200 million. 

This would encourage more production of 
cotton — unnecessarily increasing tlje surplus 
we already have — and almost completely 
knock the United States out of the export 
market because our price would be way 
above the world price. 


The only way for the United States to 
become competitive would be to have an 
export subsidy, which would cost the 
government several million more dollars. 
This in turn would result in other countries 
being able to buy our cotton cheaper than it 
could be sold domestically, since export 
subsidies always mean a lower price abroad. 

Economist Klumpp says this legislation 
“creates prices completely out of line with 
reality." 

Rep. Paul Findley, a member of the 
Agriculture Committee who's fighting this ill- 
conceived legislation, sees a more long-term 
danger in the bill: increasing reinvolvement 
of the government in agriculture. 

Accusing those pushing the bill of wanting 
to “turn back the clock," Findley told me the 
legislation is a throwback to the discredited 
policy of supply management which seeks to 
interpose government between the user of 
food products and producer. 

This causes distortions in production 
patterns, he says, which inevitably result in 
more government involvement “and this 
always leads to trouble for both the consumer 
and the farmer." 

Findley — author of the excellent critique of 
government agriculture subsidies, “The 
Federal Farm Fable” — says the consumer is 
.best served by a free market in agriculture. 
"The less government we have, the better off 
the consumer is." 

The Illinois Republican credits a free 
market in agriculture with increasing 
production which has'allowed farmers to 
greatly expand their markets to where $22 
billion worth of products were sold abroad 
last year. 

“Without this foreign exchange earning 
capacity, I shudder to think where the dollar 
would be today," Findley says. "Or where we 
would have been trying to buy supplies of oil.” 
These things could not have been achieved, in 
his opinion, had the government been heavily 
involved in agriculture. 

Commenting on this pending legislative 
monstrosity, one critic of the bill 
exasperatedly fumed: "What ever happened 
to reform? I thought these new guys were 
supposed to be a giant step towards good 
government. In ramming through these dairy- 
supports with no hearings, they’re just as bad 
as the old guys. Ralph Nader, where are you 
when we need you?" 

Good question. And one to keep in mind 
when this consumer rip-off hits the House 
floor sometime next week. 


Would Strengthen 
Two-Party System 

State Senate Republican Leader John F. Parker is 
sponsoring and supporting a bill which would prohibit 
enrolled Democrats or Republicans from running as In¬ 
dependent candidates for public offices. 

Only a person who had not been enrolled in either 
political party for at least a year could place his or her 
name on the election ballot as an independent candidate if 
Parker's measure is enacted into law. 

The most famous instance of what Parker is seeking to 
outlaw occurred in 1972 when John Joseph Moakley ran as 
an independent candidate for Congress and defeated the 
then Congresswoman Louise Day Hicks. 

Moakley probably couldn’t have defeated Mrs. Hicks in 
a Democratic primary so he bypassed the primary and ran 
against her in the final election as an Independent, ousting 
her from Congress. 

Other office-seekers have tried to copy Moakley's 


strategy but not with the same success. Senator Parker 
declares that the action of Democrats and Republicans in 
running as independents have confused voters and been 
destructive of orderly election procedures. 

He says his bill would allow bonafide Independents to 
run as Independents but would prohibit Democrats and 
Republicans from doing so. Parker asserts that under 
existing procedures a Democrat or Republican can take out 
independent papers, avoid the primary and gain a place on 
the general election ballot simply by filing enough 
signatures. 

Senator Parker informed the legislative election laws 
committee that the Independent status "has been abused by- 
individuals who have used it as a device to beat the 
system." He told of a candidate who announced his in¬ 
tention of seeking his party’s nomination in the primary. 

"The opposition looked tough, and the candidate then 
circulated a set of independent papers," Parker related. 
"On the final day he filed the Independent papers, but 
throughout the campaign he maintained his party status 
and indicated he would not remain an Independent if 
elected. 


"Through this procedure," Parker continued, “He 
avoided the primary, got his name on the November ballot, 
and had the advantage of sitting on the sidelines, assessing 
the strength and weakness of the two-party candidates. 
Republican and Democrat. 

"Right now," Parker said, "If a person wants to change 
from a Republican to a Democrat to run for office, he or she 
must do so one year before the primaries. This law was put 
into effect several years ago to prevent candidates from 
running both as Republicans and Democrats. 

_“All my bill does is to state that If a Democrat or a 

Republican wants to run as an Independent, he must 
declare himself an Independent at least one year before the 
primaries. This bill will not affect a real Independent voter. 
It will help him and curb the unfair practice of candidates 
using the independent status for their own ends." 

Parker observed that other states have passed laws 
similar to his proposal and that they have been upheld by 
the Supreme Court which based its decision on “the need to 
maintain the integrity of the various routes to the ballot." 


Experts on state finances believe that 
Dukakis eventually will be obliged to face 
up to the fact that he must raise state taxes 
in order to balance the state's budget. 

One problem, over which Dukakis really 
has no control but which is worsening the 
state's financial picture, is the rise in 
welfare costs because of growing un¬ 
employment. 

The 10 members of the Governor's 
Cabinet have suggested economies in their 
agencies which will save about 80 Million 
Dukakis' decision not to give state 
employees an 11 per cent cost-of-living pay 
raise saved about another 80 Million, ac¬ 
cording to estimates. 

Dukakis believes savings can be made in 
the state's welfare program by tightening 
eligibility requirements. He probably is 
right. But fiscal experts say those 
economies may be offset by an increase in 
the number of people unemployed.

WASHINGTC.. Sen, Charles H. Percy 
of Illinois who, prior to Gerald Ford's 
ascendancy, dallied with the idea of 
running for President, has never been 
known as a man of exceptional daring. 

Yet not long ago, by speaking the un¬ 
speakable, he set himself up as a kind of 
one-man laboratory to test reactions in 
this country on the explosive issue of 
support for Israel. 

Returning from a three-and-a-half week 
trip to 12 Middle East capitals, he said 
Israel could no longer count on automatic 
support from the United States. He had 
told Israeli leaders that if they launched a 
pre-emptive strike against the Arab 
states they could not expect the backing of 
this country. Israel's request for $2.5 
billion in military aid was unrealistic and 
would have rough sledding in Congress. 

The senator did not have to wait long for 
the reaction. The Jewish community came 
down on him like a ton of bricks. A 
seasoned political reporter in Chicago 
covering a meeting Percy held with a 
Zionist group said afterward he had never 
heard such violent emotions expressed. 
Catcalls and angry denunciations sounded 
throughout the hall so that the senator had 
trouble in making himself heard. 

One source of the anger was a 
misleading headline in a Chicago 
newspaper stating that he had charac¬ 
terized Yasser Arafat of the Palestine 
liberation Organization as a "moderate." 
What he had said was that many 
Palestinians regarded Arafat as a 
moderate, 

He reproached Israel for failing to 
negotiate after the 1967 war with King 
Hussein of Jordan on the fate of the oc¬ 
cupied West Bank. Having held back for 
seven years, the Israelis now faced the 
necessity of negotiating with Arafat. This 
fed the flames of wrath. 

Percy professed to be astonished at the 
violence of the reaction, particularly since 
he had long been a friend of Israel and had 
spoken repeatedly at Israel bond drive 
rallies. He explained that he had said the 
» same things in Jerusalem to Prime 


Minister Yitzhak Rabin and Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon and they had un¬ 
derstood. 

Why shouldn’t there be the same 
freedom of expression in the United 
States? he asked. 

Some moderates in the Jewish com¬ 
munity told Percy privately they un¬ 
derstood what he was saying and perhaps 
the need to say it at this time. But he got 
little or no outspoken support from any 
quarter and while the furor subsided it will 
not soon be forgotten. 

As Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
prepares for his next and perhaps crucial 
Middle East mission, he is somewhat more 
optimistic about the chances for peace. 
Prior to the previous shuttle between 
Egypt and Israel, he had put the odds at no 
better than 50-60. Today, it may be 60-40 for 
avoiding another conflict. 

In light of this continuing threat, Percy 
performed a service in revealing how 
deep-seated are the feelings centering on 
the fate of the Jewish state. While there is 
less likelihood of another oil embargo 
because of the surpluses accumulated in 
the West, it cannot be ruled out. With the 
almost total dependence of Western 
Europe and Japan on Middle East oil, the 
continuing flow of this vital commodity 
will have the highest priority in the event 
of another war. 

As the sole friend of Israel, the United 
States is said to have made up all the 
losses suffered in the Yom Kippur War of 
1973 But with the mass of sophisticated 
weapons from the Soviet Union pouring 
into Syria, Iraq and, more recently, Egypt, 
the Israelis are pressing for greater help. 

When he was in Jerusalem in November, 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, one of Israel's 
staunchest friends, listened to the urgent 
plea of the leaders for a five-year 
authorization covering the $2.5 billion in 
assistance. He informed them that two 
years was the outside limit and in a further 
warning he said it would be very difficult 
to get approval for the full amount. 


Percy found that Israeli officials have 
little understanding of how recession 
coupled with inflation and the prospect of a 
huge budgetary deficit color and attitude 
of even loyal friends of the beleaguered 


Jewish state. As demands pile up — $500 
million for Vietnam and Cambodia for the 
balance of the current fiscal year with an 
upcoming need for the new year — 
resistance stiffens.

Budget versus policy 


To the Editor: 

As taxpayers in Newton, it 
hurts us when we are asked to 
finance the 8.8 per cent in¬ 
crease in the $32 million school 
budget 

Unfortunately, these num¬ 
bers do not reveal the equally 
sad story of how the budget 
was compiled. 

On Jan. 13, Supt. of Schools 
Aaron Fink submitted to the 
School Committee his proposed 
1975-76 school budget At that 
time, he said, "It is the School 
Committee's responsibility to 
state the kind of school system 
that it wants. We (the ad¬ 
ministration) recommend. You 
vote." 

During the next four weeks, I 
never once heard the School 
Committee collectively ar¬ 
ticulate the kind of school 
system that it wants. 

In my opinion the School 
Committee should have: 

—Established a celling on 
how high they wished to ex¬ 
pand the budget (as did the 
Brookline School Committee)' 

—Established educational 
priorities as to where the 
money should have been spent. 


The School Committee 
should have directed the 
superintendent in how the 
budget should have been 
developed. No priorities were 
established, and the 
superintendent proposed his 
own budget. 

Is this a case of the dog 
wagging the tail, or the tail 
wagging the dog? 

Throughout the budget 
hearings, Alvin Mandell, Ward 
8' was the only representative 
whose recommended budget 
cuts were based on a consistent 
educational philosophy. 

Dr. Alan Burger, though not 
a member of the School 
Committee, best stated the 
problem at the Feb. 10 open 
budget hearing when he said 
that the committee "should 
budget by objective not and not 
by a sum of money.” This is to 
say that the School Committee 
should establish its priorities 
and fund up to what the tax¬ 
payer! can afford. Beyond that 
limit, programs should not be 
allowed. 

When the superintendent was 
asked where he would cut $1 
million from the budget, if he 


had to, he replied that he would 
cut the money from those areas 
which would not affect 
education in the classroom (i.e. 
transportation, adult 
education’ maintenance, 
equipment, etc.) 

The superintendent's 
proposed budget cuts were 
based on consistent philosophy 
that the education in the 
classroom is primary, and all 
other expenditures are 
secondary. 

The School Committee, 
excepting Mandell, had no such 
philosophy. It budgeted 
without the prior planning that 
was necessary. Afterwards, 
the committee members found 
themselves with an expensive 
budget which they were forced 
to reduce. 

I appreciate and support the 
School Committee's fiscal 
responsibility. However, pot 
shot budget cuts without any 
unifying educational theme are 
unfair to the taxpayers and to 
the children the committee is 
responsible for educating.

My daughter is one of the 
many fourth through sixth 
graders currently enrolled in 
the Newton Educational 
Workshop. N.E.W. is a 
voluntary and free enrichment 
program offering courses in 
many fields of interest, 
ranging from crafts and drama 
to languages and science. The 
classes, held on 10 Saturday 
mornings at Newton South 
High School, are taught by 
Newton South students. 
According to the structure, 
each student teaches the same 
course for the 10 weeks, and as 
many as three times each 
Saturday for different pupils. 

My daughter and I were 
Intially very enthusiastic about 
the program. So were my 
neighbors whose children were 
eligible. I still consider it a 


marvelous opportunity for 
enjoyable learning according 
to individual interests, and a 
generous and worthwhile use of 
their time by teenagers. But I 
have become somewhat 
disappointed by reports from 
the children in my car-pool 
about the frequent absence of 
their regular teachers and 
about substitutes who know 
nothing about the course 
material. 

I realize there are always 
unavoidable complications, 
such as illness arid family 
plans which may take priority, 
and getting out of bed on 
Saturday mornings can often 
be very difficult (It is for me, 
too). But some of the teachers 
seem to have been absent 
almost as much as they have 
been present, so that sub¬ 


stitutes have to resort to bingo 
and other games to fill up the 
time. 

I don’t expect the pupils to 
become very knowledgable in 
these courses in 10 hours; but if 
any enrichment is to result, 
continuity is important. 
Whatever these teachers are 
being paid or given any kind of 
credit for their work. I don't 
know, but a commitment to a 
volunteer position as well as to 
a paid Job should be taken 
seriously. 

Parents and pupils were 
requested to their participation 
in N.E.W as a serious com¬ 
mitment; I hope that the high 
school students who signed up 
to teach are responsible about 
their leadership.

Newton North High School's 
newspaper, The Newtonite, 
captured top prize in last week 
the Greater Boston High School 
News paper Awards sponsored 
by Suffolk University. 

The award for "excellence in 
newswriting" is a $1,600 
scholarship funded by a grant 
from the William Randolph 
Hearst Foundation.

Their recommendation 
precedes the report of the 14-

BOSTON (UPI) - Rep. 
Vincent C. Piro, who is paid 
about $17,000 a year as co- 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
Legislature's Taxation 
Committee, couldn't believe 
his ears. 

A woman from Swampscott, 
who had won $1 million in the 
state’s lottery in 1973, was 
standing before him complain¬ 
ing about how much she has to 
pay in taxes every year. 

The woman, Miss Mary 
Recina, was one of four 
millionaires to appear Tuesday 
at a hearing in support of 
legislation to eliminate the 5 
per cent state income tax on 
lottery proceeds. A fifth person 
appeared in support of the bill 
on behalf of his 26 -year-old 
daughter who won $ 1,000 a 
week for the rest of her life. 

"I’m overburdened with 
taxes," Miss Recina said. "It's 
too much." 

She said the money is being 
paid to her in 20 annual in¬ 
stallments of $50,000. Her 
taxes, she said, total $ 20,000 a 
year -$17,500 federal and 
$2,500 state. 

"You've won a million 
dollars," Piro said. "Do you 
really think you’re going to get 
any sympathy...You’re paying 
more in taxes than my salary." 


The Senate chairman of the 
committee, Frederick W. 
Schlosstein, Jr., A-Warren, 
said the state is in bad shape 
financially "and can’t grant 
needed tax relief to low income 
working people, let alone 
millionaires." 

Joe Bonica of Newton, the 
state's first million dollar 
lottery winner, said only two of 
the 16 states that have lotteries 
tax the proceeds. "Why should 
Massachusetts be different 
from the other states," he 
added. 

Bonica said more people 
would buy lottery tickets if 
they knew the prizes wouldn’t 
be taxed by the state. 

The other millionaires to 
testify were Cornelius Collins, 
of Boston, and Mrs. John 
Borges, of Reading. Michael 
Joyce, of Boston, testified on 
behalf of his daughter.

"If you have kids,” Mrs. Richmond said, "it 
becomes more difficult because they outgrow 
clothes. Adults can always defer buying new 
things, but kids have to have clothes." 

The consignment method, she noted, helps 
keep the prices low. The idea behind the store 
is for members of the community to indirectly 
help each other, not to make a profit. 

Mrs. Richmond said she and her partner 
chose West Newton Square because the rents 
are reasonable and the walk-in traffic po¬ 
tential is high. 

"You're not going to make a lot of money, 
so you have to rely on volume," she said. 

Again, three months seems to be about the 
optimum selling time. Discovery holds half- 
price sales every so often to move mer¬ 
chandise out. Sellers are notified in advance 
and can reclaim their goods before the half 
price sale. 

Anything still around after this the sale 
goes to becomes a donation to a charity. 

Discovery is open Tuesday through 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Newton’s veteran consignment shop is One 
More Tyme. It's been in West Newton Square 
for the past eight years and has been owned 
by Myrna Baer since January, 1974. 

Ms. Baer was a friend of the store's original 
owner and has been in sales and promotion 
work for years. At first, she said, she was not 
keen on the idea of managing a store. But now 
she enjoys it "immensely." 

Her emphasis is on congeniality. 

One More Tyme handles women’s designer 
clothing. It’s possible to go in there and come 


out with a $500 outfit that will only cost you 
$40. 

Ms. Baer also has an eye for unusual 
jewelry and accessories and features a line of 
these items on consignment too. 

At One More Tyme, clothing is marked 
down at the owners’ discretion. Normally, she 
said, she takes clothing that originally 
retailed for at least $50 and tries to stay away 
from things that are obviously dated. 

She compares her operation to Filene’s 
basement and says she marks items down at 
her discretion because "minor defects may 
not be noticed immediately." 

Clothing left over after 90 days is donated to 
charities. 

Ms. Baer also works with the customers to 
set prices, considering the condition of the 
garment and its age. 

“We’re trying to reach a happy medium," 
she explained. "We want the seller to be 
satisfied with the price and the buyer to be 
satisfied too." 

One More Tyme is open Monday through 
Friday from 10 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and Satur¬ 
days from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. Unlike many 
consignment shops, Ms. Baer said she will 
keep hers open during the summer. 

All merchandise accepted by the West 
Newton consignment shops comes in in good 
condition, particularly the clothing where 
condition is an important factor

Mrs. Howard said that in the future residents would have 
to look to their city to provide recreation since "there will 
be less freedom to go to New Hampshire or to Maine." She 
also saw the preservation of the land as a "tremendous 
legacy for our children and grandchildren." 

After resolving the stand on Norumbega, the com¬ 
missioners turned their attention to George Upham who 
came before them to ask what could be done to prevent 
motorcyclists from riding through the Webster Con¬ 
servation area. Upham’s question provoked a sharp 
response from Commissioner Helen Heyn who asserted 
"we can’t do any more than we have done." 

Distressed abutters have complained to the police and the 
conservation commission about the cyclists and at times 
have put down branches and logs to discourage the 
motorcycles. However, the barriers were removed by the 
Conservation Commission after conferring with the city 
law department. Commissioner Howard and other com¬ 
missioners attending the meeting agreed that perhaps the 
commission could investigate a compromise so residents 
would not be disturbed and yet the cyclists would be 
discouraged. Commissioner Howard mentioned allowing 
some branches on the paths so that heavy fire equipment 
could still be passed through and skiing could still take 
place. 

Commissioner Heyn disagreed saying that branches on 
the paths "take the pleasure out of walking the area." As 
far as the disturbance to the neighbors, she said to Upham, 
"you’ll just have to live with it." 

Later, she would investigate whether Commissioner 
Howard said the city is liable for injury to anyone who hurts 
themselves on the paths due to the logs. She said she was 
investigating this and also going to explore the possibility of 
posting a disclaimer stating that motorcycles are illegal 
(one such sign is up at present) and adding that there is a 
danger due to impediments on the path. 


Board of Aldermen will give the Lutheran Service

Stiller referred more than once to Ward 8 as "the highest- 
tax-paying part of Newton" as a reason for the unsuitability 
of that location for the home. 

At one point, Aid. Richard McGrath rose and said to 
Stiller, "It's always enjoyable to have you here, Mr. Stiller. 
You know, I was recently asked for a description of 
demagog I ery. can't describe it. but I recognize it when I 
see it." 

Stiller continued with his description of the neighborhood 
as made up of "people who expect to live at a certain 
standard." 

Several others spoke against the proposal, including 
Nelson Lipsehutz, 75 Boulder Rd„ who said he also 
represented "eight or nine abutters" who want the petition 
denied. 

The proposal has the conditional approval of the Planning 
Department (it suggests two additional parking spaces), 
and the approval of the Planning Board, which voted after 
the hearing. 

At another hearing the same night, there was no op¬ 
position to the use of a house at 1301 Centre St., Newton 
Centre, by the Newton-Wellesley-Weston Multi-Service 
Center, a counseling agency for young people. 

Despite lack of public objection, and the favorable 
recommendation from the Planning Department, the 
Planning Board voted 34) against the proposal. 

Chairman Stanley Miller said after the meeting that the 
Planning Board did not know what effect the Multi-Service 
Center would have on Newton Center, which he feels 
already has its share of problems related to the large 
numbers of young people who congregate there. 

Miller feels that Newton Centre is a reasonable location, 
but would prefer that the Multi-Service Center be somewhat 
removed from the main business district. 

A three-fourths vote of the Board of Aldermen is needed 
when the Planning Board vote is negative.

Pines and Mann sponsor bill 
to set up asbestos commission

Mayor Theodore Mann and 
Slate Rep. Lois Pines have co¬ 
sponsored a bill to establish a 
commission to evaluate and 
correct the hazards of sprayed 
asbestos in public buildings, 
especially school buildings, in 
Massachusetts. 

Mann and Pines both 
testified in favor of the bill, H 
4291, recently at the State 
House before the Public Safety 
Committee. 

"I filed this bill," Rep. Pines 
said, "because 1 believe the 
state and federal government 
have been remiss in dealing 
with the potentially dangerous 
environment resulting from 
the use of sprayed asbestos." 

Asbestos was sprayed in 
schools and public buildings as 
a standard method of 
fireroofing for 20 years until it 
was prohibited by the 
Environmental Protection 


Agency in 1973, Rep. Pines 
said. 

Rep. Pines called the 
presence of sprayed asbestos a 
“major national health 
problem," since asbestos 
particles remain in the lungs 
all a person's life, and even the 
smallest exposure can have 
"grim consequences." 

Mayor Mann spoke to the 
committee about the ex¬ 
perience of the city of Newton 
with the use of sprayed 
asbestos in the new Newton 
North High School' begun in 
1970. 

In 1972 the use of sprayed 
asbestos was discontinued and 
a nonasbestos-containing 
material was substituted in the 
high school, which was still 
under construction. In April, 
1973, the EPA banned the use of 
sprayed asbestos and ruled 


that beams, walls, or ceilings 
covered with the material must 
be boxed in or stripped. 

To date, the mayor said' 
Newton has spent $260,000 on 
this project and will probably 
spend another $100,000, to avert 
any potential danger to 
teachers and students. 

Mann pointed out that public 
buildings throughout the state 
have been fireproofed with 
asbestos and that many 
municipalities lack the 
financial resources to cope 
with the problem of studies and 
the necessary steps to remedy 
a dangerous situations. 

"The responsibility of in¬ 
vestigating and promulgating 
regulations lies within the 
Commonwealth’ which must 
protect the health and safety of 
its citizens," the mayor said, of 
this legislation,” Mann con¬ 
tinued, 


"Under the provisions "a 
study commission composed of 
elected and other state of¬ 
ficials, medical experts, 
scientists' construction experts 
and representatives of the 
asbestos industry would be 
empowered to identify public 
buildings fireproofed with 
asbestos, measure levels of 
asbestos and recommend ways 
to reduce these levels to those 
comparable to normal air, 
secure state and federal funds, 
and recommend legislation to 
ihe Massachusetts legislation 
and the United States 
Congress." 

The commission would also 
have the power to summon 
records and witnesses .and the 
assistance of any department 
of the state' whenever 
necessary. 


I would like to take this 
opportunity too to wish lots of 
luck to the new scoutmaster of 
Troop 333, Corpus Christi 
Church, Aubumdale.

Drinan urges health 
insurance for unemployed 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D.-Mass.) today urged 
swift Congressional action on 
legislation providing health 
insurance to unemployed 
workers and their families. 
Testifying before the Health 
Subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Drinan described the 
seriousness of the health crisis 
resulting from the current 
recession and stressed the need 
for federal action to stave off 
catastrophe. 

“More than eight million 
Americans are out of work and 
unable to find jobs," Drinan 
observed, "and that number 
continues to rise. Most of the 
unemployed are eligible for 
unemployment compensation, 
but such benefits average only 
$68 per week. This meager sum 
is not sufficient to provide food 
and shelter for a worker and his 
family. It cannot possibly be 
stretched to pay large monthly 
health insurance premiums or 
the astronomical cost of 
medical treatment should 
serious accident or illness 
strike. It is both tragic and 
absurd that most employees 
lose their health benefits at the 
very time they need them the 
most" 

Drinan urged the sub¬ 
committee to approve 
legislation he has sponsored 
which would provide 
hospitalization insurance under 
Medicare for unemployed 
workers and their families. 
"This is a temporary program, 
designed to meet the present 
economic crisis. Any worker 


eligible for unemployment 
compensation who is without 
health insurance would receive 
benefits should he or a member 
of his family enter the hospital. 
In order to minimize ad¬ 
ministrative costs and red tape 
no pre-enrollment would be 
required. Unless we adopt this 
or a similar program im¬ 
mediately, many millions of 
Americans will be left suddenly 
unprotected against the 
astronomical cost of emergency 
medical care." 

Drinan asserted that the 
passage of this emergency 
legislation should not slow the 
drive toward national health 
insurance. "On the contrary, 
the current economic crisis 
makes the need for national 
health insurance all the more 
apparent. If the Health Security 
Act were now law, we would not 
be faced today with the problem 
of providing adequate 
protection for the millions of 
unemployed workers who have 
lost their group health in¬ 
surance benefits. Even if we 
succeed in providing temporary 
coverage for these individuals, 
what about the 40 million 
Americans who could never 
afford health insurance to begin 
with? 

"The establishment of 
comprehensive national health 
insurance which makes 
adequate health care a basic 
right of every citizen is the only 
possible solution. I am hopeful 
that the American people will 
rise up and demand the enact¬ 
ment of such a program in spite 
of the President's determined

opposition. In the meantime, let 
us ease the urgent plight of the 
unemployed by approving the 
pending legislation as quickly 
as possible."

isn’t long after a Peace 
Corps volunteer starts an 
overseas assignment that he or 
she grows relatively fluent in 
the host country's language. 
The intensive language in¬ 
struction new volunteers 
receive as part of their initial 
Peace Corps training soon is 
expanded by practical day-to- 
day exposure to the tongue. 

In the ease of Arnee Rae 
Blauer of Waban, Thai has 
become yet another language 
in her already impressive 
inventory. Miss Blauer came to 
the Peace Corps already 
proficient in French, Spanish, 
Hebrew and Russian. She did 
more than "pick up" these 
languages, however. 

Miss Blauer, 24, is a linguist, 
and her Peace Corps assign¬ 
ment is closely involved with 
her professional interest. She is 
assigned to the Central 
Institute of English Language 
at Mahidol University in 
Bangkok, the capital, where 
she is developing techniques 
and materials to be used in 
teaching English. 

Miss Blauer is the daughter 
of Mrs. Ella Blauer of 37 
Montclair road, Waban. She 
attended Newton North High 
School and studied at George 
Washington University in 
Washington, D.C. and the 
American College in Paris, 
France. In 1972, she graduated 
from Boston University with a 
bachelor's degree in con¬ 
trastive linguistics. 

When she joined the Peace 
Corps early in 1973, she was 
assigned to a secondary girls’ 
school in the provincial town of 
Tak, some five hours north of 
Bangkok by bus. After one year 
in that assignment, Miss 
Blauer was reassigned to the 
Central Institute where a 
special language program is 
being carried out It involves 
teaching English to adults who 
have some language ability but 
need to improve to advance 
their careers or professions. 

The students are government 
officials, professionals or 
teachers of English courses in 
colleges and teacher training 
schools. By improving their 
own command of English, 
these students are expected to 
do heir own jobs more ef¬ 
fectively and thus do more to 
aid Thailand’s economic and 
social advancement. 

Her classroom efforts at the 
Central Institute are, however, 
only part of Miss Blauer,s 
activities. She also is working 
on a project to change the 
traditional Thai methods of 
teaching English and help 
make even teachers with 
limited language ability more 
effective. 

"Most English is taught in 
lock-step’ fashion," Miss 
Blauer says. A teacher stands 
up before a class, reads from a 
book and the kids recite back 
what they heard." 

To replace this method, Miss 
Blauer is working on new 
teaching materials which will 
permit youngsters to proceed 
at their own rate of speed. She 
has been given the opportunity 
to try out her method in several 
Bangkok schools. 

"It’s working," she says. 
"One class is almost teaching 
itself It's amazing. The 
children work in pairs and 
tutor each other. They play 
listening and speaking games 
and it's almost amazing what 


they can accomplish.” 

Miss Blauer works with the 
teachers at ther laboratory 
schools, providing them with 
lesson plans, visual aids and 
other materials. She also 
discusses teaching methods 
and problems as they arise. 

"This is a very interesting 
project in language acquisition 
and curriculum development," 
she says. "I hope to use this 
experience and my Thai 
language to work tn the future 
on related employment, 
perhaps as a linguist In 
government service. This has 
given me an excellent 
background; this is 'active 
learning'." 

Still another project Miss 
Blauer Is considering is a 
manual and handbook on the 
individual method of learning 
English, which she hopes to 
write in Thai. Her own ability 
with the Thai language is so 
advanced that she reads senior 
high school level books and 
Thai newspapers and 
magazines. Her speaking 
ability was rated as extremely 
high in one test.

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Drugs: your right to know 


By RITA SANFORD 
The response to my recently published 
article with survey of prescription prices, 
has not been convincing proof that I have 
not been alone in blind trust. Our attitude 
probably stems from a built-in conviction 
that we dare not question professionals. It 
would seem that most individuals are 
stunned, not only with wild price variances 
but with rigid rules which prevent us from 
having knowledge necessary to intelligent 
buying decisions. 

I find most people starving for in¬ 
formation. It is absurd that a pharmacist 
willing to accept a lower profit, dare not 
say so, unless prepared to fight a court 
case. Rules that keep us in ignorance are 
an insult to our intelligence. Using my own 
drugs as an example, "competetive 
pricing” (the phrase which somehow 
should convey savings) meant a difference 
of $13.04 a month, which is hardly com¬ 
petitive. 

Sharing the blame 

Before we make every pharmacist a 
villain, let us examine the situation clearly 
and accept part of the blame ourselves. 
Our own complacency and blind trust, led 
to justification of pricing policies. True, 
most of us were blissfully unaware of the 
vast ranges of price, but now, armed with 
the knowledge we must work together to 
effect change. We must make pharmacists 
aware that we are price conscious and 
they must realize that we will not blindly 
accept accusation or criticism of other 
pharmacists, without exhausting every 
means to verify their statements. 

Consumer’s right to know 

I do not have instant solutions. 1 read 
Senator Brooke's comments on Fab- 
Trading with great interest. Though I am 
by no means an authority, his opinions did 
reinforce my own. Open competition is a 
consumer’s ally and, it seems to me that to 
know competition exists is our basic right. 
It brings to mind the number of times 
when writing the shopping column I was 
reminded by a merchant to emphasize the 
fact that "fair traded" items were ex¬ 
cluded from sales. One wonders if this 
means that a store owner is willing to 
accept a smaller profit to spark a new 
season, but cannot include certain items 
with fixed prices. 

I would consider a relationship with a 
pharmacy of primary importance, so I 
certainly would not advocate running 
around in circles, filling each prescription 
at a different store. It would seem wise 


however, to give careful thought in 
determining which Pharmacy will play a 
major role in family health, as advisor and 
supplier. 

Three types 

There are three basic types of phar¬ 
macies. The neighborhood drug store is 
usually in the highest price range (some to 
a greater degree than others) rendering 
many personal services and taking a great 
interest in clientelle. The second range of 
prices is found in chain operations where, 
admittedly, personal services are cur¬ 
tailed in favor of price and they often seek 
a high volume of non-related items that 
can range from curtain shades to cigarette 
lighters. 

Ironically, the very lowest range of 
prices in my survey were found at 
prescription centers. Some of these 
pharmacies were the very lowest in price, 
yet seemed to provde the greatest range of 
personal services and professional 

background. It would seem that we do not 
have to sacrifice personal service and 
dedicated professionalism to obtain the 
lowest price ranee. 

Service that matters 
Personal service at a pharmacy means 
much more than a pleasant smile, so 
consider these facts as you determine 
where to place your trust. "Emergency 
delivery" Isn't important until the 
emergency arises; "delivery of main¬ 
tenance drugs when necessary" doesn't 
seem of overwhelming impact, until you 
need it. Ponder for example the agony of a 
mother incapable of refilling a precious 
supply for a diabetic child. And how 
reassuring the promise of such a delivery 
would be. Personal service, in reality, 
means that a pharmacy is no further away 
than a telephone. 

Family prescription records do not 
appear to be of life-saving import, but 
consider how necessary an immediate 
record of drug history would be for patient, 
doctor or hospital in cases of emergency. 
The record also provides an alert phar¬ 
macist with pertinent information, should 
you forget to mention incompatible 
present medication to a second doctor. 
Unfortunately, some pharmacies rate 
personal services as "frills” when they 
may be life-saving or worry-easing. 

Playing the field 

Obviously my curiosity and probing has 
provoked many questions and facts which 


ordinarily would not have come to my 
attention. In questioning pharmacists, 
some were polite but cool, some hostile, 
some cynical. Druggists at first 
cooperative in my survey, resisted an 
attempt to enlarge upon my effort. 

You may be interested to know that 
Boston is the only city in the State where 
price-posting is mandatory. You may 
rightly question the ethics or price of the 
pharmacist who places the price list as 
inconspicuously as possible or who shows 
resentment when questioned. If you wish 
to change from one pharmacist to another, 
you need not ask for a copy of your 
prescription or re-visit the doctor. The 
information on the bottle is all that a 
pharmacist will need to call either your 
previous pharmacist or doctor, and a 
reputable pharmacist is happy to oblige. 

Generics is one area where much con¬ 
flicting opinion is present. Mr. Harmon, 
Legal Counsel of Elder Affairs, tells me 
that law requires a doctor to put generic 
terms on a prescription, but may indicate 
when he does not wish the brand name 
substituted. Lulie tells me that generic 
forms do not always represent savings or 
wise choices. In many cases a brand name 
may be purchased with greater savings 
passed along to the consumer than in 
generic form. 

Another interesting point is made when 
a generic form drug may contain the 
ingredients necessary, but does not 
provide the palatable mixture of the brand 
name. This would be most important in 
caring for a sick child. Few would argue 
about a savings that would make each dose 
given to the child a period of crisis. 

The cruel charge 

One practice (not widespread) seems 
particularly cruel to me: charging a fee 
“per pill" with no reduction for the 
number obtained. This appears to be 
blatant abuse of professional standing, 
when a consumer without the benefit of a 
charge service may be forced to make 
day-to-day decisions to obtain both food 
and medication. 

Unfortunately, some consumers show a 
lack of concern, or others, when they do 
not care what charge is made if Medicaid 
is going to pay the bill. The attitude of such 
a consumer is just as reprehensible as the 
pharmacist who said "Who cares, Blue 
Cross or Medicaid will pay anyway.” 
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Another practice that seems unfair is a 
drug store building a low-price image, by 
eliminating services and limiting store 
hours.The consumer doesn't mind because 
there is a promise (if you sign up) to be 
credited with costs of medications filled 
elsewhere, but it would seem In essence 
that this operation is taking advantage of 
more service-minded pharmacies, a fact 
which may go unnoticed by the consumer. 

Study motivation 

Because of the interest manifested by 
my study many questions have been asked 
of me, and to clarify them I would like to 
state that I am not hired by the govern¬ 
ment or a consumer board of any kind. I 
was personally annoyed by the fact that if I 
had been aware that there were price 
variances, I would not have been paying 
the very highest rate showed on the sur¬ 
vey. It was the comments of pharmacists 
themselves that provoked me into a much 
more extensive survey than I had at first 
undertaken for my own benefit. 

My motive now is to make fellow con¬ 
sumers price-conscious and aware that 
they do have a right to know "why" 
and the “where," in order to make wise 
decisions. 

It was a stroke of good fortune that just 
as I was about to explode with the in¬ 
formation the survey showed, I found that 
Lulie Pirone was determined to right some 
wrongs and to help consumers learn more 
about medications and services available 
to them. Teaming up with pharmacist 
Lulie Prione was the outcome of a mutual 
dedication. The survey that I took in 
January and a copy of the Pediatric or 
Senior Citizen assistance program will be 
sent if requested with a self-addressed 
envelope addressed to Box 282, Westwood 
02090. Ms. Prione and I will make ap¬ 
pearances, free of charge for any parent 
group, to speak about your right to know 
the part the pharmacist plays in your 
family health program.

Food and fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Long ago a poet sang, "A plentious place 
is Ireland of hospitable cheer.” The gentle 
folk of Erin are known for their warm 
welcomes and the hearty goodness of Irish 
cookery. 


There’s a certain magic we associate 
with the land of rolling green hills across the 
sea, and it’s not merely elves and 
leprechauns. It’s the comfort of a steaming 
cup of tea and a thick wedge of warm Barm 


A robust Irish stew 


Brack filled with candied fruits and. plump 
golden raisins. 

We are offering a variation of Irish Stew- 
this one combines fresh and frozen vegetables 
like tomatoes, carrots, okra and green bearis 
along with delicate chunks of lamb to produce ). 
one of the most flavorful stews you’ve ever 
tasted. 

Included in the stew is a cup of fresh 
grapefruit juice which acts as a tenderizer for 
the meat. You won’t notice the grapefruit 
flavor, but it does improve and accentuate the 
flavor of the other ingredients. 

And what is St. Patrick’s Day without a 
robust dish of corned beef, cabbage potatoes 
and carrots! Ours is nicely glazed with a bit of 
spice. 

CORNED BEEF DINNER 
3 to 4 pound corned beef brisket 
2 onions, sliced 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
6 whole cloves 
2 bay leaves 

6 medium potatoes pared 
6 small carrots, pared 

1 medium head cabbage, cut in 6 wedges 
Place corned beef in Dutch oven and 

barely cover with hot water; add onions, 
garlic, cloves and bay leaves. Cover and 
simmer, but do not boil using the following 
guideline: cook 1 hour per pound of meat, or 
till fork tender. Remove meat from liquid and 
keep meat hot; add potatoes and carrots. 
Cover; bring to boiling and cook 10 minutes. 
Then add cabbage wedges; continue cooking 
for 20 minutes longer or till vegetables are 
done. To carve corned beef, cut at slight angle 
across the grain, making thin slices. 

SPICE GLAZE while vegetables are 
cooking, spread fat side of meat lightly with 
prepared mustard. Then sprinkle with 
mixture of Vi cup brown sugar and V« 
teaspoon ground cloves. Place in shallow 
pan; bake in 350 degree oven 20 minutes or till 
glazed.

Question: Would you please try to find a recipe for a 
Spanish Bar cake (usually sold in the A&P). It is moist and 
delicious. Up to this point I haven’t been able to get 
anything on this type of bar.

Answer: It is impossible to pry the Spanish Bar Cake 
recipe from A&P, and so I am offering an Old Fashioned 
Spice Cake which can be baked either as a two layer cake or 
in two loaf pans. If one of our readers has the specific 
recipe, we would appreciate receiving it... until then: 

OLD FASHIONED SPICE CAKE 
2Vj cups sifted cake flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
h teaspoon baking soda 

Vi teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon cloves 

Vi teaspoon nutgeg 

Vi teaspoon allspice 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

Vi cup shortening 

lVi cups brown sugar, packed 

3 eggs 

1 cup buttermilk or sour milk+ 

(+To sour sweet milk, add 1 tablespoon vinegar to milk 
and set aside for 5 min.) Sift flour, baking powder, baking 
soda, salt and spices together. Cream shortening and sugar 
until light and fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, beating well 
after each addition. Add flour mixture alternately with 
buttermilk. Pour batter into two greased and floured 9-inch 
layer cake pans (or loaf pans) and bake in 350 degree oven 
for 30 minutes or until cake tests done. Remove from pan; 
cool on racks. Ice with Lemon Glaze below: 

LEMON GLAZE 

2 cups sifted confectioners' sugar 
Vs teaspoon salt 

3 to 4 tablespoons hot cream 

2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 

Combine confectioners' sugar and salt in mixing bowl. 
Blend in cream until mixture has consistency of a glaze. 
Spread thinly between layers and on top-or drizzle over top 
of loaf cakes. 

This recipe is for Mrs. F.R., Roslindale who phoned in a 
request. 

CHICKEN CORDON BLEU 
For each serving allow: 

1 large half breast or 

2 smal' halves 

1 slice of cooked ham about Vi-lnch thick or slightly 
thinner cut to fit on chicken 

1 slice Swiss cheese, cut to fit on chicken 
Bone chicken breasts and remove skin. If using frozen 
breasts, bone while still partially frozen as bones pull out 
very easily at this stage. Reverse loose filet (feather¬ 
shaped muscle on each side of breast) putting the thick 
portion toward the bottom of breast where meat is thinnest. 
Pound breast with mallet or edge or sauce to even thickness 
of about Vi-inch. Trim ham and cheese slightly smaller than 
half the size of large breast half or one-half of whole small 
breast. Place ham and cheese on half of chicken; cover with 
other portion of breast. Pound edges lightly to seal in ham 
and cheese. 

Dip carefully in Hour, then beaten egg (1 egg mixed 
with 1 tbs. water for 2 to 3 cutlets) and then in fine dry 
crumbs mixed with paprika (aids browning) and any 
desired seasonings. Fry in deep hot fat until golden brown 
and chicken is tender about 10 min. Or fry in 2-inches of hot 
fat in frying pan about 20 minutes, turning once. Or drizzle 
with melted butter and bake in 375 degree oven for 30 
minutes or until brown and chicken shows no pink tinge 
when cut and is fork tender. (If preferred you can use Shake 
and Bake, following directions.) 

Question: I’ve many times thought of broiling 
grapefruit and each time I’ve either had the recipe and not 
the grapefruit or the other way round. I have just received a 
bushel of grapefruit from Florida and rather than guess 
about the recipe, I would appreciate one recipe for broiled 
and another using the grapefruit in some sort of dessert.

HONEY BROILED GRAPEFRUIT 

1 white grapefruit 

2 tablespoons honey 
ground cinnamon 
dash of nutmeg 

Cut grapefruit in half and loosen sections leaving center 
in. Spread a tablespoon of honey over each grapefruit half. 
Sprinkle lightly with cinnamon and a bit of nutmeg. Broil 3 
to 4 inches from the burner until top is brown and fruit is 
thoroughly heated. This should take from 12 to 15 min. Serve 
hot and garnish with maraschino cherries. Makes 2 ser¬ 
vings. 

FRESH GRAPEFRUIT CHIFFON PIE 
2 teaspoons grated grapefruit peel 

2 cups fresh grapefruit sections 

3 tablespoons sugar 

1 envelope unflavored gelatine 

Vi cup freshly 

squeezed grapefruit juice 

4 eggs, separated 
Vi cup sugar 

Vi teaspoon salt 
one-third cup sugar 
1 cup heavy cream, whipped 
1 baked 9-lnch pastry shell 

Prepare grapefruit peel reserve. Sweeten grapefruit 
sections with the 3 tablespoons sugar; let stand. Soften 
gelatin in grapefruit juice. Beat egg yolks in top of double 
boiler until very thick and light; gradually beat in 4 cup 
sugar, salt and gelatine mixture. Cook over boiling water, 
stirring constantly until slightly thickened, about 7 minutes. 
Chill just until slightly thickened 

Meanwhile, drain 6 of most perfect grapefruit sections 
on paper towel. Cut remaining sections into bite-size 
pieces- drain well. Beat whites just to soft peak stage; add 
one-third cup sugar gradually, continuing to beat at high 
speed until stiff, but still moist and glossy. Fold beaten 
whites and half of whipped cream into gelatin mixture; 
carefully fold in drained grapefruit pieces. Spoon into 
baked pastry shell. Spoon remaining whipped cream on top 
of pie and nestle a drained grapefruit section in each. Chill 
until firm. 
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Advances in cancer research 
arc being stalled, according to 
Emil Frei, III, M.D., director 
of the Sidney Farber Cancer 
Center, because of a lack of 
sufficient funding. 

Responding to charges from 
other sectors of the medical 
community that too much 
emphasis and money is being 
directed towards cancer 
research, Frei told a gathering 
of the Massachusetts Division 
of the American Cancer 
Society that only one out of 
every 10 grant applications 
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Cancer researchers need more money 


submitted to the ACS Ls being 
funded. 

"There are many ap¬ 
plications which represent 
projected work which our peer 
group rates very highly but 
which cannot be fully im¬ 
plemented because of in¬ 
sufficient funds." Frei, who 
has been associated with the 
ACS for over 21 years is 
Chairman of the Clinical 
Investigation Grant Review 
Committee of the ACS on a 
national level. 

Frei made his remarks at the 
annual Crusade Kick-Off 


Dinner of the Massachusetts 
Division. Over 450 people at¬ 
tended the affair at the 
Marriott Motor Hotel Satur¬ 
day, March 8. 

"Occasionally you will hear 
that there are not enough good 
ideas or good projects to 
warrant accelerating support 
for cancer research. Don't 
believe it. The opposite, in fact, 
is true," Frei continued. "The 
accelerating support for 
cancer research is thoroughly 
justified." 

Frei's remarks came as the 
Massachusetts Division an¬ 


nounced the awarding of a 
1500,000 grant to SFCC to equip 
an out-patient clinic at the 
SFCC's Charles A. Dana 
Center, and the funding of four 
Postdoctoral-Postresidency 
Fellowships, plus three Cancer 
Research Scholar Awards. The 
research awards, totalling 
176,000 are for one year terms 
and are renewable. Both 
programs are unique to the 
Massachusetts Division and 
are supplemental to grants 
awarded by the National ACS 
office. 

The $500,000 grant for the 


out-patient clinic will allow 
SFCC an opportunity to 
provide top quality care to both 
children and adults. Previously 
known as the Children's 
Hospital Cancer Foundation, 
SFCC, named after the late 
Children's Director, is ex¬ 
panding its scope of care to 
include adults. Frei said much 
of the work being done at SFCC 
had application to adults and 
as a result SFCC needed the 
support of organizations like 
the ACS in their efforts at 
expanding their services. 

Frei also paid tribute to 


thousands of ACS volunteers 
across the Commonwealth who 
this year are attempting to 
raise $2,258,000 during their 
Crusade. Last year, slightly 
over $2 million was raised. 

"Those of us working 
directly in clinical and cancer 
research face many challenges 
and frustrations to be sure, but 
the rewards," Frei stated, 
"are great in terms of grateful 
patients, acknowledgement by 
peer groups and personal 
fulfillment. The forgotten man 
is all too often the lay person in 
the American Cancer Society

who year after year, and in¬ 
creasingly, work with selfless 
dedication in order to provide 
us with the resources to pursue 
the goal of cancer control." 

"ON behalf of all present and 
future patients with cancer and 
on behalf of all professional 
persons working on the cancer 
problem, I thank you." 

Frei also revealed he was 
very encouraged by the con¬ 
tinued success of the bonce 
cancer treatment SFCC has 
been using to combat 
Ostenogenic Sarcoma, a 
disease which in the past has 
been fatal 85 per cent of the 
time within 18 months of 
diagnosis. 

The disease, which annually 
strikes 1,000 children between 
the ages of 7 and 15, is being 
fought with a chemotherapy 
approach that has produced 
some very optimistic 
responses, according to Dr. 
Frei. 

"The proper combination of 
local treatment, in this case 
with surgery, and systemic 
treatment with chemotheraphy 
has resulted in a substantial 
improvement. The magnitude 
of the improvement will 
require a longer follow-up but 
all signs are pointing in the 
right direction." 

Following Frei was John 
Larkin Thompson, the 1975 
State Crusade Chairman for 
the ACS. Thompson, President 
of Blue Shield, Inc., urged the 
volunteers to continue their 
dedicated work on behalf of the 
ACS, particularly in the area of 
fund-raising. The $500,000 
grant to SFCC and the $76,000 
in Massachusetts Division 
research grants came about, 
said Thompson, because of the 
hard work, and efforts, of 
volunteers. Thompson closed 
his talk be reminding all that 
Tuesday, April 29, is the night 
of the annual House-to-House 
campaign.

A graduate of Brown 
University and a teaching 
fellow and faculty member at 
Rutgers University Graduate 
School, Brines began his health 
care career in the hospital 
division of Johnson & Johnson 
Company.

on a full-time basis. 

The physical hospital has 
changed dramatically with the 
addition of the East and West 
wings and a medical office 
building and with superb 
facilities, equal to any. for 
pathology, and X-ray 
laboratories, surgery, 
recovery room and special 
care. Within the year, a totally 
new service, a mental health 
inpatient unit, has been added, 
and under the Brines leader¬ 
ship outpatient services have 
broadened into new areas of 
ambulatory care. Shortly, 
construction will start on a 
second medical office building 
and a 403-car parking garage.

Dig old graveyards? 

Here's the rub

"Mournful! parents here I ly, 

As you are now,

So you must be. 

So prepare for death 
And follow me." 

Chilling epitaphs like this may be found on the many slate 
gravestones In the Old Village Cemetery, Dedham, where 
words of wisdom, warning and gloom have been etched for 
more than three centuries. Some people want to preserve 
these words by the primitive art of gravestone rubbing, 
but first you must find a gravestone to rub. 

In the past few years, Boston has closed its antiquated 
cemeteries to the public and banned the gravestone rub¬ 
ber's Shangri-la. 

Some are seeing to it that there will be no suppression of 
the artist in Dedham. The Bicentennial Commission of the 
town has submitted a petition to the ToWn Warrant to 
restore the Old Village Cemetery. 

Gravestone rubbers will not only be happy in this setting, 
but it seems that the people of Dedham will be hospitable to 
them. A spokesman for the Dedham D.P.W. says, "We 
don’t object to the gravestone rubbers. I don't see where 
they do any harm." 

Before hopping into your car with 64 crayolas, remember 
that you must use the proper materials so as not to damage 
the gravestones (and to a void a night in jail). Any art .dealer 
sells these materials: rice paper, masking tape, coloured 
soft-wax crayons, a small pair of scissors, and a hard- 
bristled brush, 

These materials aid in producing a clear, distinct im¬ 
pression. (And do not alter the face of the stone, one of the

main objections to gravestone rubbing hitherto.) A hard 
crayon or pencil could scratch or even deface the stone. 

At the Village Cemetery, charcoal, and pastels scar a few 
of the best stones. According to Robert Hanson, Chairman 
of the Bicentennial Commission, gravestone rubbers may 
have to apply for a license before work, due to this 
carelessness. So if you want the cemetery left open, you 
MUST take care of it. 

Gather your materials, and find a suitable graveyard. 
Most towns have a burial ground which dates back at least 
one century, usually a churchyard in the oldest part of 
town. 

Westwood Cemetery Is one of the finest graveyards in the 
area for rubbing. Read on gravestones the history of the 
epidemics, especially smallpox, suffered by residents in the 
1700's. 

The cemetery was established in 1752 due to the increase 
in deaths caused by these epidemics. One may read such 
epitaphs as that for Miss Fanny Gay, which says, simply, 
"Consumptionscome" (consumptions being the early word 
for tuberculosis), and the famous epitaph for Robert Steele, 
the little drummer boy of the Revolution. The tragedies and 
history of Westwood for over two centuries are recorded 
there. 

"The Silent Speak" is the Westwood Historical Society’s : 
Bicentennial booklet about the graveyard from Its birth. 

The story is told through the gravestone rubbing of a 
Westwood resident, the late Pine Parsons. Pine started her 
rubbings at the age of 11. She finished her visually-bold 
collection and won the contest to appear in the booklet, but 
she never saw it published. She died unexpectedly June 26, 

1974, at the age of 15. 

You can purchase the booklet at Rogers Stationery, the 
Westwood Gallery, and various other shops in Westwood. 

The Westwood Cemetery is presently open to the public, 
but a permit from the Town Hall must be acquired, due to- 
fear of vandalism. \ 

Once inside any graveyard, look for a smooth, well-, • 
elevated, deeply indented stone. If there are lichens on the •' 
face of the stone, brush them off with the small brush. Tape 
the paper to top and base of the stone. Then tape the sides of 
the paper, making it taut. Rice and mulberry paper adhere 
to stone without causing damage. These papers don't 
winkle, and when the rubbing is complete the texture of the . 
paper adds a brooding quality to the work. Other materials 
usually produce effects that are inferior, but if you have a 
new idea—try it out. Always experiment, but VERY * 
carefully. 

You are now ready to take the impression from the face of 
the stone. Rub the crayon from the center of the stone out to 
the edges, (to make the outline of the stone easier to follow).. 
Repeat this process, but avoid darkening the places in the 1 
stone that are not in relief. The area surrounding the design 
should be blackened so go back and define the edges of the 
stone. 

Lightly darken the spaces that are not in relief by 
repeated up and down strokes. Stand back from the finished 
product. Want to make it better? Further darken the areas 
not in relief until they produce a grainy effect. 

Your finished masterpiece may leave you wondering 
about those curious gravestone symbols. In the Village and 
Westwood Cemeteries you will find the most common, a 
winged skeleton, and the rarest, a skull and crossbones. 
They represent such concepts as the charicature of death 
serving the death-forces, or the fabled incorruptibility of 
the flesh. 

Symbols and their meanings are all listed in texts dealing 
witn primitive art, but many gravestone rubbers will tell 
you it’s more fun to guess the meaning of a symbol before 
looking it up. 

Sometimes a mood must be established so that the 
inexperienced can get the "feel" of the art of gravestone 
rubbing. Wine and cheese, candlelight, incense, Dylan 
Thomas, renting a hearse, or donning a cloak, all help to set 
the scene for a truly creative experience. Gravestone 
rubbing is a primitive art, so why not “let yourself go.”? 

A modern gravestone might read: 

"You’re a long time in the tomb. 

So while you're here, 

Zoom, zoom, zoom." 

You’ll soon be looking for and seeking out the rarest of 
gravestones. Perhaps you’ll meet some fellow artists in a 
fog banked haven, and they will give you tips on where to 
find the best stones. Before long, you will be traipsing all 
over New England—to Jaffery, New Hampshire, Salem and 
Longmeadow, Massachusetts, Woodstock, Connecticut and 
Addison, Vermont, searching for the perfect "find." 

What about those who etched the epitaphs on 
gravestones? The stonecutters of long ago were not nearly 
as specialized as those of today. They were hired by 
families at the time of a relative's death. They were most 
often masons, roofers, cobblers, and carpenters. 

The materials used were often found in the area, but some 
stone was imported from England or Wales. 

Slate, sandstone, and marble were made available when 
Vermont, and the western section of Massachusetts were 
fully settled. 

Epitaphs were written by ministers and friends hired by 
the family of the deceased. These poems and eulogies 
usually contained information concerning the person’s 
employment, family life, place in the community, per¬ 
sonality, and the cause of death. Sometimes the epitaphs 
were humorous or ancient in origin, but they were usually, 
meant to comfort those left behind. 

When stimecutters became more accustomed to their 
work, their art became more delicate, the symbols more 
sophisticated. 

The gravestones of the early 1700's were simple in shape, 
and light in symbolism. The stones of the period from 1740- 
1795 are more complex, with symbolism weightier, carving 
in deeper relief, and stone shapes larger and more diverse. 

From 1795-1820, gravestones changed from beautiful 
representations of life and philospophy to barren linear 
forms, the theme most often a weeping willow and urn. 

This change was brought about by the use of machines, 
which cut stone efficiently and inexpensively. 

A recently-popular medium for capturing the beauty of 
the gravestone is photography. The process is easily 
learned, the materials close at hand, but possibilities of 
variety are limited with a Brownie. 

From a purist’s point of view, capturing the beauty of a 
gravestone with a camera is "gauche.” 

Once finished, the gravestone rubbing will be a unique 
addition to the decor of the home. It may be mounted, 
framed or matted. The processes of framing and matting 
are extremely expensive, although the effect is amazing. 
Your best and cheapest bet is mounting the rubbing on an 
old piece of wood covered with burlap, or simply adhering it 
to a piece of colored poster board. Most gravestone rubbers 
have found that mounting the rubbing can only add, not 
detract, from the aesthetic quality of the work. 

Through the art of gravestone rubbing we can discover 
things about ourselves. Did you ever really think how 
unimportant your body will be after death. . .but that your 
spirit will live on? Gravestone rubbings are a useful 
register of social and psychological thought. 

As Pine Parsons said of them, "To me, headstones record 
not only a single span of life, but also the art and craft of the 
same time, and the practical thoughts of the stonecutter 
who made them.”

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If you have ever tried to 
teach a bird to talk, and failed, 
lake heart! You probably 
failed not because you lack 
patience, persistence or 
(perish the thought) per¬ 
sonality, but simply because 
you lacked luck. The other 
qualities are admirable and 
desirable, but the first 
prerequisite for success is 
owning a cooperative bird. 

Theoretically, myna birds 
and all members of the psit- 
tacine family (parrots, 
parakeets, cockatoos, and 
macaws) are physically able to 
talk. In reality, though, not all 
of them will. 

How do you go about 
selecting a pet that is likely to 
be patter prone? Consider the 
parakeet (or, properly, the 
budgerigar or budgie), the

bird. Just as male canaries are 
better singers, male budgies 
are more likely to talk than 
females. To tell a male from a 
female, examine the bird’s 
"cere", the colored area 
around the nostrils. Males have 
blue ceres while females are 
beige or pinkish. 

Age is another important 
factor, and here is where a 
problem may arise. It is best to 
buy a bird that is no more than 
a couple of months old, because 
as the bird grows older, having 
spent considerable time with 
other birds, it will be in¬ 
clined to mimic huma,.. f vecn. 
Because all young birds have 
cream colored ceres until 
about four months old, when 
the colors that distinguish sex 
begin to emerge, it becomes 
difficult to be sure of selecting 
a young male. Ask your pet 
shop proprietor to help - many 
pet dealers will also have the 
bird's age noted on a leg band. 

Other tips to remember: 
Keeping two birds together 


cuts down on the chances of 
human conversation because 
they will be too content chat¬ 
tering to each other. Mirrors 
should also be kept out of the 
cage until the bird learns to 
talk because it will mistake its 
own image for another bird 
companion. 

Birds learn to talk by 
mimicking a sound pattern so 
it Is best for one person to give 
all of the speech lessons. Start 
with one short phrase or a 
single word, repeating it as 
often as possible. With luck, 
your bird may be repeating the 
sounds in a matter of days. 
Again, remember, it does take 
a degree of luck. Some birds 
take longer - and some may 
take forever.

Non-smokers' bill is given 
fav&rabie report by committee 


Legislation to limit smoking 
in certain public places here in 
the Bay-State, has passed the 
critical first step toward 
becoming a law. 

The Bill, a re-drafted version 
of the original filed by Rep. 
Lois Pines (D. Newton), 
received a favorable report 
this week by the State’s Health 
Care Committee. 

However, sponsors of the Bill 
criticized the re-drafted ver¬ 
sion as being “too weak." 

Many of the public places 
which would have been 
covered by the no-smoking ban 
under the original Bill, in¬ 
cluding stores, theatres and 
public halls, were dropped by 
the Health Care Committee, as 
were all provisions for en¬ 
forcement and penalties. 

"The BUI, in its present 
form, is nothing more than a 
resolution. Without some 
provisions for enforcement and 
fines to back this measure up, 
it certainly could not be 
characterized as a law," said 
American Lung Association of 
Boston spokesman, Arthur 
Travis. The Lung Association 


is listed as one of the more than 
fifty sponsors of the “No- 
Smoking BUI." 

Travis said that Rep. Pines 
will introduce amendments to 
re-lnclude enforcement and 
fines when the bUl reaches the 
floor of the House for debate 
next week. 

He caUed for aU Bay State 
non-smokers to contact their 
Representative as a show of 
support for the legislation. 

In a related matter, about 
one hundred non-smokers, 
civic leaders, and state of¬ 
ficials gathered in Boston’s 
Faneuil HaU Monday night to 
sign a Non-Smoker’s BUI of 
Rights. Led by a represen¬ 
tative from the Governor’s 
office and by Rep. Lois Pines, 
signers fUed forward to ratify 
the document which insists on 
the non-smoker’s right to: 

"Breathe Clean Air, free 
from harmful and irritating 
tabacco smoke. 

Speak Out, and express theii 
discomfort and adverse 
reactions to tobacco smoke. 

And Act, through legislative 
and social channels, to prevent 


or discourage smokers from 
polluting the atmosphere and 
to seek the restriction of 
smoking in pubUc places." 

Cynthia Cohen, Lung 
Association Health Educator 
and organizer of the Bill of 
Rights signing, pointed to the 
fact that the majority of 
Americans are, in fact, non- 
smokers According to a 
nation-wide Lung Association 
survey, 64 percent of 
Americans do not smoke (58 
percent of adult men and 70 
percent of adult women are 
non-smokers.) 

"It is our hope,” said Miss 
Cohen, "that the signing of this 
Non-Smoker’s BUI of Rights 
will mark the beginning of a 
reversal of the social ac- 
ceptabUity of lighting up in 
enclosed pubUc places." 

She invited members of the 
public interested in working 
toward this goal to participate 
in the Lung Association's 
citizen-action group, F.A.N.S 
(Fresh Air for Non-Smokers)._

Prisoners 
hired for 
public 
service jobs 


SHIRLEY, Mass. (UPI) — A 
number of Massachusetts pris¬ 
oners are working in public 
service jobs and pulling down a 
federal paycheck of $ 118.60 per 
week. 

The jobs fall under the U.S. 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act and number 
25 at the Massahusetts Correc¬ 
tional Institute here, eight at 
MCI in Framingham, two at 
the Monroe Forestry Camp and 
one at the Warwick Forestry 
Camp, according to the Boston 
Herald-American. Shirley is a 
pre-release facility. 

"You have to start working 
with these people sometime," 
said William Kazan, acting 
director for the CETA Gardner 
Consortium. He said the in¬ 
mates work 40 hours a week. 
The consortium office handles 
more than 800 public service 
jobs, he newspaper said. 

Kazan said CETA observes a 
set of priority categories. 

"I can't even talk to the guy 
with kids who has been 
unemployed for less than 30 
days," the Herald-American 
quoted him as saying.

Rangers' Billy Martin is his own man now

POMPANO BEACH, Fla. 
(UPI) — As they say in Texas, 
Billy Martin has come a fur 
piece. He has done all right for 
himself. They'd have to say 
that for him anywhere. 

It wasn't so long ago he was 
that skinny, dark-haired kid 
playing second base for the 
Yankees. You know, the one 
who kept coming up with those 
clutch hits, wouldn’t take a 
backward step for Clint Court¬ 
ney or anybody, and ultimately 
became known as "Casey 
Stengel’s boy." 

Well, Billy Martin now is 
director-general of the con¬ 
tending Texas Rangers and 


he’s nobody's boy anymore. 
He's his own man in every 
sense of the word, and all the 
proof you need is the fact that 
as manager he sits in on all the 
team’s big board meetings 
with chairman Brad Corbett 
and the other directors. 

The late Connie Mack did the 
same thing when he managed 
the old Philadelphia Athletics. 
There was only one difference. 
He was also president of the 
A's and owned a piece of the 
ball club. Don't go selling Billy 
Martin short, though. He’s only 
46. His whole future is in front 
of him. 

Billy Martin is making a 
fellow like Earl Weaver envi- 



"I gotta take my hat off to 
him," says the little Baltimore 
manager. "He tells his owners 
what he wants and makes it 
stick. Name me another 
manager who can do that. I 
give him credit. He took a last- 
place ball club and finished 
second with it. Head-to-head, 
he had the best record of 
anybody against us. Beat us 
eight outta 12." 

Nobody has ever said Martin 
can’t handle a ball club on the 
field. Still his employers in 
Minnesota and Detroit let him 
go even though he led both 
those clubs to first-place 
finishes in their divisions. 
Martin’s uncommon in¬ 
dividuality made him too in¬ 
tractable for his bosses with 
the Twins and the Tigers, too 
much for them to take. 

His present boss, Brad 
Corbett, says there’s no such 
problem now. 


"I heard a lotta things about 
Billy," he says, laughing, "but 
he’s the easiest guy in the 
world to work for as long as you 
just do it his way.” 

Brad Corbett says this as a 
joke, and he says it right in 
front of Billy Martin, adding 
more seriously that Dan 
O'Brien, the Rangers’ general 
manager, and Martin are "the 
two pivotal guys" in the 
organization. 

"We feel the only way to 
have a successful one is to 
communicate our ideas to one 
another," says Corbett. "Billy 
sits in on our board meetings 
and communicates his prob¬ 
lems to us; we communicate 
ours to him. Sometimes we 
shout and argue for an hour, or 
an hour-and-a-half, but we’re 
all wohl2 lz irp-ard the same 
end." 

If you pin down Corbett, he 
says Martin has the last word. 


"But," he puts in quickly, 
"we like some of our ideas felt 
within these parameters." 

Unquestionably, Martin did 
an extraordinary job keeping 
the Rangers in contention 
practically all the way last 
year. He was voted the 
American league Manager of 
the Year and deserbed that 
distinction. The club drew 
1,193,902 fans, nearly double 
the total from the year before, 
and that didn't make the 
owners unhappy either. 

For the most part, Martin’s 
relationship with the front 
office was smooth. 

He wished to keep rookies 
Mike Hargrove and Jim Sund- 
berg and was permitted to do 
so. Both did well, Hargrove 
batting .323 and winding up the 
league's Rookie of the Year. 

"If I were with another 
organization and wanted to 
keep Hargrove .and Sundberg, 


I'd have run into arguments 
with the front office," says 
Martin. "They'd have said, ‘oh, 
no, keeping ’em up instead of 
sending 'em back down is 
gonna hurt ’em.’ Those other 
front office guys are living a 
hundred and seven years ago. 
This club never said a word to 
me." 

Under previous owner, Bob 
Short, Martin pretty much had 
the say over which players 
stayed up or went down. An 
owner always has the last 
word, but generally Short 
deferred to Martin's judgment 
in the matter of of ballplayers. 

Short sold the Rangers to 
Corbett and his associates last 
Spring, and later in the sum¬ 
mer when Martin sought to 
send 19-year-old lefthander 
David Clyde to the minors for 
two weeks a crisis developed. 

Bobby Brown, former third 
baseman with the Yankees, 
was calling the shots in the 


Rangers' front office at the 
time and felt a trip to the 
minors would hurt Clyde. He 
over-ruled Martin and Clyde 
stayed with the club. 

Martin's thinking was this: 
the Rangers were going on a 
road trip to California and 
Minnesota, and since both are 
predominantly right-handed 
hitting clubs, Gyde wouldn't 
normally pitch against them. 
He felt it would do Clyde more 
good to get in a few starts with 
Spokane of the Pacific Coast 
league, and then come back. 

When the Rangers returned 
home, Clyde was shelled hard 
by the Yankees in front of a 
huge crowd. The kid was 
embarrassed. 

Angry, Martin leaked the 
story to the press of how Brown 
had over-ruled him. Corbett 
called a meeting, summoned 
both Brown and Martin and 
made peace. Brown still is 


listed as a club director 
although not expected to be so 
active anymore. 

"In retrospect," says Cor¬ 
bett, "I probably feel Billy was 
right. The big thing we were 
concerned about was David's 
options. They're important, 
and we didn't wish to give up 
one of them for only a couple of 
weeks." 

Corbett is completely aware 
of the arrangement Martin had 
with Short, but he also points 
out Short no longer owns the 
ball club. If he's smart, Billy 
Martin will always keep that in 
mind. 

"Bob certainly made 
commitments to Billy," agrees 
Corbett. "When we boubht the 
club, though, we introduced 
our own ideas regarding 
operation. We're just not the 
same type managers as Bob 
Short. I will say this, however: 
there’s no doubt Bily saved the 
franchise for him down there."

VERSAILLES, Ky. (UPI) - 
Louie XIV would have had 
someone's head. The kindly _ 
King Arthur wouldn't even' 
have stood for it. 

But plain old Rex Martin, a 
native of the eastern Kentucky 
coalfields, has had to put up 
with fire, floods and a lack of 
stone masons in his efforts to 
build a real castle. 

The unfinished structure an¬ 
chors a hill three miles west of 
this Woodford County seat, 
which ironically bears the 
same name as the famous 
palace outside Paris, France. 

It's an object of curiosity, a 
bit of the Middle Ages, or 
perhaps fairyland, smack in 
the middle of this bluegrass 
country of stately homes and 
thoroughbred horse farms en¬ 
cased in traditional white 
fences. 

“I’m going to finish it. I hope 
to get it finished this spring," 
promised Martin in a rare 
interview. 

Martin, a Lexington con¬ 
struction executive, has been 
reluctant to talk about the 
castle since he broke ground 


1 the I 


' battlement walls about 
years ago. 

“I'm not saying it’s a work of 
art,” he said in explaining his 
hesitancy to discuss the 
project. "But if you were an 
artist, you would much rather 
a painting be finished rather 
than unveiled before com¬ 
pleted.'' 

Rain has stained the once- 
brilliant white walls of the 
castle. Weeds have overgrown 
what could be a bluegrass- 
covered field leading up to the 
double wooden doors which 
open onto the court yard. 

Most travelers slow down as 
they pass this Camelot setting 
some 300 yards north of U.S. 60, 
one of the busiest highways in 
central Kentucky. Children 
press their faces to the win¬ 
dows, wondering who lives in 
the castle on the hill. 

It has been over a year since 
workmen labored on the two- 
story living quarters, hidden 
by the 15-foot-high walls on all 
four sides. 

Tar paper covers the frame 
inside the walls, prompting one 
neighbor to call it an 1 'eyesore'' 


and wishing Martin would 
finish what he has started. 

Martin said he would like 
nothing more than to do just 
that. 

"I guess it's just been my sad 
year," he added, noting that a 
shopping center he was 
building burned and a flood 
destroyed some apartments he 
had built. 

"Another problem I have had 
was getting stone masons," 
Martin said. "I can get 
bricklayers but stone laying is 
a dying trade. Most of the 
masons are old and they don't 
want to get on something tall 
when they can work on farm 
fences.” 

What got Martin interested 
in building a castle? He said he 
came up with the idea during a 
trip to Ei 

Howeverifie said he doesn't 
really lik«to refer to the 
structure aijta castle, even if it 
does reseijble a movie set 
con struct etfiior a King-Arthur- 
and-his roundtable flick. 

"It’s basIMly utilitarian,” 
he said. "Tho towers will be 
guests' apartrnents, through 


one will be a cabana for the 
swimming pool. It's basically a 
home with Gothic architec¬ 
ture." 

Though Martin has not 
wanted publicity about the 
castle, it's hard to ignore. 

“There’s not a day that goes 
by that somebody doesn’t ask 
me about it,” said Bobby 
Gould, manager of a service 
station within site of the castle. 

"The first thing they want to 
know is is that a castle?’ And 
then they want to know who is 
building it,” he said. 

State Rep. Vic Hellard, D- 
Versailles, said as soon as 
somebody finds out he is from 
Versailles "they want to know 
about the castle first and then 
about Happy Chandler.” 

Happy Chandler, former 
baseball commissioner and 
twoterm Kentucky governor 
from Versailles, said he likes to 
"envision the castle with a 
moat in front of it and knights 
in armor.” 

Rex Martin, however, said 
he merely wants to think of it 
as a home. "And I am going to 
finish it," he repeated a third 
time.

Ivan’s car 
runs on 
illegal gas 


MOSCOW (UPI) - If Ivan 
Ivanov is lucky enough to own 
a car, he probably knows one 
ritual well—the art of buying 
illegal gasoline. 

In a country that claims to 
have escaped the ravages of a 
fuel crisis, it remains a 
paradox that a major black 
market in gasoline thrives in 
the Soviet Union. 

Corruption at state-owned 
gas stations is so high 
authorities have banned 90 per 
cent of the facilities in Moscow 
from making sales involving 
cash. 

The decree, quietly imposed 
at the beginning of the year, 
requires motorists to buy 
coupons at stores and then 
exchange them for gasoline at 
a station. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia reported recently that 
teachers, scientists and engi¬ 
neers were quitting their 
prestige jobs to apply for 
openings as service station 
attendants, hoping to join the 
bonanza at the state-owned 
pumps. 

The chief sources of illegal 
gasoline are the gas stations 
that belong to so-called state 
enterprises such as ministries, 
truck stops and taxi centers. 

They are for state vehicles 
only and the public is not 
permitted to stop. But in 
practice, many of them do a 
iarge black market business. 

The situation arises because 
professional drivers in the 
Soviet Union are given special 
gasoline coupons depending on 
the distance they drive. 

Some drivers give inflated 
figures on the distance they 
drive and sell the surplus 
coupons to station attendants 
for a fraction of their value. 

Then the station attendants 
sell the gas for rubles which go 
into their own pockets. At the 
enJ of the month, they have the 
illicit coupons to cover the 
theft. 

Izvestia said station attend¬ 
ants were caught in one area 
last year with 700 rubles ($980) 
worth of illegally purchased 
coupons. 

Another source of black 
market gasoline stems from 
the old-style pumps used at the 
public stations. They are 
marked off in five-liter incre¬ 
ments and that is the way gas 
is sold. 

But many times the sale will 
be uneven—a man who hands 
in 25 liters in coupons might 
find there is room for only 21 
liters in his tank. 

Since it is already paid for, 
the station attendants sell the 
excess for their own profit. 


$800,000 IN NEW & USED CARS & TRUCKS MUST BE SOLD 


To dramatize the corruption 
at the stations, Izvestia said, 
the government placed several 
selected stations under rigid 
controls in 1974. 

One station had profits of 
273.000 rubles ($382,000) under 
government scrutiny. The 
previous year, when no one 
was watching, profits were a 
slim 88,000 rubles ($123,000). 

The newspaper theorized 
that the difference had been 
siphoned off by illegal black 
marketeering. “Don't you 
think it was a gold flow? 
Imagine how much was lost,” 
the newspaper said. 

The practice of "under the 
table" sales of gasoline now is 
so prevalent that an 
established system and 
etiquette has sprung up. 

At a transportation ministry 
station in the heart of Moscow, 
a man drove his private Volga 
car in and parked to one side 
away from the pumps. 

He walked up to a window 
where the station attendant 
was seated reading a 
newspaper. The man paced 
past the attendant and then 
strode back without stopping or 
looking at the woman. 

He then thrust his hand in a 
pocket, withdrew some rubles 
and looked the other way. 
Without looking up, the attend¬ 
ant activated the pump and the 
man hurriedly filled up his car. 

The scene was repeated 
throughout the day.

Banning the bug - no 
answer to car sales slum 


DETROIT (UPI) — Detroit’s automakers say Imported 
cars, despite their growing success, didn't create the 
domestic car sales slump and banning them from the U.S. 
market would not cure it. 

Alter February's new car sales figures are analyzed, it 
turns out the imports-with 146,200 sales-aceounted for 
better than one of every five cars sold in the United States. 
The 21.4 per cent penetration is second only to 22 per cent in 
August of 1971. 

Still, the consensus is banning of imports would hurt more 
than it would help. 

U.S. imports generally account for about 15 per cent of 
sales—a figure analysts say is lowest among industrialized 
nations with the exception of Japan. 

What automakers and lawmakers are worried about, 
however, is "dumping," a practice banned by treaty in 
which an automaker will sell cars in other countries 
cheaper than they are available where they are made. 

Sen. Robert Griffin, R-Mlch., has called for an in¬ 
vestigation of allegations that Volkswagen is suffering 
losses on all the cars it sells in the United States. VW of¬ 
ficials say changes in currency rates account for charges 
they are selling cars in this country at a lower price than 
Germany. 

Until February, says W. D. Eberle, president of the Motor 
Vehicle Manufacturers Association, imported vehicles did 
not increase their market share relative to domestic makes 
during the 17 month slump that began with the start of the 
Arab oil embargo in September, 1973. 


In recent Washington testimony, Eberle said there would 
be some gain in U.S. auto industry.employment if qtoorted 
cars were banned. But, he said, those gains would beqffset 
by loss of employment among U.S. importers and defers 

But the worst economic impact from U.S. import I 
could come from inevitable retaliation, Eberle said. 

"Our trading partners around the world are suffering! v 
from the same recession as we are," Eberle said. "They « 
could not afford to accept our controls without placing ’ 
restrictions on U.S. products.” 

Eberle said it has been good that industrial nations have 
so far avoided the temptation to take unilateral action to 
restrict imports. 

"They remember the havoc such actions wrought in the 
Depression of the 1930s." he said. "Resisting this temp¬ 
tation has kept the global recession from becoming far 
worse than it is.” 

Another fallacy of import car barriers, Eberle said, is 
that every dollar spent on an imported vehicle would other¬ 
wise be spent on one built by U.S. workers. 

"There is no domestic counterpart to many of the foreign 
models," he said. “So buyers of those cars could not switch 
to a comparable American car." 

Eberle emphasized that restricting trade is not the an¬ 
swer to the employment crisis in the U.S. auto industry, 
where up to 250,000 workers have been off the job. There 
really is no "quick fix" solution, he said.

Gifford Grodd, one of New 
York's leading clothiers, says 
the nation's economic ills have 
drastically changed men's 
clothing-buying habits: men 
prefer to feel safe rather than 
individualistic so they buy suits 
and coats that last. 

Grodd has won a national 
reputation as president of Paul 
Stuart, a Madison Avenue 
men’s clothing store that likes 
to project the "Paul Stuart 
image.” This, he said, means 
catering to the professional 
man who wants good clothing 
that is different without looking 
faddish. 

"Trends in men's clothing 
have always been an evolution, 
a mixture of a warm bath and a 
cold shower,” he said. "Men 
are nostalgic for a warm bath 
—flannels and button-down 
collars —and it is the new 
styles that provide the cold 
shower." 

"Now people tend to retrench 
and buy the things they will get 
the most mileage out of. They 
do not have as much desire to 
be individualistic. But there is 
a bright spot: there are still 
some who set the pace and 
we've got to keep him turned 
on. 

"This man will buy clothes 
that are bright and fresh and 
when things get better he will 
be the leader. But in the 
meantime, for many men, it’s 
back to the flannels, the 
tweeds, the button-down col¬ 
lars." 

Other word on changing 
buying habits of men comes 
from the National Association 
of Men’s Sportswear Buyers, 
an organization which advises 
various buyers at department 
stores and specialty shops 
throughout the nation on trends 
and new fashions. 

The NAMSB, in a recent 
bulletin, reported manufactur¬ 
ers and retailers had made a 
"dramatic adjustment to the 


‘new economy’ which isn’t 
quite the kind of economy that 
was predicted." 

"For one thing," it said, "the 
recession mood was supposed 
to create a demand for basics, 
and some firms made the 
switch accordingly. What has 
happened is the ‘basic’ custom¬ 
ers turned out to be extremely 
price conscious and difficult to 
do business with when huge 
amounts of merchandise were 
being closed out through 
discounters, factory outlets, 
etc., as well as through con¬ 
ventional stores. 

"Some firms have taken the 
opposite route and with good 
success. They are con¬ 
centrating on items which 
command a good price at full 
markup and can keep a firm in 
business if styling and 
marketing are correct The 
item trend is not confined to 
men’s wear but is being felt in 
ail apparel markets and even 
in big ticket hard goods like 
automobiles." 

The NAMSB said there were 
indications the men’s wear 
market has weathered the 
worst of its economic problems 
and that there were now some 
favorable signs —retail sales 
have been firming for the past 
three months, inflation is 
slowing some and personal 
income is holding steady. 
Another aspect of the new 
economy is realistic pricing, it 
said. What this means is that 
the original price quoted on an 
item will be closer to the 
eventual sale price. It said that 
several years ago when the 
typical retail price for a suit 
was $100 to $150 a survey 
showed that the average price 
actually paid by a group of 
consumers was $55, prices it 
attributed to closeouts by both 
manufacturers and 
wholesalers. Now manufac¬ 
turers are working closer to 
orders and at minimum 
markup and stores are buying 


close to the selling period and 
avoiding such surpluses. 

Most of the men’s clothing 
Industry is keeping a close 
watch on sales at J.C. Penney 
Co. Penney, the nation’s 
second largest general mer¬ 
chandise chain behind Sears, 
took note of recent rebates on 
cars and rolled back retail 
prices on an extensive list of 
men’s clothing by as much as 
25 per cent. 

If Penney’s sales go up, look 
for price cuts by other men’s 
clothing firms. 

"There has been some sof¬ 
tening in raw materials prices 
at the wholesale level that we 
are passing on to our 
customers," a Penney spokes¬ 
man said. "This is not a 
temporary thing.” 

An official of the National 
Association of Retail Mer 1 ’’ 
chants, representing 30,000 
retailers, confirmed that there 
is a clear trend toward lower 
clothing prices. ■' 

“Things are .easing,” she 
said. "We have heard from the 
field that prices are coming 
down. It’s, ft the air."

CARACAS (UP1) - Severe 
air pollution is threatening the 
Venezuelan capital's 
reputation as "the branch 
office of heaven." 

Caracas earned that nick¬ 
name because of its year- 
round, spring-like mountain 
valley climate but the 
Venezuelan mines ministry 
says the level of toxics in the 
atmosphere over the city has 
become excessive. 

The government experts also 
predict the situation will get 
worse. 

Ironically, the main source 
of pollution in the capital of oil- 
rich Venezuela is the gasoline 
engine. The ministry says cars, 
trucks and buses account for 88 
per cent of the 1,360 tons of 
pollutants spewed daily into 
the atmosphere. 

, The shape of the city and the 
complete dependence of its 2.1 
million inhabitants on cars and

buses aggravate the problem. 

Caracas is located in a long, 
narrow valley nestled in the 
mountains 3,000 feet above sea 
level. Pollutants tend to be 
trapped over the city by the 
inverted bowl effect. 

Along its streets move 
250,000 cars, buses and trucks 
every day. There are no sub¬ 
ways or electric trains to carry 
residents and commuters. 

The exhaust fumes from the 
velucles form a blue haze over 
the city. Added to this at times 
is smoke from a huge burning 
garbage dump located on the 
outskirts of the city. 

"The studies of the atmos¬ 
phere in the city show that the 
residents of Caracas are 
headed towards a slow death- 
asphyxiation by pollution," 
concluded the newspaper El 
Universal.

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Art is puppet cookies 
and bread sculptures 


"Bread Sculptures and 
Puppet Cookies" are in the 
glass cases at the Newton Free 
Ubrary through the end of 
March. 

Created by Adrienne 
Lowcnthal of Newton and her 
three children, Kevin, 13, 
Jenny, 12, and Micah, 6, the 
exhibit features wedding 
breads and breads shaped in 
the forms of animals such as 
alligatoors and lions. 

The puppet cookies depict 
characters from the "Nut¬ 
cracker Suite,” including the 
Sugar Plum Fairy and Clara, a 
girl on a bicycle, "Hippo on the 
Move," and other whimsical 
and charming characters. 

Bread sculpture was an 
ancient art form done 4000 
years ago in F.gypt where 
bread was shaped into 
animals, flowers, and a variety 
of symbols as offerings to the 
Gods. 


Baking was considered a 
magical and sacred process, a 
medium for expressing a belief 
in myths, legends, and taboos. 
I-atcr, in countries such as 
Switzerland and Germany, 
ornate molds were carved and 
this became a highly developed 
art. 

In Mexico, "the Day of the 
Dead" finds sugar skulls, 
crossbones, and skeletons; 
there are elaborate Cretar 
wedding breads; Peruvian folk 
art dolls and statues of inedible 
dough elaborately painted; 
Russian Easter breads; Greek 
breads with Easter eggs baked 
into the bread itself; and 
Jewish challahs intricately 
braided. 

According to Ms. lowcnthal 
"Bread Sculpture" is a most 
pleasurable tactile and taste 
experience, and can be done by 
anyone two years old or older. 


The dough can be rolled 
punched, pinched, kneaded, 
cut, sculpted, or pressed into 
molds. 

Ms. Lowenthal teaches 
creative workshops to people of 
all ages, both for the City of 
Newton and privately. She has 
also taught batik and bread 
sculpture at Angier School for 
the Newton Recreation 
Department, and currently 
teaches book illustration using 
batik, and is working on sets 
for the Newton Country 
Players. She illustrated two 
children's books, "Folk Tales 
Africa,” and "An Adventure in 
India." 

The exhibit along with a 
selection of craft books will be 
on view through the end of 
March. Library hours are 
Monday - Friday, 9-9; Satur¬

Opponents of boys' home rely on zoning 


Two direct abutters to 390 Dedham St., a house 
owned by the Lutheran Service Association and 
proposed as a residence for eight special-needs 
boys, have said the matter is primarily a question 
of upholding the integrity of the zoning ordinances. 

Mrs. Mary Wirthlin, 380 Dedham St., next door to 
the projected boys’ home, said in an interview this 
• week that she would not object to the home if it 
vere owned by a married couple and run as a 
ome, rather than an institution. 

Mrs. Wirthlin said, “I can relate to a home. 1 
'can’t relate to an institution.” 

.The plan of the Lutheran Service Association to 
have ho use parent couples spend hall a week at the 
home on an alternating basis makes the home an 
institution, Mrs. Wirthlin feels, which lack the 
continuity of a real home and is subject to frequent 
- change of personnel 

An institution does not belong in a single-family 
district, Mrs. Mirthlin said. 


Mrs. Wirthlin is the mother of 10 children 
ranging in age from seven weeks to 13 years. 

She could not in conscience allow her children to 
associate with the eight boys nor go to the house, 
she said, because of the institutional character of 
the home as proposed. A single set of “parents" is 
necessary, she feels, to make the, house a home 
that she would be willing to let her children visit. 

Mrs. Wirthlin and others question the fairness to 
people living in a neighborhood of arbitrarily 
allowing houses to become institutions over neigh¬ 
borhood opposition. 

Miss Esther Winslow, 559 Parker St., next door 

on the other side of the proposed home, does not 
want the character of the neighborhood to change 

in any way. 

Miss Winslow lives in a house built by her 
grandfather, who owned a great deal of land in the 
vicinity and took care to see that it was developed 
properly, she says. 

“The dream was for good houses on fair-sized

lots, each occupied by a family who would ap¬ 
preciate it,” Miss Winslow said in a statement at 
the public hearing last week. 

“I would feel as if I were going against 
everything my grandfather stood for by saying, ‘It 
doesn.t matter," she said this week. 

Her house on Parker Street is one of the few older 
houses in Residence B district (the rest are in A), 
and when she decided to stay there , she said, she 
felt secure that the zoning regulations would 
protect her house. 

Other opponents of the proposed home have cited 
such factors as traffic, the mode of operation of the 

home, psychiatric treatment of the children and 
other factors. 

Whether in fact the granting of permissive use to 

the Lutheran Service Association for the use of the 
house is the opening wedge in the deterioration of a 
neighborhood will be decided first by the Land Use 
Committee, which will discuss the matter in open 
meeting March 24, and then by the whole Board of 
Aldermen. 


The Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Declining Enrollment recommended to the 
School Committee Monday that no schools be 
“consolidated" until September, 1976. 

Erna Gill, chairwoman of the 14-member 
committee, presented a summary of the 300- 
page report in the full auditorium of Bigelow 
Junior High School. 

If the School Committee wants to close an 
elementary school by September, 1975, it 
must make this decision by April 13. 

But Commilleewoman Dorothy Reichard 
said, "I don’t see how it’s going to happen." 

Committeemen Alvin Mandell and Herbert 
Regal also said they did not think it was 
possible to close schools this fall. 

CACDE member Ronald Nutlall, from the 
Newton Taxpayers Association, was the only 
committee member to interpret the report as 
meaning five schools could be consolidated by 
1979. 

Using the guidelines in the report, he said 
he feels that school district lines can be 
changed this fall to equalize surplus space, 
and said he would like to see two schools 
consolidated in fall, 1976, possibly two more in 
1978 and an additional one in 1979. 

Nutlall used the definition of surplus space 
in the nine-page summary of the recom¬ 
mendations, which says a surplus exists when 
the pupil-teacher ratio drops below the 
current average of 23 to 1 and more than 15 
percent of the possible homerooms are used 
as resource rooms. 

Not included in this 15 percent calculation 
would be rooms for nursery schools, day care 
and “super resource rooms,” rooms used by 
more than one school for things like media 
centers. 

During its months of weekly meetings, the 
enrollment committee dealt with the fact that 

most of the surplus space is at schools on the 
south side of the city. 

Although it would like to see surplus space 
equalized throughout the city, it did not 

recommend busing students from one part of 
the city to another. 

The whole committee made, in its report, a 
“strong endorsement of redistricting among 
continuous districts with minimal or no 
busing where feasible." 


“Encouragement of a voluntary program of 
open enrollment" with the establishment of a 
central car pool resource center," was 
another recommendation. 

The CACDE concluded that cilywide 
concerns should be the basis for consolidation 
decisions, with the School Committee trying 
to preserve the neighborhood concept 
wherever possible. 

The report said, "The decision...to con¬ 
solidate a particular school should not be 
influenced by existing programs ullizing 
surplus space; however...every effort should 
be made to relocate programs where there is 
demonstrated need." 

Other considerations in choosing a specific 
school were cost savings by closing a school 
that has a higher maintenance and capital 
improvement costs, consideration of how the 
school could be used, and a minimal 
disruption of students in the closing of a 
school.

Focus on the economy 


Food co-ops are a place to save 
on produce in exchange for work

(Editor's note: This article is the second in 
a series of four stories on the economy that 
are designed to offer helpful suggestions.) 


Cooperative buying started in this area 
in 1882 with the Harvard Cooperative 
Society, and the same principles have been 
incorporated into the dozen food co-ops in 
Newton. Neighborhood food co-ops in 
Newton started no more than four years 
ago with impetus from the social protest 
movement to eliminate the middle-man. 


All Newton co-ops carry fresh produce at a 
considerable savings from the super¬ 
market costs, but one must be willing to 
plan a week's order and contribute work 
hours for the savings. Elaine Dittner of the 
Peace and Beans Food Co-op at Eliot 
Church, Newton Corner, said savings 
range from 10 to 50 per cent, with an 
average of 25 per cent. Her co-op has about 
24 households in it, with each household 
contributing four hours of work each 
month. Each Tuesday, members turn in a 
list of items that they want to buy for the 
week. After one or two members compile 
the lists into one order, some other 
members pile into a station wagon and 
head to Paslan Brothers, a produce dealer 
in the Chelsea market. 

Distribution is made at Eliot Church 
between 4 and 5 p.in. on Wednesday, which 
limits the number of participating 
households. 

Peace and Beans now has openings for 
new households at a charge of $17 to cover 
the costs of the first week's purchases. 

Most co-ops have some kind of "slush 
fund” or service surcharge to cover 
bruised broccoli, tarnished turnips or 
squashed strawberries. At Peace and 
Beans, one of the oldest coops in the city, 
there is a 5 per cent to 12 per cent sur¬ 
charge. 

The Ekos Co-op, which distributes from 
a member's basement with another 
member's old refrigerator in it, presently 
has a wailing list for new members, as do 
many coops. 

But this group was formed from waiting 
lists of existing groups, so this should not 
discourage anyone from going on a wailing 
list. 

Margaret Siegfried of Ekos, which is the 
Greek root for "economics," said the coop 
also has a social purpose for her.

NCDF right to 
build contested

The Newton Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF), embattled housing 
organization, won two rounds this week by 
default, but now faces a bigger fight. 

Lewis Manfredi, 44 Beecher PL, this 
week withdrew his appeal to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals of the issuance of a 
building permit to NCDF to construct 50 
units of low- and moderate-income housing 
at the end of Hamlet Street, Chestnut Hill. 

Also this week a case already docketed 
in Middlesex Superior Court, appealing 
the issuance of a permit to start foundation 
work by NCDF, has been withdrawn. 

Instead the opponents of NCDF will 
appeal the recent extension for five years 
of a permissive use granted by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1974. 

NCDF filed for and obtained the five- 
year extension of permissive use (special 
permission) early this year because of tlie 
numerous lengthy appeals and court

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Aldermen may test 
school budget policy 


Rankled by the refusal of the School 
Committee to come up with a clearcul vole 
on the $32 million school budget, the Board 
of Aldermen Monday night by a 21-2 vole 
backed its Finance Committee's resolution 
asking for a new School Committee vote 
"in the spirit of the city charter." 

The School Committee vote of 4-3 with 
two abstentions did not represent a 
majority vote to many aldermen, 
especially those on the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, which at its school-budget review 
meeting had voted unanimously to request 
by resolution that the budget be revoled. 
The vote was subsequently declared 
legal and valid by the School Committee 
chairman and no new vote was taken. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small, who has waged a public battle with 
the School Committee over loo few and too 
small cuts in the school budget, has said 
several times that he hopes to convince 
enough aldermen so that the Board can cut 
some items. 

Aid. Alan Barkin cautioned the Board 
that if it does not vote the School Com¬ 
mittee budget, a court can assess a 25 
percent penalty on the amount not ap¬ 
propriated. 

Stale law gives school committees 
autonomy over school budgets. 

"No way would I vole for that budget," 
Small said. "I hope enough members feel 
that way.” 

Small went on to say that in his opinion 
the School Committee could cut the budget 
without affecting in any way Newton’s 
"quality education, whatever that is." 

"At least 50 percent of the (favorable) 
letters and phone calls I’ve had have been 
from teachers, and there wasn't one until 
yesterday that disagreed,” Small con¬ 
tinued. 

Aid. Jason Sacks, the maker of the 
original resolution calling for the revole, 
commented, "Three times in my time on 
the Board of Aldermen we have challenged 
the school budget. This is the first lime we 
have been asked to vote on what a minority 
(of the School Committee) voted." 

"It could be an interesting test case," 
Aid. David Cohen observed," but $7 
million penally?" 

Small explained, "I’m not suggesting 
voting against the whole budget. I have 
said I'd not vote for it as is. I suggest 
culling some." 

"If we cut $1 million and it went through 
the courts and we found we were wrong — 
and I’m not sure we would be — they'd get 
$250,000 more ui penalty. What would they 
do with it?" Small said. 


It was Aid. Jospeh McDonnell who 
amended Sacks' requested revote to in¬ 
corporate a request that a majority vote of 
the nine-member School Committee be 
achieved. 

Only Aid.- Thomas Concannon and 
Richard McGrath were opposed, and 
Board President Eliot Cohen was absent 
from the meeting. 

In other action at the short meeting, the 
Board approved finally the Newton South 
automotive center, accepted the mayor's 
withdrawal of the appointment of Charles 
F. Miller to the Youth Commission and set 
April 15 as the date for a public hearing on 
the final portion of the mayor's 
reorganization plan. 

Miller was approved by a one-vote 
margin at the last meeting of the Board, 
but then the vote was reconsidered, and it 
was apparent that the appointment would 
be defeated. 

Norumbega 
land to be 
appraised

Appraisals on Norumbega, will be 
sought according to Charles Thomas, 
planning director.

the Norumbega Association, 
commented that because there 
is no selection process for the 
children, the Daly bill "will not 
help those who need education 
the most." 

The Backman bill calls for 
use of Boston schools, in¬ 
stitutions and government 
buildings for the education of 
children from communities in 
which the population is more 
than 15 percent nonwhile, with 
approval of the slate Board of 
Education and with state 
payment of 75 percent of the 
cost plus the cost of tran¬ 
sportation. 

"This goes a long way 
toward the stale funding of 
education,” Ms. Dwelley 
remarked. 

The Backman plan is also 
voluntary, with no selection of 
students. 

The bill proposed by the state 
Board of Education would 
allow communities of over 
100,000 population to send 
students to other communities 
by agreement between school 
boards and would have the 
state pay for transportation. 

The bill proposed by Herbert 
Regal is the only bill "tied to 
empty classrooms,” Ms. 
Dwelley explained. Regal's bill

JOB SATISFACTION

The parade of department 
heads justifying their budgets 
and outside agencies looking 
for funding by the city con¬ 
tinued last Saturday at the 
* aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee's budget review. 

Among the departments 
under scrutiny was the Health 
Department, which in addition 
to employing 18 registered 
nurses and eight physicians, 
contracts with several Newton 
agencies and the Newlon- 
Wellesley Hospital for delivery 
of health care. 

During the questioning by 
Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, were 
uncovered what appears to be 
some overlap in services 
between the Human Resources 
Department and the Health 
Department and possibly some 
friction between the two 
department heads. 

Asked whether his depart¬ 
ment could spare some nurses 
to help with the Human 
Resources Department 
program for the elderly, Dr. 
John Athans, health com¬ 
missioner and city physician, 
replied that last fall he had 
offered to help and had visited 
the Newlonville Drop-In Center 
to see whether the facility was 
suitable. He found it unsuitable 


and proposed changes and then 
heard no more. 

Meanwhile, he learned that 
the Human Resources 
Department was conducting a 
blood pressure clinic with the 
aid of nurses from Boston 
University. He said he objected 
and so informed Mayor 
Theodore Mann and has heard 
no more, 

Athans said he feels that all 
such clinics should be under 
the aegis of the Health 
Department. 

The Visiting Nurse 
Association contract, dropped 
from the Health Department 
budget this year, appeared in 
the budget for the Department 
of Human Resources, Small 
noted, and asked Athans why. 

Athans replied that there had 
been no contract and he never 
knew what the visiting nurses 
did, so he eliminated the $2960 
from his budget. 

He had no reply to Small's 
question about why it had been 
it previous budgets. 

The much-touted transfer of 
the dental clinic from City Hall 
to the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital has not gone as well as 
expected, according to Athans. 

Under terms of the 
agreement with the hospital, 
the city was to have paid the 


hospital $40,000 a year for three 
years to get the clinic started, 
after which time the hospital 
would lake over completely. 

The dental clinic is used by 
children from low-income 
families referred by the 
schools. 

The problems in the clinic 
relate to the absence of a full¬ 
time coordinator as promised 
in the contract' Athans said' 
and he is withholding payment 
until “the situation is 
clarified,” he said. 

Administrative Assistant 
Paul Moan added' “It's not the 
hospital we have a quarrel with 
— it's the dental school." 
Newton contracts with the 
hospital, which contracts with 
Boston University dental 
school. 

Athans said he is "very 
concerned'" and although “we 
are delivering services to the 
citizens as promised, we may 
not be able to continue.” is 
$57,757 for the 

In the Health Department 
budget Newlon-Wellesley- 
Westcn Multi-Service Center, 
which counsels teenagers, 
provides a medical 
examination clinic, and serves 
as a short-term residence, and 
$115,853 for the Newton 
Guidance Clinic . 


Police still seeking shooting suspect 


Police are looking for a black 
rriale suspect in connection 
with the shooting of a black 
man and his white, estranged 
wife in Newton early Sunday 
morning. 

Police received a phone call 
at 5:01 a.m. Sunday reporting a 
shooting at 17 Washington St., 
the home of DeWitt Stewart, 30. 

Sgt. Roy Fairweather was 
the first policeman on the 
scene and found Stewart had 
been shot once in the face at 
close range and once in his 
right arm. 

Nan D. Stewart, 26, of 384 
Franklin St., Newton, was shot 
twice in the left leg, and once in 
the left thigh, according to Det. 
Capt. Waller D. Drew. 


Early Wednesday morning, 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
reported DeWitt was in fair 
condition under intensive care, 
and his wife was in good 
condition under regular care. 

Both rooms are under 
protective police guard. 

Capt. Drew said Mrs. 
Stewart described the 
assailant as a black man. 

He was a passenger in a car 
with several persons who she 
said she could not describe that 
drove up to the car she and her 
husband were sitting in. The 
passenger first pointed the gun 
at Mrs. Stewart, Drew said, 
ordered her not to move. 

He then walked around the 
car and shot Stewart, and fired 
at Mrs. Stewart when she tried 


to leave the car, Drew related. 

Drew said Mrs. Stewart was 
only able to identify the car 
that carried the assailant as a 
large, recent model, dark- 
colored car. 

Drew said he is checking out 
all of Stewart's associations, 
including the areas of Lowell, 
Kingsborough, Downtown 
Boston, and Cambridge. 

Police said Stewart was at 
one time a drug counselor for 
the Third Nail in Roxbury, and 
has been a drug counselor for 
the past four years. 

Drew did not know if the 
shooting was drug-related, but 
said, “We have no lead yet that 
has proved fruitful, but there is 
plenty of information coming 
that has to be checked out."

Parking ban stays 


Two proposals to ease up on 
Newton's on-street parking 
restrictions were defeated by 
the Board of Aldermen this 
week. 

A measure to rescind the 4-6 
p.m. ban on parking on the 
west side of Centre Street in 
Newton Centre was voted down 
by the full Board 13-7’ despite 
the fact that the proposal was 
for a 60-day trial and had been 
approved by the Street Traffic 
Committee. 

The committee last week had 
heard last week from Newton 
Centre businessmen, who 
claimed that the ban was too 
restrictive and kept customers 
away. 

Ira Segal, spokesmen for the 
merchants at the meeting, 
complained that the new 
Chestnut Hill Mall has taken 
much of the business away 
from the Centre, and that 
relaxation of the parking ban 
was needed to bring more 


business. 

He said he would soon be 
considering closing his men’s 
clothing store on Mondays 
because of lack of business 
activity. 

But for a variety of reasons 
the aldermen did not go along 
with the proposal, introduced 
by Aid. Joan Saklad. 

Street Traffic Committee 
Chairman David B. Cohen said 
he would rather have traffic 
use Centre Street, "a major 
artery from the turnpike to 
other areas of Newton,” than 
travel narrow residential 
streets to avoid the inevitable 
traffic slowdowns that would 
occur during rush hours if 
parking were reinstituted on 
Centre Street. 

Cohen pointed out that both 
the Traffic Commission and 
the chief of police had urged 
denial of allowing parking 
because of the difficulty that 
emergency vehicles would 


encounter. 

Aid. Michael Lipof agreed 
and suggested that education 
of the public about the ex¬ 
tensive parking lots behind the 
Centre Street stores would 
help. 

Making access to stores 
through back entrances easier 
and more attractive would 
induce use of the back parking 
lot, Aid. Susan Schur said. 

The other measure con¬ 
cerning parking was a proposal 
to amend the ban on all-night 
parking throughout the city so 
that it would be in effect only 
between Nov. 15 and March 15. 

The Board voted 11-8 to 
uphold a recommendation of 
the Traffic Commission and 
the police department to leave 
the ban in effect year-round. 


Police Chief William F.

Justice Herbert Wilkins of 
the Supreme Judicial Court 
last week denied a request for 
an injunction against the hiring 
of 12 women police officers for 
the Newton Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The appeal of a previous 
denial of an injunction was 
brought by the two candidates 
for the police department, 
Colin MacNevin and David 
Marlin. 

In his decision, Judge 
Wilkins said the plaintiffs had 
not established that they will 
sustain irreparable injury 
because of the hiring of the 
women and had not established 
that the action of the trial 
judge, Judge Raymond Cross, 
in denying the earlier request 
for an injunction should be 
interfered with pending ap¬ 
peal. 


Appeal ot Cross' decision 
that "selective certification," 
a process that advances 
women’s names on the Civil 
Service list of police ap¬ 
plicants, was legal and valid 
may be filed up until April 3. 


However, PU. John Quinn, 
president of the Newton branch 
of the Massachusetts Police 
Association, said on Tuesday 
that he doubts that there will be 
an appeal. Such a case would

Knock, 

knock 

"Knock, knock" jokes have been around 
longer than most of us. The punch line 
answer is often different and zany but the 
lead-in “Who's there ?" almost 
automatically set us up for a laugh. 

But we have an unfunny "Who's there?" 
situation that exists too often in com¬ 
munities like Dedham, Boston, Norwood, 
Newton and others. In many of these 
circumstances it is the public who is 
knocking on the door of so-called "ex¬ 
ecutive sessions," closed door hearings and 
similar secret meetings, The inquirers 
want to know — and they have every right 
to know — what is going on behind the often 
closed doors of their public officials. But 
when the interested public identifies 
herself or himself to the question "Who’s 
’there?” the retort — in too many cases— is 
"Oh, it's you. What we are doing here and 
now is none of your business." 

That's neither fiction nor funny. 

Of course, the answer from behind the 
closed door is seldom so blunt. But more 
often, far more than is necessary, we — 
you, me, the public — are told that the 
discussions the deicision making debates, 
the decisive details that lead to ap¬ 
pointments of this or that individual rather 
than another, the arguments for awarding 
a license here rather than there — are 
really none of your business. 

The fact that many public officials hide 
behind closed door sessions for their meaty 
meetings is no surprise in Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

Sure, we have an Open Meeting Law. 
But, as it stands on the books right now, it 
is so weak and wishy-washy that almost 
anything qualifies for secret sessions. The 
too broad law — intentionally made that 
way —permits executive sessions for 
reasons of finances, personalities and 
public security. 

And that can be used to hide everything 
and everyone. 

But changes are in the wind. More than 
one bill has been filed with the legislature 
this year calling for far more candor and 
honest dealings with the public. 

This newspaper has joined with other 
sponsors of House bill 3390 calling for-more 
open meetings. This specific bill goes much 
further than the current law. And it would 
put teeth into violations. 

Some of the highlights of the bill call for 
all meetings to be open with only a few 
designated exceptions that are clearly 
spelled out. It would also require records 
be kept for later release to the public. And 
the bill 3390 would go a giant step further 
and mandate fines ranging from $10 to $200 
for officials who violate the proposed law. 

The proposal may be modified so that it 
has some chance of passage. But it clearly 
bespeaks the growing demand on the part 
of the public to know more about what is 
going on in their government. 

Sometimes newspapers are held respon¬ 
sible for not reporting what goes on within 
community governments. In point of fact 
they don't know the details because of 
loopholes in the present law. Certainly, 
that's no secret. 

And neither should so much of the 
public’s business be secret. If you like 
being told "It's none of your business," 
then sit back, do nothing. 

If you are sick of the secret sessions and 
the "surprise" decisions that pop out much 
later then let your legislator know you 
want more openness in meetings before he 
comes knocking for help in the next elec¬ 
tion. 
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Inflation hits North High

Inflation is taking its toll on Newton North High School. 

"It's hit us terribly hard in our budget in instructional 
supplies and new equipment," said Principal Richard M. 
Mechem. 

Paper for instance has risen from 80 cents per ream in 
Sept. 1973 to $1.65 per ream. 

"It also hits us hard in terms of teacher's salaries. The 
rate of the increase in teachers' salaries has not kept pace 
with the rate of inflation. You get a lot of bitterness," said 
Mr. Mechcm. 

"Inflation's felt very directly here," said Administrative 
Assistant Atwood P. Dunham. 

'Hie school is on a fixed budget yet prices have been 
steadily climbing. As a result the school’s buying power is 
radically reduced. 

"We can't buy as much so we have to make priorities," 
said budgetary manager Donald Mitchell. 

Prices of science materials have doubled and trebled in a 
short Ume. Glassware and plastics have gone up at least 10 
percent since 1972. The costs of books has increased from $6 
to $10. The cost of chemicals has risen sharply. 

"We have to ask people to be very careful about the use of 
materials. We're very conscious of the need to conserve," 
said science department head Jacob Skilken. 

The English department suffers in terms of equipment. 

"We have an adequate supply of books. Unlike the science 
and social studies department we don't have to update our 
texts. We do need more equipment for the Mechanics of 


Reading and Art and Technique of the Film courses,” said 
English Department head Mary Lanigan. 

"The most critical effect is not material — it's human. 
The effect of the depression has had on the budget for 
staffing has resulted in the loss of three staff members in 
two years. 

"This has affected our tutorial and elective programs. I 
believe staff cuts will affect the quality of education at 
NNHS," said Ms. Lanigan. 

"Inflation threatens to flatten us," said social studies 
department head John Livingston. 

"Where the hurt is biggest is on field trips. Bus tran¬ 
spotation is more expensive so if we do go on a field trip the 
kids have to pay for themselves," continued Mr. 
Livingston. , 

"What worries me is that inflation doesn't make it 
possible for us to innovate," said Mr. Livingston. 

"We're in a vicious circle,” said technical vocational 
department head Orrin Braw. 

As the cost of colleges goes up. the enrollment of the 
technical vocation program tends to increase. The 
program's policy of job placement for students after 
graduation becomes more difficult as industry tightens and 
job opportunities become scarce. 

Adding to this problem, some graduates on this program 
have been laid off. 

The library is having its problems too. The price of en¬ 
cyclopedias has gone up as much as $100 and the price of 
yearbooks has doubled. The fact that students steal about 
700 books a year does not help matters. 

"We're all victims of a horrible situation," said head 


librarian Edwin Beatty. 

"We'd like to install more furniture, put metal backing on 
the shelves, and expand our book supply, but our budget is 
limited. We have to hunt for bargains on books. Sometimes 
students, teachers or outside people donate books and we 
appreciate this," said Mr. Beatty. 

"Mr. Mechem and the administration have been doing . 
their best to give us what we need but we're all in a bind," 
said music department head Smith. 

"We would like to improve our phone services and install 
permanent locks on lockers," said Mr. Dunham. 

"Instead of accomplishing these projects during one 
vacation period for example we have to spread them out 
over a long period of time, said Mr. Dunham. 

The Open Campus Program tries to be self sufficient. 

"We try to offer the best programs we can with the money 
that we have," said Bill Becker as 'open campus coor¬ 
dinator. 

The Home Economics department is cutting costs 
through borrowing materials and buying less. 

The staff members have various attitudes toward the 
recession. 

"We should think positively rather than negatively. 
Thinking too negatively makes things worse," said Mr. 
Braw. 

"Perhaps the recession will produce a degree ot 
awareness of what life is really about and how to deal with 
it," said Mr. Skilken. 

Home Economics department head Carolyn Woodbury 
summed up the general feeling at NNHS, “We have to be 
careful just like the ordinary housewife". 


We will never understand the Arabs

'The American 
belief in the separa¬ 
tion of church and 
state is a secular 
doctrine completely 
alien to the vast 
Arab world.' 

President Ford and Secretary Kissinger 
can achieve little toward Mideast peace 
that does not begin with Mohammed and 
his Koran. They lose the only map they 
have. 

The American belief in the separation of 
church and state is a secular doctrine 
completely alien to the vast Arab world. 
Islam is the sustained theological, social 
and political doctrine that holds together 
the 460 million Moslems, even though there 
are an appalling number of sects. 

Consider Syria alone. The Sunni sect 
overwhelmingly predominates. In fact, 
Syrian President Hafez al-Assad faces an 
especially difficult role because his 
Alaouite sect is minor. But there are 
Druze, Malikis, Metwali and Siite sects as 
well. 

Relatively recent Mohammed, bom in 
Mecca 570 years later than the Savior in 
Bethlehem, is the only man who wrote the 
testament of a major faith within his 
lifetime. Moreover, astoundingly, 
Mohammed's activity occupied only 10 
years. 

A rather shy man (although ultimately 
an enormous warrior) and a late starter in 
life, Mohammed was still an unsuccessful 
evangelist in Mecca at 52 when he left for 
Medina. Moslems call this the Hegira and 
Mohammed reached this rival city Sept. 
20,622. His power began then. Now he was 
acclaimed the Prophet. 

Born was the "shahada," the Moslems' 
central creed - "La ilaha illa-'llah wa 
Muhammadun rasulu-Tlah" (There is no 
God but Allah and Mohammed is his 
Prophet). 

As Mohammed wore a "burnoose" or 
the smaller “ghutra" these are still worn. 


He decreed Friday (not Sunday) as rest 
day. It still is. He decreed alcohol 
dangerous, which is why most Arabs 
abstain. And a fez of green indicates you 
have made the pilgrimage to Mecca. 

Mohammed at 24 had married a widow 
named Khadija, age 40; his only wife 
during her lifetime. But after Khadija died 
his life swirled with wives. He married his 
cousin Zanib, whom he had first given in 
marriage to his adopted son Zaid. He 
married favorite Ayesha. He also married 
Safiyya, a Jewess. And on June 8, 632, 
sickened of fever, he died - age 62. 

Islam's great expansion came when 
Mohammed's brother-in-law Omar I 
conquered Egypt, then - as now - the most 
populous country in the Arab world. As 
caliph from 634 to 644 Omar brought Islam 
there. 

In Arabic Mohammed’s Koran is called 
the Qur'an, the Recitation. His entire 
Koran is only two-thirds as long as the New 


Testament alone. The chapters, except the 
first three, are arranged according to their 
length; the longest first, the shortest at the 
end. Unfathomable initials head 29 of 
them, their meaning remaining a mystery. 

The mosque, the heart and sotQ of Arab 
world cities and countrysides, is officially 
called “al-masjid al ja’mi,” the place 
where you prostrate yourself to God. And 
the muezzins say the first beautiful, 
soaring, haunting call to prayer (the 
"azan") from the lofty minarets five 
minutes before dawn - “Come love, come 
weep, come wonder" - and finally the 
"salat Il'asr" before sundown. 

The architecture is often superb (an 
Arab built India's Taj Mahal), but there 
are no seats, statues, pictures, etc,, in 
accord with Moslem law; only Koran 
verses and the names of Mohammed (99) 
and his companions on the walls. 
Overlapping rugs carpet the floors and 
worshippers remove their footwear (the 


especially devout also their socks), don¬ 
ning slippers. 

The semicircular "mehrab,” reserved 
for the “iman” prayer leader, points 
toward the “gibla," Mecca’s Ka’ba (Black 
Stone), the holiest of places. A seat atop 
steep stairs at the right is reserved for the 
"Khabit," the preacher. 

The Koran calls its message the "sidk,” 
the truth. It insists; “The life of this world 
is but a pastime." All is ordained. The 37th 
chapter says why: “Allah created you and 
all your actions. Mektoub. It is written." 

The Arab's life arrangement is not in 
respect to himself and his fellow man. 
Mohammed taught that it is a verticie 
arrangement. It is in respect to himself 
and Allah. 

The true believer, living by the word of 
the Koran, has not changed and will not 
change - in fact, refuses to change - for 
President Ford, Secretary Kissinger or 
anyone any time or ever. 


The CIA bugaboo in Portugal

Events in Portugal suggest not only a new 
setback for democracy but also new woes for 
the United States. 

The setback for democracy stems less from 
the defeat of a rightwing uprising apparently 
led by former President Antonio de Spinola 
than from the fact it apparently hardened 
determination of the country's ruling Armed 
Forces Movement to retain permanently 
dictatorial powers. 

New difficulties in U. S.Portuguese 
relations may be expected from the ap¬ 
parently unshakeable conviction among 
leftwing elements of the Armed Forces 
Movement that iu rule is threatened by the 
Central Intelligence Agency of the United 
States. 


With the abortive uprising not yet under full 
control, Brig. Gen. Otelo de Carvalho, chief of 
Lisbon’s security forces, was suggesting U. S. 
involvement, and saying U. S. Ambassador 
Frank C. Carlucci "had better leave after 
what happened today." 

In what could be interpreted as an open 
invitation to violence he declared, “I cannot 
at the moment guarantee his physical 
security, and it is, in fact, possible that he 
may suffer from some unpleasantness, which 
would be very disagreeable for our govern¬ 
ment." 

In a magazine interview last October, the 
general had said, "We know that the Central 
Intelligence Agency is a grave problem.. The 
Americans have a morbid terror of Com¬ 
munism, and, as you know, have a series of 
specific organs against it. The CIA which uses 


the most incredible methods— and you only 
have to look at the example of Chile-is 
probably the most dangerous but it is 

not the only one. 

“NATO is another example of an 
organization created specifically to fight 
communism." 

General de Carvalho is not a chief 
spokesman for the entire Armed Forces 
Movement which, in fact, appears to be split 
in its attitude toward the United States. 

President Francisco da Costa Gomes has 
expressed warm regard for both the United 
States and Portugal s ties with NATO 

In general, however, the Armed Forces 
Movement leans left. Outspokenly leftist is 
Premier Brig. Gen. Vasco dos Santos Con¬ 
ceives. 


Less than 24 hours after the short-lived 
rebellion and Spinola’s flight to Spain, the 
regime announced a government reor¬ 
ganization and establishment of a 
"revolutionary council" which would make 
its powers permanent. 

Politicians said they expected the council to 
have the right to introduce and veto 
legislation, reject presidential candidates, 
and appoint the key ministries of economy 
and defense. 

One liberal politician called it a “blueprint 
for military dictatorship." 

In any event, it seemed another bitter 
defeat for the moderate socialists and the 
center Popular Democrats who have fought a 
rearguard action against both the military 
and the Communists in an attempt to bring to 
Portugal at least the beginnings of 
democratic government.

Completing asbestos cover-up 


(Editor's note: Justine Kent 
Urilam sent this letter to Aid. 
Sidney Small and members of 
the aldermanic Finance 
Committee with a copy to the 
Newton Graphic.) 

Dear Chairman Small: 

Coming up this Saturday, 
March 22, is an appropriation 
request already approved by 
the Public Building Com¬ 
mittee, which would correct 
the continuing problem of 
asbestos at Newton North High 
School. 

The price lag is $100,000. 
While this sum is not small, we 
request that your committee 
pass upon it favorably. The 
danger which the continued 
presence of exposed asbestos 
presents to students and 
teachers will not disappear 
through some fiscal rubric that 
these are hard limes 
economically for the city. Hard 
times or not, the situation must 
be corrected eventually as both 
Dr. Nicholson, the asbestos 
expert, and most aldermen 
admit. 

The time to act is now, we 
feel, rather than later. For one 
thing, sprayed asbestos in all 
buildings is very poor long 
term insulation which starts to 
fall off appreciably from its 
steel beams some five years 
after application. Since the 
asbestos at the high school was 
applied in 1971, its zero hour is 
fast approaching. Not only can 
some large chunks of asbestos 
already be seen on the floors, 
but other particles of smaller 
size invariably drop into the 
atmosphere where they con¬ 
taminate the air. 

As one can see, a favorable 
reading of the air in the high 
school one month can 
drastically change the next 
month as the asbestos begins to 
fall out in ever increasing 
amounts. So, one can hardly 
take comfort in some readings 
which show low levels of 
asbestos at the present time. 
They are bound to get worse. In 
fact, one sample of the corridor 
air rights now shows a very 
high concentration of asbestos 
particles which, if accurately 
sampled, presents a serious 
heailh problem already. 

No, the lime to cover up the 
asbestos is this summer and 
the funds to finance it are 
needed this coining Saturday. 
In fact, these economic hard 
limes may prove to be a boom 


for the city in one respect. 
Many contractors are entering 
lower bids in an attempt to 
keep working at all, now that 
construction projects have 
fallen off so sharply. Gene 
Larson, the public building 
commissioner, wants to be 
given the go-ahead to seek bids 
now because of this fact. He 
says that much repair work is 
being done more cheaply now 
than ever before in recent 
years. 

We feel that most members 
of this committee and the full 
Board of Aldermen have been 
supportive of the asbestos 
cover-up in the past. We ap¬ 
preciate this support and ask 
you to approve funds to con¬ 
tinue the good work that has 
already been started. Back in 
the summer of 1973, locker 
rooms were sealed against 
asbestos. The next summer

If the issue before us were a 
petition to change the zoning of 
the neighborhood in question 
from single-family dwellings to 
dwellings for unrelated per¬ 
sons who are not permanent 
residents, I would oppose the 
petition because I own a single 
family Dwelling in this 
neighborhood and pay 
premium taxes to the city for 
the privilege of owning this 
dwelling. 

For a similar reason, I op¬ 
pose petition 71-75 for per¬ 
missive land use which would 
alter the land use from that of a 
single family dwelling to that 
of a dwelling for unrelated 
persons who are not permanent 
residents. 

If the issue were this simple 
and it were simply a matter of 
neighborhood sentiment 
concerning this petition, it 
would not be neceassary for me 
to speak to you since I believe 
that most people in this 
neighborhood are on record 
against the petition. 

However, I speak to you 
because the petitioner is at¬ 
tempting to make the issue a 
moral one concerning charity 
as practiced on the part of both 
the petitioner and the City of 
Newton. 

Charity begins with one's 
own community and children. 
Yet, neither the petitioner nor 
the children concerned are 
Newton residents, Newton 
residents. PD Charity comes 
from one's own personal 
concern and from one’s own 
pocketbook as illustrated, for 
example, by those who care for 
foster children in their own 


home or by those who work 
with disadvalaged children 
without charging for services 
rendered. Yet, the petitioner is 
neither personally involved nor 
is the petitioned land use to be 
borne at the expense of the 
petitioner. 

Members of the petitioning 
service association are not 
taking the children in question 
into their own houses nor even 
into their own neighborhood. 
The petitioning service 
association will receive its 
operating expenses for the 
petitioned land use not from its 
own members but almost 
entirely from state welfare 
funds at a approximate rate of 
$30-day-child which does not 
include the state cost of 
educating the children. Nhile 
the staff and officers of the 
petitioning association are paid 
for services rendered, the 
petitioner would seek tax-free 
status, as it has on a previous 
variance, so that it would not 
have to pay for municipal 
services rendered. 

Finally, charity builds up a 
community and does not tear it 
down. This community's 
children will not benefit from 
the petitioned land use. Yet, 
the petitioner will reduce the 
tax base of Newton if allowed 
to do so by the community. 
Needless to say other service 
associations outside of Newton 
are also looking for a green 
light to come into the city. 

I therefor ask each of you to 
understand the moral issues 
involved so that your action 
will reflect the majority sen¬ 
timent of this neighborhood, 
will discourage a similar 
situation in the future in your 
own neighborhood, and will 
protect the tax base of this 
community.

When consolidation is made, CACDE said 
parents should be involved in the transition 
and staff should be moved to the absorbing 
school.

Uses for the extra space that the enrollment 
committee suggested were: magnet schools, 
expanded Metco and Chapter 706 programs, a 
13th year high school program, a south side 
alternative high school, senior drop-in cen¬ 
ters, a cultural affairs center, daytime 
continuing education programs, CETA 
programs and space, recreation uses, and 
full-time day care programs. 

The enrollment committee was strongly 
congratulated for its extensive report by the 
School Committee and members of the 
audience. 

Many of the individual members of the 
enrollment committee issued separate 
reports of their own in the full report. The 
complete document, 30 were printed, is 
available at City Hall in the clerk's office and 
the mayor's office, and in the School 
Department offices at Stearns School on 
Watertown Street. 

Lee Lasson of Newton Highlands, asked 
whether programs in surplus-space rooms 
would actually be moved to another school 
when consolidation occurs. 

She said schools have built up different 
philosophies— some have a sequence ap¬ 
proach, oriented to students—and she felt the 
pupil-teacher ratio is too high as it is now. 

John Stewart of Lower Falls, who has at¬ 
tended many of the declining enrollment 
committee meetings, wanted to know how 
many schools would be closed under the 
committee's recommendation that “con¬ 
solidation must take place" when a school is 
operating below a 50 percent capacity. 

Although Mrs, Gill said she did not apply 
this to any specific schools, Nuttall said after 
the meeting that, using the formula without 
redislricling, Memorial School would be 
operating at half capacity by fall, 1976, and 
Spaulding by fall, 1978. 

The School Committee will meet Monday, 
March 24, at Hyde School and Tuesday, 
March 25, at 6:30 p.m. in Stearns School, the 
administration building at 285 Watertown St., 
to consider the enrollment report. 
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"We pay attention to where the food 
comes from, whether we buy union grapes 
and lettuce, and why cukes in mid-January 
doubled in price, which happened to be due 
to a flood in Arizona," she said. 

Ekos is made up of families on a limited 
budget and those with unpredictable in¬ 
comes, such as architects, and many 
young professionals, such as teachers and 
resident doctors. 

“Every co-op has its own flavor," Ms. 
Siegfried observed. 

Explaining the healthy aspects of the co¬ 
op, she said, "It's pleasant to work with 
others. It gives you a sease of in¬ 
dependence, to be responsible for one's 
own food. 

Mrs. Betsy Leilch of Grace Episcopal 
Chnich Co-op mentioned another pointed 
that Ms. Siegfried had noted. 

"It was cheaper with frozen vegetables 
in the supermarket, but now il’-s less with 
fresh vegetables," she said. 

Bernice Olton of the Grace Church Co-op 
said the group started in October, 1974, and 
still has openings for a few households. 

Mrs. Olton said she likes the co-op not 
only because she saves on the cost of food, 
but she learns a lot about her fellow man 
and herself by dealing with the way other 
people do things. 

Food Day 

Rita Richmond of Newton Centre Co-op 
will speak on food co-ops at Food Day, 
sponsored April 17 at Day Junior High 
School. 

With all these small co-ops in the city, it 
has been suggested by some that a 
storefront co-op could be started like the 
ones in Cambridge, Brighton, and, most 
notably, the Boston Food Co-op, largest in 
the area. 

Mrs. Richmond said she had organized 
three meetings with all 12 co-ops last 


summer, but most of them preferred to 
keep the close feeling of neighborhood 

° < The meetings stopped, Mrs. Richmond 
said, because "Newton is so 
over organized," that no one has time for 
another meeting during the week. 

One largeco-op which will have 
openings in about a month is the Boston 
College Food Coop in Chestnut Hill. 

Joe Downing at the BC coop said there 
are 500 members who regularly order 
produce, eggs, butter, cheese, and grains. 

There is a $3 annual charge, with a 
surcharge of W per cent, which may be 
reduced to 10 per cent in the summer. 

The buying Ls done through NEFCO, the 
New England Food Coop that helps advise 
and organize all coops in New England. 

Downing, who can be reached at 964- 
2549, said he will be willing to help any 
group start its own coop after prospective 
members have read some of the books 
currently published on the subject. 


The Best Food Coop deals strictly with 
organic food. 

There is room for more members, but 
they must be willing to pul in four hours of 
work per week, including selling an alarm 
clock at 4 a.m. Thursday in order to pick 
up fresh food at Logan Airport. 

Besides produce. Best also carries meat, 
milk, and grains. If interested in joining, 
call I-ee Robbins at 734-9636. They have 
members from the Greater Boston area, 
and currently distribute in Wellesley Hills, 
and will be switching to Newton in the 
summer. 

The only other co-op in Newton that may 
have openings is the Unitarian Church Co¬ 
op in West Newton, which met Tuesday to 
reorganize its work recording system.

Itwas their feeling that the remainder of 
the land "be set aside as a natural park 
and that its beauty and tranquil at¬ 
mosphere left untouched for the present 
and future generations." 

The report staled that the members 
were “strongly opposed to the creation of 
another Lyons Parte with its playground 
and ballfields.” They felt that many 
residents in the area were elderly and said 
that “this trend towards an older 
population is likely to become more 
pronounced in coming years as the 
number of students in Newton schools has 
been steadily declining in recent years,” 
The Giezentanner-Kharidia schematic is 


to be finished by April 14 when the 
developer's petition for a change of zoning 
comes before (he land use committee and 
the planning board of Newton. 

While the fight for the land continues, 
the firm of Robert Denny McAuliffee,

NCDF right to build contested 


delays it had encountered in its efforts to 
build housing. 

Funding of the project has been assured 
by the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. 

The organization, which was started in 
1968 by some 22 Newton clergymen, 
originally planned to build about 500 units 
of housing on 10 sites scattered throughout 
the city. 

Opposition, attrition, and lack of money 
diminished the number of sites to the one 
at Hamlet Street, and housing there was 
made possible only by the misfortune of 
the Towers condominium. 

In Uie fall of 1973 the Towers' permissive 
use was found to have expired, and by that 
time the temper of the Board of Aldermen 
had changed enough so that renewal was 
not to be had easily. 

In order to obtain the needed permission 


to construct the luxury condominium 
apartments, the Towers trustees agreed to 
help NCDF build its housing on the ad¬ 
jacent land with a total of $ 162,000 invested 
in a limited partnership with NCDF. 

Because of the delay in the Board of 
Aldermen, the Towers lost its commitment 
for construction financing and never could 
get into or off the ground. The land has now 
been foreclosed and will be sold at auction 
April 7. 

Meanwhile, according to Attorney 
Robert Cohen, who has represented 
abutters to the NCDF property in their 
efforts to prevent NCDF from building its 
planned 50 units of housing, another 
lawyer, Wayne DiCarlo, has filed or in¬ 
tends to file an appeal in Superior Court of 
the extension of permissive use. 

DiCarlo was not available for comment 
at his home or at his office.

Cohen said that the extension of the 
permissive use “opens up the original 
permissive use," which DiCarlo suggested 
last November he might contest. 

DiCarlo opposed the Planning Board’s 
decision that the land is "blighted" and 
therefore qualifies for corporate status 
under rules of the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency. 

At the hearing before the Planning 
Board DiCarlo challeged several points 
about Uie permissive use granted by the 
Board of Aldermen but did not pursue the 
matter through the courts. 

NCDF is presently in the middle of 
hearings before the Department of 
Natural Resources on whether the Con¬ 
servation Commission acted properly in 
regard to allowing NCDF to build under 
the Hatch Act (wetlands protection).

Schools 

No school projects are 
scheduled beyond fiscal year 
1976.

estate, originally requested for 
acquisition in 1976. 

Dolan Brook Ls estimated to 
cost $20,000 and the Kennard 
property was estimated at

The rest of the 1976 fiscal- 
year items relate to 
development of seven 
playgrounds. 

Improvements at these 
playgrounds are to include 
lighting of fields and tennis 
courts at Albemarle 
Playground, Cabot Park, South 
High, North High, Newton 
Highlands Playground, and the 
Newton Centre Playground' 

In 1977, a new playground is 
scheduled for Hunnewell Hill, 
Newton Corner, renovations to 
the field house at Burr Park 
are planned, and new 
basketball and tennis courts 
are scheduled for yet undecded 
locations.

Across the kitchen counter

Wednesday night, March 26th, marks 
the beginning of this year's Passover, a 
holiday celebrated by Jews the world over 
with the solemn Passover seder. 

The Seder Service recalls the ancient 
story of Israel’s redemption from bondage 
in Egypt. The purpose of the Seder is to 
give families the opportunity to ponder the 
dramatic and miraculous events which led 
to the exodus from an ancient land of 
slavery. 

According to custom, the leader of the 


Seder places symbolic foods upon the table 
as part of the ceremony. There are three 
matzos placed one upon the other and 
covered with a cloth to represent the 
Bread of Affliction and union of three 
religious groups of Jews. A roasted lamb 
bone symbolizes the paschal lamb and an 
egg is the symbol of the ancient festival 
offering. Horseradish, a bitter herb, 
recalls the bitterness of slavery. 
Charoseth, a mixture of grated apple, nuts 
and wine symbolizes the clay and bricks 
used by the Israelites when they were

slaves. Salt water, placed around the table 
in pitchers and bowls, symbolizes the tears 
shed by Jews while in captivity. Parsley, a 
sweet herb, stands for spring and growth. 

All leavened bread is banned from the 
house and unleavened bread or matzos is 
provided. The flat squares of matzos are 
perhaps the most important element at the 
Passover table. When the Jewish people 
fled Egypt, they had no leavening and on 
their long journey across the dessert were 
forced to eat flat unleavened bread. 

Many Jewish cooks serve traditional 
family favorites during the Passover 
celebration. The aroma of kugel-and 
knaidlach, chicken soup and lemoqy 
sponge cakes fills the air and though tKft 
homemaker may complain about extra 
baking, there is great pleasure in ; 
preparing dishes that “Mama used to 
make." 

CHICKEN SOUP 

1 chicken, 2 to 3 lbs. 

2 stalks celery with tops cut up 

2 small onions, halved 

3 carrots, pared and cut up 
1 parsnip pared and cut up 
1 teaspoon salt 

V 4 teaspoon pepper 
Water 

Put cleaned chicken and giblets in a pot 
and cover with water to two inches above 
chicken. Add remaining ingredients and 
bring to boil. Skim soup; lower heat to 
simmer and allow to cook for 2 hours or 
until chicken is tender. Strain soup and 
refrigerate; remove fat after it solidifies. 
Heat and serve with matzos balls (dum¬ 
plings). (Carrots and parsnip may be 
served with the soup; discard celery and 
onion pieces.) 

FLUFFY MATZO BALLS 
3 eggs, separated 
4 4 cup matzo meal 
4 teaspoon salt 

Beat egg whites until stiff; then fold in 
yolks, which have been beaten with the 
salt. Fold in matzo meal. I-et stand for 10 
minutes in the refrigerator. Form balls 
with a spoon and drop into boiling soup 
stock or salt water. Cover and cook at low 
heat for 35 minutes-do not uncover- 
recipe makes 12 large matzo balls. 
CRANBERRY STUFFING 
(Makes enough for a large capon or two 
small ducks. For a turkey, double the 
recipe.) 

1 cup diced celery 
1 cup diced ouioo 

4« cup chicken fat or pareve margarine 
3 cups matzo farfel (or 4 matzos, 
broken) 

'•j cup canned condensed clear chicken 
soup, heated 
1 teaspoon aalt 
1 egg, slightly beaten

Wrap each bun in aluminum foil, shiny side to the 
inside, folding the ends under. Place foil-wrapped buns on a 
baking sheet. Bake in a 350 degree oven 15 to 20 minutes. 
(You can prepare these in advance and refrigerate them:

allow extra time to heat through. Serves 4-6.

Audubon Society 
With the American Bicen¬ 
tennial coming up and the 
battles of Lexington and 
Concord soon to be celebrated, 
my family has been building up 
a fascination with America's 
past. The children especially 
are eager to join in some of the 
festivities. 

Just as I was working up a 
real feeling for the venerable 
age and glory of America, I 
received a letter from someone 
in a place where they measure 
the years “from time im¬ 
memorial." 

You'd think that in the town 
of Windsor, England, where 
Windsor Castle stands and 
where much of British history 
took place, historical 
preservation might be an easy 
matter. 

But it isn't. 

Patrick Ramsay, Chairman 
of the Windsor and Eton 
Society, wrote, "In the middle 
of Windsor there is an open 
space known as Bachelors 
Acre. From time immemorial 
the citizens of Windsor have 
used it for recreation. In 
medieval days the butts were 
set up here for long bosbow 
practice. Later it was used for 
games, for bonfires to 
celebrate great events, for a 
pleasant place to stroll and sit 
under the trees. At one time 
there was a 'Society of 
Bachelors' who used to meet 
here. 

“Gradually the local council 
encroached. First cars were 
parked. Then trees were cut 
down. Then lock-up garages 
built. 

“The linal straw was a 
proposal for a multi-story car 
park. The Windsor and Eton 
- Society decided that a stand 
must be made — and a golden 
opportunity arose. The 
Government decreed that all 
public open spaces should be 
registered in perpetuity as 
“Town Greens", open to the 
public forever. 

"The Society, after 
researching the full history of 
this part of Windsor, im¬ 
mediately registered 
Bachelors Acre — and the 
Chief Commons Com¬ 
missioner, the legal officer 
concerned, decided that the 
registration was valid. 

"The local council took the 
case to the High Court, and the 
Society risked all its funds to 
brief counsel — and won hands 
down. The borough council are 
now takingt the case to the 
Court of Appeal — the last step 
before going to the Judicial 
Committee of Die House of 
Ixirds. 

"The Windsor and Eaton 
Society arc confident of win¬ 
ning again — but the law can be 
expensive and so we have 
started a Bachelors Acre 
Fighting Fund." 

Somehow the story gives me, 
as an American, a strong sense 
of the unity between those 
attempting to preserve the 
beauty of the past and those 
working towards a future 
which will be worth living in.

March 4 will be remembered 
as the day I almost froze and 
did not see a Ross’s gull. 

Of course, both non-events 
have happened to me before, 
and many times. The dif¬ 
ference March 4 was that for 
the first time I had half a 
chance of seeing a Ross's gull, 
well, maybe a quarter chance. 

The problem was simple. 
Wherever I happened to be 
freezing in the wind, the gull 
which others had chosen to 
bear the mantle of Ross's, was 
at another place. While I lost 
heat on the barren dunes at 
Salisbury Beach, the gull 
reportedly was cavorting for 
the benefit of those peering 
through telescopes from Water 
street in Newburyport. When I 
moved to Water street, the gull 
had moved on an hour before. 

It was vaguely reminiscent of 
the fisherman's chant: "You 
should have been here 
yesterday.” 

Why would anyone want to 
see a Ross's gull? If the 
question is philosophical, it 
would be hard to answer. But 
supperficially, a gaggle of 
birders pursued the Ross's gull 
at Newburyport Harbor 
because it was the first bird of 
its species ever observed in the 
United States—except Alaska. 

In fact, except for the Ross's 
gulls that fly over Point 
Barrow, Alaska, each autumn' 
the Ross’s gull seldom is seen 
and is almost unknown to or¬ 
nithologists. 

One of the more unusual 
things about the Ross's gull is 
that instead of flying south in 
the autumn as many sensible 
birds do, it flies north to spend 
the winter searching for food 
on the polar ice. Many of them 
fly across Point Barrow toward 
the northeast in September or 
October. At that season the 
birds are moving from their 
breeding ground in nor¬ 
theastern Siberia. 

Why one of them should fly 
south for the first time in 
recorded history remains a 
mystery. The Newburyport 
bird has been traveling with a 
flock of Bonaparte’s gulls. The 
Bonapartes, like the Ross's, 
are smaller gulls. In fact, the 
Ross's gull is slightly larger 
than a mourning dove. The bird 
has a wedge-shaped tail, small 
pigeon-like head, and red feet. 
Although several of the small, 
dark-headed gulls have rosy 
breast plumage in the breeding • 
sea season, the Ross's gull has 
a pronounced rosiness of the 
breast at all seasons. 

Paul Buckley of Carlisle, a 
biologist with the National 
Park Service and an expert on 
gulls and related birds, con¬ 
firmed the identification of the 
Ross's gull as it flew near 
Salisbury Beach. Word of the 
rare bird was circulated by 
press wire services and 
Newburyport and Salisbury 
Beach became headquarters 
for hundreds of birders from 
around the United States.

Stringent safety, health rules, 
sought by Pines for camps 


State Representative Lois 
Pines (D-Newlon) and 
Representative Nils Nordberg 
(R-Reading) have jointly filed 
legislation calling for stringent 
safety and health regulations 
for youth camps throughout the 
Commonwealth. The public 
hearing on the proposal was 
held last week before the 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs Legislative Committee. 

Appearing in support of the 
bill were the New England 
Camping Association and the 
Office for Children. 

There is at present no 
comprehensive licensing 
procedure for Massachusetts 
camps. Therefore, all 
Massachusetts camps are 
basically autonomous, 
reporting to no one except the

Congressional hearings in 1974 
showed that many accidents 
could have been prevented if 
regulations had been 
established. 

Citing accident statistics, 
Representative Pines quoted a 
current publication of the 
Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare: 
"Over seven million children 
across the country now attend 
camp annually. 

Each year 250,000 of these 
children are involved in ac¬ 
cidents; 70 to 80 of these ac¬ 
cidents are fatal. For the sake 
of each and every child, and for 
the peace of mind of parents 
and the public, we must enact 
laws to prevent these 
tragedies. At present, there are 
no federal or state standards to 
be enforced in operating the 
youth camps." 

Under the proposed federal 
legislation, if a stale fails to 
develop its own camp safety 
standards or if its standards 
are unacceptable, federal 
minimum standards will be 
enforced in that state. The 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare plans to 
issue these proposed minimum 
standards within the next few 
weeks. 

Seven and one-half million 
dollars in federal funds would 
be available to those slates 
complying with the federal

Over 12,000 concerned 
citizens in Greater Boston 
communities continue their 
neighborhood rounds this 
weekend for the Leukemia 
Society of America 1975 fund 
raising campaign for the 
Greater Boston Chapter. 

They will march until a goal 
of $75,000 is reached so that the 
society's programs of 
research, patient-aid and 
public and professional 
education can be broadened. 

"leukemia can occur at any 
age. Though it has long been 
considered a childhood 
disease, it afflicts more 
adults," staled Richard A.

It has been 
leukemia research during the 
past decade that has 
brightened the future for 
leukemia patients.

Speaking on the topic, “A 
limit on Taxation in 
Massachusetts”, King will 
present a plan which he 
believes can effectively 
reslrain unbridled increases in 
taxation — a constitutional

cleaners, and always keep 
these items in their original 
containers, never in cups, soft 
drink bottles, or bottles 
bearing other prescription 
labels. 

3. Since children tend to 
imitate adults, avoid taking 
medicine in their presence. 

4. Forbid small children to 
eat or drink medicines, 
chemicals, plants nr berries 
they find. Insist on this! 

5. In speaking of medicines to 
children, call them by their 
right names and do not refer to 
them as candies. Safeguard 
pills that are candied, flavored, 
or colored, since children will 
eat them like candy. 

Teen-agers and adults can be 
poisoned fatally as well as 
children too young to read. To 
the five rules especially for 
children, the American Red 
Cross adds these for the 
protection of older persons: 

1. Do not take medicine from 
an unlabeled bottle. Be sure 
that all products are properly 
marked and read the label 
before using. 


2. Always turn the light on 
before taking or giving 
medicine at night. 

3. Clean out your medicine 
cabinet periodically. Get rid of 
old medicines by flushing them 
down the drain, rinsing the 
container in water, and then 
discarding it. Date all drugs 
when you buy them. Weed out 
the leftovers regularly, 
especially prescription drugs 
your physician ordered for a 
particular illness. 

4. Do not eat or serve foods 
that look or smell abnormal. 

5. Protect your eyes and skin 
when using insect poisons, 


weed killers, solvents and 
cleaning agents. Follow 
directions carefully. Be sure to 
wash thoroughly after each use 
of these things and promptly 
remove contaminated clothing. 
If products are spilled, be 
certain to clean up thoroughly. 

As a final recommendation, 
it is a good idea to take a Red 
Cross first aid course—it 
teaches poison prevention and 
what to do when someone has 
swallowed poison. The Greater 
Boston Chapter offers first aid 
courses at all levels of in¬ 
struction to individuals and 
groups throughout the year.

FLOWERS FOR TOUGH 
SPOTS: Now that the catalogs 
are all in, you might want to 
consider which flowers will 
tolerate pollution, soot and 
summer heat. 

Here are some recom¬ 
mended by the National 
Landscape Assn., and you 
might want to consider them 
for your home: 

1. Canna or Indian Flag. Has 
large banana-like leaves and 
blooms in many colors. 

2. Four O’clock, will bloom in 
the middle of desperately 
polluted conditions. 

3. Cleome or Spider flower, 
quite resistant to urban 
pollution. 

4. Periwinkle (Vinca rosea), 
has waxy leaves that shrug off 
dust. 

5. Impatiens or sultant, ideal 
flower for shaded areas and is 
pollutant-proof. 

6. Pansies (which we don’t 
think take tough conditions. 

7. Maltese cross or Lychnis 
chalcedonies, a perennial that 
is tough and drought resistant. 

8. Kochia or summer 
cypress, noted for its feathery 
foliage, not flowers. Good, fast 
inexpensive hedge. 

9. Angel Trumpet (Datura), 
with huge, white fragrant 
flowers. 

10 Shasta daisies, one of the 
few "city flowers" that are 
good for cutting. 

11. Cosmos, a colorful item 


with lacy leaves which stay 
clean. 

12. Moonflower vine, a 
relative of the morning glory, 
having large smooth leaves 
easy to wash clean. 

Although many gardeners 
are planning to raise more 
vegetables and fruits this year, 
we all agree that flowers are 
still important for our souls 
and peace of mind.

Dish water 
containing a detergent (any 
that you find in supermarkets 
are o.k.). Dip plants in—pot 
and all. This not only washes 
dirt and dust off the.plant and 
pot, but washes insects and 
eggs away. People wh® do this 
do not wash the detergent off 
afterward. Or you calf spray 
with a household detergent at 
the rate of 1 tablespoofljvjp a 
gallon of water. Be sulpi to 
shake thoroughly, and app&ss 
a fine mist on top and bottorn-of 
leaves. It's easy to prevent an' 
infestation than it is tqi ; _ 
eradicate one.

The Hayden Planetarium at 
Boston’s Museum of Science 
stands ready lo help people 
enjoy staj-studded spring 
skies. 

No matter what the weather 
outdoors, Museum visitors 
may attend the Planetarium's 
“Stars of Spring" program to 
see the planets and con¬ 
stellations that herald the new 
season. Presented March 18 
through 31, the program 
identifies prominent celestial 
objects in the night sky, as well 
as the sun’s movement on the 
first day of spring, March 21, 
and a late spring lunar eclipse. 

The planets, Venus and 
Saturn, will be visible in the 
evening sky. Mars and Jupiter 
will be visible before sunrise. 
The reflected brilliance of the 
planets and their time of 
visibility have given rise to the 
poetic expressions, "morning 
star” and "evening star." 

Spring is a convenient time 
to locate the Big Dipper, the 
Planetarium says, because it is 
directly overhead in the 
evening. With it as a point of 
departure, other star patterns 
may be identified. 

Among them Is the con¬ 
stellation, Virgo, through 
which an area known as The 
Realm of the Galaxies is 
sighted. Although this region of 
the universe contains at least 


1000 galaxies, and is more than 
30 million light years distant, it 
is one of the closer such star 
systems and some of its 
members can be seen with 
small, inexpensive telescopes. 

A total eclipse of the moon 
takes place the night of May 24- 
25. The moon will start moving 
into the central dark shadow of 
the earth at midnight. Totality, 
occuring when the shadow 
completely covers the moon, 
will begin at 1:04 a.m. and will 
end at 2:33 a.m. The moon will 
not disappear during totality 
but will seem to glow with a 
reddish light, an effect 
produced by the earth’s at¬ 
mosphere which bends some of 
the sun’s rays on the moon. 

The program is one of four 
offered to mark each season of 
the year. It will be followed, 
beginning April 1, by "Star 
Spangled Sky," a survey of 
discoveries and developments 
in astronomy paralleling the 
200 years since the founding of 
this country. American con¬ 
tributions to astronomical 
knowledge will be discussed. 

Planetarium programs are 
given daily and Friday nights. 
A fee of 50c above Museum 
admission is charged. Children 
under five are not admitted, 
although they are welcome In 
the rest of the Museum. 


Limit to land use 


The good earth is our 
heritage. But we have defiled 
and polluted too much of it for 
too long. 

How we use our land is now 
becoming an urgent national 
issue. In the near future, every 
state is likely to adopt a state 
land use program. 

The Norfolk County-New win 
Lung Association is concerned 
about the issue because 
careless land use results in 
dirty air. Air pollution con¬ 
tributes to lung disease. The 
deterioration and plllution of 
our environment diminishes us 
aU. 

Our misuse of the land has 
created decaying cities 
chocked by congestion and car 
exhaust, sprawling speedways 
and decrepit public tran¬ 
sportation, vanishing 
wilderness and open spaces 
which are closing fast, 
thoughtless disposal of waste, 
crushing energy demands on 
dwindling resources, and the 
confinement of poor and 
minority groups into urban 
ghettos. 

Our cities and towns have 
grown like Topsy, without 


rhyme or reason. And the Lung 
Association’s National Air 
Conservation Commission 
believes land use development 
must be organized and coor¬ 
dinated to protect and polish 
our now-tamished heritage.

Well, it might surprise you to know that sports card 
collecting is now one of the fastesUgrowing hobbies in the 
United Stales. And in these hard economic days, it might 
also surprise you to know that many cards are quite 
valuable. In fact, one card alone is worth between J1.500 
and $2,000. However, it is quite rare. 

The prize possession is a photo of Bonus Wagner taken 
right after the turn of the century. Wagner objected to the 
use of the card by a cigarette company, and, after just a few 
copies were issued, the card was discontinued.

Needless to say, cards such as that one are hard to come 
by. The largest manufacturer of baseball cards today, 
TOPPS. prints over one-quarter billion cards per year. 
However, mistakes do happen and cards on which mistakes 
have been made are very valuable. 

The two biggest bloopers in recent limes came last year. 
First, TOPPS, which must print their cards over the winter 
in order to meet a March distribution deadline, was in the 
middle of the San Diego-Washington mess. At printing time 
they had no idea whether the Padres would slay in San 
Diego or move to Washington, but the latter looked to be the 
better of the two possibilities. However, the team had ro 
name. 

TOPPS, therefore, printed the players’ cards with the 
names ' Washington, National league” on them. As luck 
would have it, the Washington team needed no name 
because there was no National league team in Washington. 
The Padres decided to slay in San Diego and TOPPS had to 
reprint the cards. However, some of the “Washington” 
cards got into the early packages. They are now worth 
between 75 cents and $1.00 apiece. 

The other mistake was the misspelling of the name 
Apodaca on a rookie card. Considerably more copies of that 
card are in distribution. 

Probably the classic mistake in baseball cards occurred 
in 1957 when TOPPS snapped a photo of a relatively 
unknown player named Henry Aaron. The card appeared 
that year with the youngster batting left-handed! 

Value in cards is not limited to mistakes, however. Their 
value quite often depends on who the players are and who 
the collector is. A copy of an A1 Kaline card by a Tiger fan is 
obviously worth a lot to that collector, even if there are 
thousands of cards floating around the neighborhood. 

Olherlimes, value is attached to cards if the player did 
something special during the year when his card was 
issued. For the first time, TOPPS has recognized this and 
this year's edition of baseball cards will include a mini¬ 
series of great events that occurred in baseball last year. 
Such happenings as Hank Aaron's 715th home run, A1 
Kaline's 3,000th hit, and Lou Brock's new stolen base record 
will be immortalized in cards. 

Getting Started 

One reason why collecting cards is an outstanding hobby 
is that the initial overhead for beginning the hobby is so low. 
All it takes is 15 cents for a package of cards and you're in 
business. 

For the serious collector, cards can be purchased by the 
box from candy wholesalers at a reduction of around one- 
third of the price. Thus, a box of 36 packages which retails 
for over five and one-half dollars can be gotten for around 
four. 

The next step is just spending some time digging. Attics, 
basements and garages of relatives and friends who have 
had children are an excellent way to pick up valuable cards 
at no cost. 

For someone who has some money to spend on collecting, 
advertising is a sure way to get some sellers. Local ad¬ 
vertising booklets offer free ads and are widely read. 
Parents who ordinarily would throw things away of¬ 
tentimes check out these booklets to see if they have 
anything of value. One of the best parts of my own collection 
was obtained this way from two elderly parents who were 
cleaning out their newly-married son’s room. They were 
glad to get the stuff out of their house, and I, was overjoyed 
to add ihe cards to my own collection. 

Collecting clubs are springing up all over the country, and 
these could also give an added dimension to card collecting. 
Local hobbyists meet periodically and exchange in¬ 
formation and cards, as well as tell stories about their 
experiences in sports generally. 

As a last resort for the really involved collector is the 
mail order business. There are a number of companies 
which offer to sell by the card or the set. Prices are a bit 
high, but for the truly interested person it's worth it. 

There are a couple of trade newspapers which are 
published for the purpose of disseminating cards. Most of 
these can be located by reading advertisements in sporting 
magazines. These papers offer classified advertising 
services so that local collectors can buy and sell through the 
mail. 

Other Manufacturers 

Buying cards from the drugstore issued by TOPPS is not 
the only place to acquire new cards. Often products use the 
cards as a lure for purchasers. The most freguent users of 
cards are cereal companies, notably Kellogg’s. Football 
cards appeared this winter in a bread company's product 
(these were printed by TOPPS for their use), and that issue 
was quickly followed by cards of the characters from

Looney Tunes, including Bugs Bunny, the Road Runner and 
their friends. 

Food products have historically issued regional sets, 
although these are dying out because of- the high price in¬ 
volved. During the 1960’s, franklurl companies used cards 
to sell their products, and dog foods were a major source of 
cards in the fifties. 

Cards can presently be obtained inside the package of a 
candy bar. 

Although most cards are now availabel in bubble gum 
packages, they originally began being issued through 
cigarettes. This pracitce is what prompted Honus Wagner, 
a non-smoker, to refuse a company from using his card in 
1908. 

Players Selected 

One of the biggest tasks involved in issuing a set of cards 
is the decision of who will make the parent clubs. Many 
limes these decisions have to be made in Ihe fall preceding 
the year of the card issue. Thus, Ihere is a greal deal of 
guesswork involved. 

Usually, any player who has a chance of making Ihe 
majors is signed to a contract by TOP PS for five dollars. 
Then, if his card is used, he receives either a flat fee and 
royalties, usually amounting lo around four hundred dollars 
per year, or an opportunity to receive gifts from the 
manufacturer. 

Baseball cards have now been officially recognized by 
such a bastion of baseball memorabilia as the Hall of Fame 
Museum in Cooperstown, New York They have added an 
impressive collection of cards U) their displays, and it has 
become a big viewing attraction. 

Why is bubble gum card collecting becoming such a big 
hobby? There is probably no one answer. Nostalgia, love of 
alhlelic competition, availability of cards generally, and 
low cost are some of the reasons. But whatever they are, 
there can be no question that cards have become almost as 
big a hobby as stamp and coin collecting and just as much 
fun.

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Walker is new baseball

NEWTON — “I guess I'm an 
idealist. I want things to be 
belter, so I set my goals and I 
strive for them,” said Newton 
High head football and 
baseball Coach Norman 
Walker. Mr. Walker spoke out 
against the ma teriali! tic 
values of pro sports and the 
pursuit of self-interest instead 
of group goals. Mr. Walker is 
replacing Riley House Master 
Edwin Fraktman as head 
coach of Ihe baseball team. 

Coach Walker expressed his 
concern that the materialistic 
attitudes of professional sports 
are hurting high school 
athletics. 

“The kids see the pros get¬ 
ting away with a lot of things 
and still getting praise and 
adulation. This kind of altitude 
has affected the kids, their 
altitudes and the way they 
approach athletics." 

Mr. Walker also cited the 
pursuit of self-interest as a big 
problem in Newton. He said the 
values of this form of in¬ 
dividualism run counter to 
what goes on in athletics. 

“At this school there is so 
much pursuit of self-interest 
that we don’t learn to respect 
and appreciate what the other 
person Ls doing. 


"It's a struggle just like 
anything else, but I have great 
faith in the kids. I call the shots 
where I think there's been a 
problem and then I hope the 
kids will respond. 

“I never liked the kind of 
system where the athletics are 
the big kingpins. But I don't 
think we’re much better off 
when a kid gives his best and 
goes relatively unnoticed," 


In addition to teaching here, 
Mr. Walker has taught at 
Newton South and Wayland 
High School. He earned his 
Masters degree at Harvard 
and is a Williams graduate. 

Aside from coaching football 
and wrestling here, Mr. Walker 
has coached a slate champion 
football team at Wayland and 
wrestling teams at Newton 
South and Wayland. 


Mr. Walker commented on 
the baseball team, saying that 
the team has potential, though 
he wouldn’t predict the league 
title. 

"You can't think in terms of 
the whole season. Of course 
everyone starts out expecting 
to win, but worrying about it 
lends to make you neglect the 
day-to-day activities."

California's unneededTaj Mahal

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — California is building a $1.3 
million governor's mansion after 40 years of idle talk and 
political bickering but new bachelor Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown, Jr., doesn’t want lo live in it. 

Hie ascetic 36-year-old Democrat, a former Jesuit 
seminary student, calls the state's new official residence 
now under construction a "white elephant" and an "un¬ 
needed Taj Mahal." 

He lives in a simple flat across the street from the Capitol 
and pays his own $250-a-month rent. 

"I said during the campaign that 1 would not live in that 
mansion," Brown says. "I will not live in it. 1 don't think it 
is appropriate for a governor." 

The mansion, which has been kicked around as a political 
football for decades, was handed to Brown by his 
predecessor, Republican Ronald Reagan. 

Reagan remarked in 1972: "After years of political has- 
seling, backbiting, snarling and fighting over this issue, 
maybe one thing 1 can leave to the State of California is a 
decent place for the governors to live.” 

TTie 12,000-square-foot Californi^Spanish style residence, 
scheduled to be completed this summer, will perch on a 
wooded bluff overlooking the picturesque American River 
east of Sacramento. 

Under the mission style tile roof, there will be a 2Lby-42 
foot living room, a 22-by-28 foot study, six bedrooms, two 
rooms for hired help, a 22-by-50 foot dining room that can 
seat 40 guests and a 22-by-28 foot recreation room. 

Flans originally called for a sauna, tennis court, swim¬ 
ming pool and a wine cellar that could double us a bomb 


shelter, but those ideas were scrapped in the Interests of 
economy. 

Brown says it is "not right" for the governor to have such 
a mansion when "40 per cent of the people of California 
cannot buy a home." 

"1 think we ought to have a governor who lives like ordi¬ 
nary people," he said. 

Brown studied the feasibility of halting construction of 
the residence after he took office Jan. 6 but finally admitted 
reluctantly it would cost taxpayers nearly as much to stop it 
as to finish it. 

Now he is looking for alternate uses. The governor has 
suggested it might make a good conference center for state 
employes or possibly a museum. Other suggestions range 
front using it as a halfway house for drug addicts to a 
shelter for wayward girls. 

One supporter of Brown, Assemblyman John Vasconel- 
los, a San Jose Democrat, quipped that the governor "ought 
to move into one room of the mansion and turn the rest of it 
into a children's home.” 

Reagan made the mansion his "pet project" in 1973 after 


he announced he would not run for a third term and would 
never live in the new residence. 

Reagan vacated the centuryold official governor’s 
mansion in 1967, after his wife complained that the house 
was a firetrap and the busy downtown commercial neigh¬ 
borhood illsuited to rearing their two small children. The 
Reagans moved Into a leased home and the mansion was 
converted into a state museum. 

Brown’s mother and father, former Gov. Edmund G. 
“Pat” Brown, lived in the gingerbread mansion for two 
terms and both favored construction of a new home for 
California chief executives. 

The old mansion lacked, among other things, a fire 
escape. The elder Brown kept a rope handy at his bedside in 
case of fire so he could toss it out the window and slide down 
to safety. 

Previous governors also had complaints. In 1903, Gov. 
George C. Pardee complained of the odor of sewer gas, but 
a plumber said the smell actually was caused "by the house 
being infested with bats." In 1911, Gov. James Gillett told of 
killing 11 bats in one night at the mansion. 

Shortly after Reagan fled the old mansion, tils wealthy 
supporters conducted a public subscription drive to raise 
funds for a new governor’s residence. The project got 
snarled in politics and the drive failed, although the sup¬ 
porters did raise enough money to purchase the 11-acre 
mansion site which they gave to the state.

ATLANTA (UPI) — Georgia’s independent service sta¬ 
tion operators who sell major gasoline brands are an angry 
and militant group in these uncertain economic times. 

A delegation from the Georgia Association of Petroleum 
Retailers recently took its grievances to Washington, ar¬ 
med with petitions signed by almost 55,000 motorists who 
agree with the retailers in opposing anything that will add 
to the price of gasoline at the pump. 

The retailers vented most of their anger at the big oil 
companies whose products they sell, Charging the com¬ 
panies are discriminating against them and are guilty of 
“price gouging." 

Retail gasoline sales for the past several weeks are off an 
estimated eight to 12 per cent across Georgia and for the 
dealers in major brands the statistics are even more drea¬ 
ry. Sales for them are down 20 to 25 per cent from figures 
for last year, and they say the main reason is obvious. 

“The buyer is shifting to the other, smaller brands," Jack 
Houston, director of the retailers association, said in an 
interview. “For a period of months there has been as much 
as a 12 per cent (a gallon) difference in price from the 
major brands.” 

Houston said his organization asked Congress to in¬ 
vestigate how many of the sellers of small, lesser-known 
brands could stay in business with the price that low. He 
suggested the major companies could be selling to them 
“through the back door" at an unreasonably lower price 
than they are selling to their own retailers. 

"There’s no way to justify that kind of difference,” Hous¬ 
ton ssid. "In the public interest there ought to be some kind 
of answer. We think there may be some price gouging in¬ 
volved. This is what has happened in this industry in the 
past and it’s probably happening now.”

The retailers' spokesman said the big companies selling 
to dealers of secondary brands of gas is legal but questioned 
the ethics of the practice. He said gasoline sold to retailers 
is allocated according to the retailers' sales volume in 
March 1972, and the price is determined on the basis of what 
the retailer paid then. 

In 1972, Houston said, the major companies were selling 
their large surplus of gasoline at a greatly reduced price to 
the retailers of the lesser known brands. And now the 
companies are doing the same thing, even though there is 
less gasoline available.

The new service will reduce 
manual handling of money 
transfer instructions that are 
received in the SWIFT 
message format, a standard 
developed by the Society for 
Worldwide Interbank 
Financial Telecommunicat¬ 
ions, expected to become the 
standard format for Europe. 

FTS will supply its SWIFT- 
CHIPS conversion service on¬ 
line over the Interactive Data 
Corporation computer net¬ 
work. To process a money 
transfer, European 
correspondents and branches 
of U.S. banks will punch in¬ 
structions on paper tape in the 
SWIFT format and transmit it 
by international Telex or 
private wire to the bank's 
teletype unit. 

The FTS software checks the 
transaction to ensure that all 
information required to make 
payment is present. 

The system then 
automatically converts the 
transaction into the CHIPS 
format and produces it on 
paper tape at the subscriber's 
terminal. 

Because the transaction has 
been thoroughly checked, the 
bank can transmit the tape to 
CHIPS in an automatic store- 
and-release mode. 

"In addition to speeding 
processing time, the FTS 
system offers operating ef¬ 
ficiencies to banks by 
eliminating manual production 
and manual processing of in¬ 
bank source documents,” 
Joseph H. Bayne Jr., 
prewident of FTS, observed. 

"Because it provides in¬ 
teractive error correction, the 
system also reduces in¬ 
vestigation costs,” Bayne 
added. 

FTS was established in 1974 
by a group of professionals 
formerly associated with 
Transaction Technology, Inc., 
a subsidiary of First National 
City Bank.

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Land Use approves boys' home 


While some 30 opposing neighbors 
watched, the Land Use Committee 
Monday night by a 6-2 vote approved a 
permissive use for the Lutheran Service 
Association to operate a home for special- 
needs boys at 390 Dedham St., Newton 
Centre. 

Also approved, with no debate, was the 
petition of the Newton-Wellesley-Weston 
Multi-Service Center for permission to 
occupy a house at 1301 Centre St. 

In Land Use committee deliberations, 
Aid. Michael Anlonellis and Michael Lipof, 
the two members who were opposed, dwelt 
on the zoning aspects of the permissive use 
for the LSA. 

Antonellis pointed out that there has 
been ‘‘100 percent" opposition from legal 
abutters, and said that if the home were 
allowed, "we'd be putting an institution in 
residential zone." 

Lipof believes that "this permissive use 


substantially changes the zoning.” He 
noted that a "stream of abutters" opposed 
the home and said, "Frankly, I didn’t like 
much of what they said — 1 felt much of it 
was based on emotional issues — but this is 
strictly a land-use issue.” 

"This area is not receptive to this kind of 
use," he said emphatically. 

Ward 8 Alderman Alan Bar kin, who lives 
on Parker Street the Dedham Street house 
near owned by the Lutheran Service 
Association. 

"Over the years," Barkin said, "there 
have been many dire predictions about 
many petitions for permissive usee * but to 
my knowledge none of them have come 
true." 

••Many children live in this 
neighborhood. There are some whose 
permissive use I'd like to revoke, but 
they're not under permissive use,” he 
said. 


"It is my understanding that these kids 
will have more supervision than most of 
the young people in the neighborhood. The 
houseparents will be there to take care of 
the kids, not out playing bridge or shop¬ 
ping. . . .

Focus on the economy 


Plan ahead to get summer jobs

The aldermanic Finance Committee in 
more than 19 hours of deliberation over the 
past weekend voted cuts totaling more 
than $2 million from the $70 million city 
budget for 1975-76. 

Major cuts were made in the Street 
Department ($995,309), Police Depart¬ 
ment ($244,783), Fire Department 
($116,000), Building Department 
($363,000), and the Planning Department 
($58,474). 

The Finance Committee then voted an 
across-the-board cut in salaries for per¬ 
sonnel of 2 percent, which comes to an 
extra $380,000 cut from the budget. They 
cut the $1200 salary for aldermen by 4 
percent ($48). 

The full Board of Aldermen will begin 
voting on the budget as cut by the Finance 
Committee at 9 a.m. Saturday, March 29, 
If the voting on the budget cannot be 
completed during the day on Saturday, the 
rest of the budget will be voted on probably 
April 1. 

The mayor's recommended municipal 
budget is up $3,067,449 over last year for a 
total of $37.9 million, and the School 
Committee budget is up $2.7 million to 
$31,902, 834. 

The Finance Committee cuts totaled $2.4 
million, leaving a municipal budget of 
$35.6 million for the Board to act on. 

The School Committee budget remains 
the same as voted in the middle of 
February — $31.9 million — despite two 
requests from the Board of Aldermen that 
it be reconsidered and cut. 

The Finance Committee took several 
policy positions on the budget this year 
never before voiced. 

First to feel the Finance Committee’s 
knife was overtime in all departments, but 
most in the Street Department, where the 
most overtime was budgeted. The Fin Com 


went along with Public Works Com¬ 
mittee's recommendation to cut more than 

$4o 6!666 in overtime. 

uverume in other departments was 
proportionately cut. 

The rationale, expressed by FinCom 
member Louis Egelson, was that as upper- 
level salaries increase the management 
should use more and more ingenuity to 
improve efficiency and reduce the need for 
overtime. 

The FinCom also suspended all 
upgradings within a salary range until the 
new personnel director, John Ritchie, has 
done a study of salaries of all personnel. 

All out-of-state travel was deleted from 
the budget, and in-state travel (meetings

and conferences) was cut in half for all 
departments. 

FinCom remarked on the large numbers 
of sick-leave days taken by employees in 
some departments and urged that the 
department heads make an effort to 
control sick leave taken. 

The School Committee felt the wrath of 
the Finance Committee several times 
during budget deliberations, but so far the 
FinCom has made no cuts in the school 
budget. 

Since the School Committee's most 
recent refusal (this week) to reconsider Its 
vote on its budget, Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small has said that he is

The high cost of 
low income housing

(Editor's note: This article is the third in 
a four-part scries on the economy; stories 
designed to offer helpful information.) 

The early bird gets the worm...and the 
high school student who plans ahead gets 
the summer job. A burdened economy has 
created a new situation for high school 
students and dictates that early planning, 
as much as one year in advance, is 
necessary for summer employment. 
Howard Smith, Secretary of Economic 
Affairs, states "students will have a hard 
time in state agencies because of economic 
conditions.” He said “there will be 
screening through the division of em¬ 
ployment security and jobs will be given 
on a needs criteria." Smith added that 
heads of households will get first crack at 
jobs. He also mentioned that every agency 
will be reviewing seasonal employment 
"and those that can do without those jobs 
will do just that." 

Mrs. Myra Trachtenberg, the Newton 
North High School counselor in charge of 
the'career center advises students to 
"start early, look hard and consider the 
opportunity of doing volunteer work to get 
your toe in the door." The career center is 
run under the auspices of Dr. Robert 
Delulio, head of the guidance department 
at Newton North. 

Mrs. Trachtenberg has put together a 
booklet entitled "Wider Horizons ’75" 
which will be mailed to students at North 
High at the beginning of April. The bulletin 
will also be available in the library. 
Newton South does not publish such a 
bulletin and Margaret E. Addis, head of 
guidance at the school regrets that "we 
don't do enough for kids in that area (of 
employment) we are presently in¬ 
terviewing applicants for a guidance 


position with expertise in the career 
education field." 

The booklet Newton North publishes will 
contain summer opportunities for work, 
self explorationand-orstudy. Many of their 
suggestions require careful planning. 

For instance boys looking for summer 
work in the street department must get 
their names on a waiting list. The present 
waiting period is two to three years, so 
students should place their names on a list 
now. 

There is paid employment available at 
the Metropolitan District Commission, 
however, they only hire a limited amount 
of students. Attendants and life guards are 
needed; applicants should be 16 or over. 
Students may apply at the Labor Bureau, 
294 Washington St., Boston. 

There are opportunities in the Newton 
Recreation Department for recreation 
leaders, life guards, swimming instructors 
and bath house attendants. However, a 
civil service exam is necessary. The 
department takes employes from the civil 
service list first. If they run out of names 
on that list, they will take people who have 
signed up for the next examination. For 
more information, students can check with 
the Veteran's Services at City Hall, 244- 
4700, or the Newton Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, 70 Crescent St., Aubumdale. 

The next civil service examinations will 
be in August for 1976. Life guards must 
have appropriate credentials. Bath house 
attendants need only a physical. 

The exam for leaders will be announced 
in June. It is written and students must be 
16 to be eligible to take it. 

City Hall will hire a small amount of 
high school students to fill clerical 
positions and some secretarial positions to 
fill in for vacationing personnel. Apply at 
Veteran's Services, city hall. 

For those who enjoy working with 


children, there are some positions 
available. The YMCA hires teen-age 
counselors for day and overnight 
programs in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. Although the salaries are 
small, the training is excellent. For 
positions in overnight camps, contact the 
YMCA Camping Services, 316 Huntington 
Ave. Applicants must be 16 or over. For 
day camp, apply directly to the local 
"Y.” 

The Salvation Army hires high 
school graduates, 18 and over as coun¬ 
selors in Camp Wonderland, Sharon. 
Students 16-18 and still in high school can 
be hired as waiters, kitchen helpers and 
grounds boys. Students may apply at 147 
Berkely St., Boston. 

At the Newton Community Center, a 
small amount of counselors are hired for 
the kindereamp. Students should be 16 and 
over; however, they may consider 
younger applicants. Inquire at the Center, 
429 Cherry St. 

For more adventuresome students, 
there are some summer employment 
opportunities overseas. These jobs 
are usually harder to find, said Mrs 
Trachtenberg, and the salaries are lower 
than in the states. 

In Austria, students with a knowledge of 
German, which is required, may apply for 
jobs as waiters, kitchen help, etc. at the 
Austrian Committee for International 
Educational Exchange, 110 Bergasse 4, 
View Vienna, A-1090, Austria. 

Although jobs are not available for this 
summer, applicants for next year may 
apply at the Norwegian Committee for 
International Information and Youth 
Work, N.I.U.Grevwedels Working guestst, 
plass 5, Oslo 1, Norway. Jobs on Nor¬ 
wegian farms are available.

The cost of Beaconwood, the only low 
income family housing in Newton, is 
slowly rising to $71,529.00 per unit. These 
10 duplexes may well be the most ex¬ 
pensive low income family housing in the 
United States. The cost factor has raised 
some serious questions. 

The first, and unanswered question, is 
why after the eminent domain taking of 
the land were no soil tests taken to 
determine the condition of the site which 
later proved to made up of peat...costly to 
build on. 

Peal is a soft substance which is made- 
up of partly decayed plant matter from 
ancient swamps.

The Ciccone family, former owners of 
the land, would, understandably, not allow 
anyone on the property before the taking.

When Taghg Sweeney, former assistant 
to Commissioner Crampton was asked 
when soil borings were taken, he replied, 
“now you are getting specific...I'U have to 
check the files."

Dudley presents 
last plan for state

State takeover of Newton Junior College 
is at the "end of the road," President 
Charles Dudley told the School Committee 
before plan for college that he presented a 
was modified and approved unanimously. 

The plan calls for $400,000 from the next 
year's school budget already appropriated 
to the college to be used by the state during 
its first year of running it as Newton 
Community College. 

The plan, approved by the state Board of 
Regional Community Colleges, has to be 
approved by the Board of Aldermen and 
the city solicitor, according to the School 
Committee change in the proposal, before 
it faces state approval.

President Dudley told the School 
Committee and the citizens in the Hyde 
School that the Board of Regional Com¬ 
munity Colleges previously previous 
proposals to incorporate NJC as never 
acted on a branch of the Massachusetts 
Bay Communiity College, (MBCC), to 
expand MBCC to take the current 450 
students at NJC, and a third proposal 
similar to the present one.

(This Is the first of two articles prepared 
by the Cole-1 ayer-Trumble Company of 
Dayton, Ohio, in an effort to answer 
questions which have arisen as a result of 
the current citywide real estate 
revaluation program.) 

The Cole-iayer-Trumble Company was 
awarded a contract by the City of Newton 
Board of Assessors for the purpose of 
bringing about equality and uniformity in 
property valuations. This tax equalization 
program came about as a result of and in 
compliance with a Massachusetts Superior 
Court order which required that all 
property within the City of Newton be 
revalued for an indication of its equalized 
value on today's market. 

As a result of this program, all property 
owners will be assured that they are 
paying only their proper share of the costs 
of essential community service. A 
revaluation program is not intended to 
raise everyone’s taxes, its purpose is to 
equalize the value of all properties. 

Inequities in property valuations have 
occurred over the years due to normal 
changes in property values which occur in 
any community over a period of time. 
Neighborhoods, for example, have 
changing values. Newer houses quite often 
are assessed at a higher ratio to market 
value than comparably priced older 
houses. This is due primarily to the fact 
that current market information is 
generally available when the new house is 
placed on the tax roll. 

The changing economic climate in the 
community means that some property is 
undervalued and some is overvalued. The 
best way to get back to a fair-share basis is 
to look at all properties’ current fair 
market value. This means that each 
property is then compared with all others. 

Fair market value is a legal standard 
which has been defined by the courts as the 
price a purchaser, willing but not obliged 
to buy, would pay to an owner, willing but 
not obliged to sell, taking into con¬ 
sideration all the uses to which the 
property is adapted. 

More simply stated, fair market value is 
what a property sells for under normal 
circumstances. Market value is 
established by the people themselves 
within any given community. The prices 
they are willing to pay one another for 
property in a particular area sets the 
market value. The appraiser uses these 
sales as his guide. 


Fiar market value, however, is not 
always exactly what you pay for your 
property. Some people will pay more than 
they should for their property, others may 
get their property at a bargain price. 
Transfer of property within the family 
(i.e., a father to son) is generally not 
considered fair market value. Others may 
have purchased their property years ago, 
when prices were much lower than now 
and consequently would not reflect current 
market value. The true test is what your 
property is worth now in comparison with 
all other properties. 

The appraiser considers the same 
guidelines as the prospective purchaser. 
For example, the appraiser will use all the 
recent sales information he can get and 
relate these values and other factors to 
come up with the appraised value and 
other factors to come up with the ap¬ 
praised value of each property. A few of 
the factors are local market conditions; 
size and quality of structures; age of 
structures; improvements; access to 
schools, churches, recreation, and 
shopping; topography; improvement or 
deterioration of neighborhood; utilities; 
transportation; zoning restrictions, etc. 

The current market value stated on the 
appraisal notice which all property owners 
will receive in early April will undoubtedly 
be much higher than your previous 
assessment. However, this does not mean 
that your property taxes will increase 
proportionately. Generaly, a complete 
revaluation program results in about one 
third paying more, one third paying less, 
and one third paying about the same taxes. 

In the course of the Newton revaluation 
program, each parcel of property was 
visited, inspected when possible, and 
appraised at fair market value utilizing 
modem mass appraisal techniques. The 
process can be explained simply as 
follows: 

A property record card on which to 
record pertinent data was prepared for 
each property on the tax roll. The city 
provided up-to-date tax maps, the owner's 
name, property identification, property 
address and the size of the lot. The rest of 
the data was collected by the appraisal 
firm. 

The first person who visited your 
property was the lister, a man or woman 
who was trained in the methods and 


procedures of collecting specific in¬ 
formation about your property. The lister 
is not an appraiser and does not set the 
values. He collects the raw data which the 
appraiser will analyze at a later date. 

The listers made at least two visits to 
each property. If the occupant was found 
at home on the first call, a request to in¬ 
spect the interior was made, at which time 
the lister recorded data as to the age of the 
house, remodeling data, number of rooms, 
bedrooms and bathrooms. The presnee of 
a basement or attic, heating or air- 
conditioning system was noted as well. 
Also recorded are such amenities as 
modern kitchens, recreation rooms, and 
woodburning fireplaces. 

In addition, the exterior measurements 
of the house and other buildings are taken 
so that the total square-foot area of the 
structure can be determined. Generally 
speaking, we are interested in the very 
same things that a potential purchaser 
would be, Interested in including the 
condition of the property. 

If no one was at home when the first call 
was made, the exterior measurements 
were taken and the property record card 
was placed in the call-back file for a future 
contact attempt. 

Second calls were generally made on 
Saturdays or after 5 p.m. If no one was 
home on the second call, the lister then left 
a small doorknob-type card indicating that 
the appraisal firm had not found anyone 
home in two attempts. The card also 
contained instructions for calling the 
appraisal office to arrange for a lister to 
make a third call. 

The response from the property owners 
who found the door hangers or call-back 
cards was very good. Although the con¬ 
tract called for getting into 90 percent of 
the homes, a 92 percent entry figure was 
reached. Eleven months were spent in¬ 
ventorying and gathering property data. 

In the background a great deal of other 
data-gathering and analysis was also 
being done. Construction and labor costs 
were analyzed for the community, and 
lumber and building-supply dealers were 
contacted for up-to-date material costs. 
Contractors and union representatives 
were sought out to obtain current rates for 
various classes of labor in the area. 
Builders were also surveyed for actual 
construction costs of houses in the city. 
Finally, after analyzing the cost and sales 


data, indexes were developed to precisely 
fit the conditions currently existing in the 
community. 

A second type of field inspection was 
made in which the appraisers, using the 
information compiled by the lister, 
reviewed every single property. This may 
have been months after the lister's visit 
and in most cases didn't require a contact 
with the property owner. 

The company appraisers are permanent 
staff personnel trained in analyzing the 
data collected and the use of mass ap¬ 
praisal methods and procedures. Com¬ 
pany appraisers live in all geographic 
parts of the country and are assigned to 
projects in the region where they reside 
when the project reaches the phase of 
setting values or more commonly referred 
to as the “review stage." 

The appraiser in the review process has 
all the property record cards for each 
house in the neighborhood in front of him, 
as well as all the sales data. He analyzes 
the data gathered on each property as well 
as the sales data for the neighborhood and 
makes a determination of value for each 
property based on this factual data. 
Factors of construction, location and 
condition are used by the appraiser in the 
same way as a prospective purchaser. 

After this comprehensive field review of 
comparing one property with another, the 
property record cards are sent back to the 
office for verification and final check for 
completeness. The pertinent information 
which had been developed on each card is 
sent to the computer center where it is 
encoded on a magnetic tape, electronically 
verified, and placed into computer 
memory for a sorting and processing run. 
The computer makes most of the final 
calculations which previously had to be 
done manually. 

After all properties have been 
measured, listed, reviewed, and put 
through data processing, notices of ap¬ 
praised value are computer-printed for 
each property owner. Then notices are 
mailed to the property owners. 

Newton property owners should be 
receiving their appraisal notices early in 
April with instructions as to their rights of 
appeal, including an informal hearing with 
Coyle-Layer-Trumble Company.

The Reynolds executive 
added that recycling of 
aluminum will afford an op¬ 
portunity to make extra 
money, improve the en¬ 
vironment and save valuable 
natural resources for the 
residents of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Vermont. 

When individuals or groups 
bring aluminum scrap to the 
center or a mobile unit van, 
they will be paid 15 cents per 
pound on the spot. At the 
center, the aluminum then 
goes through a magnetic 
separator, is weighed then goes 
into a compactor and into 
storage bins for direct ship¬ 
ment to other Reynolds 
facilities for further 
processing. 

Acceptable all-aluminum 
products for recycling include 
beverage cans and clean frozen 
dinner trays, foil and other 
food containers such as those 
used for desserts, prepared 
meats and snack dips as well 
as lawn furniture and storm 
doors — with all non-aluminum 
parts removed — and which 
have been cut into 30-inch 
lengths. 

"An all-aluminum can is 
most easily identified by its 
non-magmetic properties,” 
Buckley says, “and if anyone 
has any doubts about any of the 
materials brought to our 
mobile units the magnet is the 
final test.” 

He added the all-aluminum 
can is also identified as being 


light weight, smooth and with a 
rounded bottom with no side 
seam. Twenty-three 12-ounce 
cans make a pound of / 
aluminum. Cans can be flat¬ 
tened to save space. 

Buckley pointed out that the

It provides a source of extra 
money for individuals and 
charitable groups—new 
money, not simply returned 
deposits—and avoids the 
higher costs of a refillable 
beverage delivery system. 
Recycling offers the quickest, 
most economical means of 
expanding the nation’s 
aluminum supply at 
tremendous savings in energy, 
raw materials and capital."

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Review of school 
enrollment begins

The school department's 
computer will be buzzing for 
the next two months in order to 
meet the School Committee’s 
deadline of June 1 to compile 
which schools have excess 
space under the guidelines of 
Citizen s Advisory Committee 
on Declining Enrollment. 

The School Committee voted 
Tuesday night at a special 
meeting to use the guidelines 
set by the CACDE, and told 
Superintendent Aaron Fink 
and Director of Re search and 
Planning Vincent Silluzio.

gun law 

Analysis by William Greville 

In less than two weeks, if you are 
arrested and convicted of carrying a 
firearm without a license or permit, you 
will go to jail for at least one year. 

April 1 is the clay the state’s new gun law 
lakes effect. But don't let the date fool you 
— the law is no April Fool’s joke. 

If you have any kind of firearm at all — 
even a BB gun or pellet gun for shooting 
varmints — go to your local police station 
and have yourself properly registered. 

The new statute, called the Bartley-Fox 
gun law, Chapter 649 of the Acts of 1974, 


makes one major change in the slate’s 
existing weapons laws. It sets a man¬ 
datory jail sentence of at least one year for 
violators. 

Thai's a minimum one year sentence 
(with a maximum five-year sentence 
possible), which a judge cannot suspend 
upon conviction. Nor may a violator be 
eligible for probation, parole or fulough, 
receive any time off for good behavior 
until the violator has served at least one 
year of his or her sentence. 

Plea barganing is not available under 
the law, nor may a judge continue a case 
under Chapter 649 without a finding. 

The law, the only significant piece of gun 
control legislation to survive massive 
lobbying efforts last year by the slate's 
gun lobby, was scheduled to go into effect 
on January 1. 



However, soon after ths legislative 
session began, House Speaker David M. 
Bartley, co-sponsor of the bill with retired 
Judge J. John Fox who works in Bartley's 
stale house office, pushed for a three- 
month moratorium on the law’s effective 
dale, claiming more lime was needed to 
educate the public about the unforgiving 
nature of the statute. 

Fox insists that the new law is not a 
confiscation or a search and seizure act. It 
is not even a gun control law, he adds, but 
a “crime control” statute, which may 
explain why it was able to get through the 
legislature where other gun bills failed. 



The law does not prohibit the sale or 
possession of guns. As local police officials 
note, it registers the person and not the 
firearm, weapon (which should already be 
registered at the time of sale). 

Arrest under the law does not mean 
automatic sentencing — as in all criminal 
cases, a judge or jury must hear the 
evidence and render a verdict. But if 
convicted in court, a gun law offender will 
face the new, harsher penalties, with the 
judge allowed no discretion to mete out 
less than a one-year sentence. 

Aside from the stiffer jail sentences it 
mandates, the new gun law prescribes 
basically the same procedures in applying 
for firearms permits as the current 
statutes, which date from 1969. 

The Firearm Identification Card (FID) 
is the basic permit you must obtain to be 
able to to buy, own or possess any kind of 
firearm, including pistols, rifles, shotguns, 
air rifles or guns (“BB guns”), or pellet 
guns. 

If you intend to buy such a weapon, you 
must have the Firearms Identification 
Card before a gun dealer can sell the 
weapon to you. 

If you already own any of those kinds of 
weapons and do not have an FID card, you 
should apply at the police station of the 
town you live in to get one. 

If you already have a Firearms Iden¬ 
tification Card which has not been 


stamped recently, you should go to your 
local police station to have it stamped. 
Under the new law, an FID card Is valid 
“until suspended or revoked." Under the 
old law, the FID card was valid for five 
years from issuance.

The Firearms Identification Card allows 
you to keep a weapon in your home or 
place of business or to carry unloaded 
rifles or shotguns outside for hunting. 

(But if you carry rifles outside your 
home for hunting' you must also carry a 
hunting license, according to state police 
officials. Hunting licenses are available at 
your town hall.) 

As with the previous gun laws, the FID 
card CANNOT be Issued to persons who 
have been 

— convicted of a felony within five 
years; 

— released from prison within five 
years; 

— confined to a mental hospital, except 
those medically certified to be competent 
to handle a rifle or shotgun; 

— convicted of violating federal or slate 
narcotic laws; 

— under treatment for drug addiction or 
habitual drunkenness, except those 
medically certified as cured. 

Persons under 15 years of age may not 
apply for an FID card; persons between 15 
and 18 years of age may apply with a 
parent's written consent. 

Local police report they have been 
checking the information given by ap¬ 
plicants for the FID card with Slate Police' 
the Parole Board, and the Registry of 
Motor Vehicle. If any of the information 
proves inaccurate, the card will not be 
issued. 

To be able to carry a pistol, either loaded 
or unloaded, outside your home or place of 
business, you must possess another slate 
permit — the License to Carry. 

The standards for this second permit are 
more stringent. If you apply for this 
License, you will have to talk to the police 
chief of your town’ who will ask vou vour 
background and why you feel you need to 
carry a weapon with you outside your 
home. 

Local police chiefs say they are trying to 
minimize the number of people carrying 


guns, and require what they consider 
satisfactory reasons before approving a 
Ucen.se to Carry. 

Your police chief will probably require 
you to lest fire a pistol at the police station 
pistol range to be sure you know what 
you're doing with a weapon. He may also 
suggest you join a local target shooting 
club. 

A letter signed by the president of a local 
gun club stating you are a member and are 
trained in the use of firearms will help in 
an application for a License to Carry, 
according to local police chiefs. 

Stale police officials point out that any 
kind of weapon you may have in your 
house or carry with you is subject to the 
new gun law. 

For example, if you have a pistol picked 
up during military service and the weapon 
can still be fired, you should apply for a 
Firearms Identification Card avoid any 
possible violation of the law. 

If you own a pellet gun which you use 
only for shooting squirrels, or if your child 
has ah air gun which he uses for target 
practice, you should register, or your child 
should register if he or she is 15 years old 
or older. 



Police warn that if a teenager is slopped 
while driving a car in which a parent's 
firearm may be found' the young person 
may be in trouble under the new law. For 
this reason, police say’ persons holding 
FID cards should take care not to let 
weapons into the possession of unlicensed 
persons’ either intentionally or unin¬ 
tentionally. 

Permits for the Firearms Identification 
Card cost $2, while the License to Carry 
costs $10 and is valid for five years. 

You may apply for a permit at the 
Newton police station from 8 a.m. to 11 
p.m., Monday through Saturday, and from 
8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Sunday. 

Captain Walter Drew said there are 
already about 4000 FID cards issued in 
Newton, but there was no estimate by the 
department given on the number of per¬ 
mits to carry.

Why don't you just come right out and 
say it; you don't want eight troubled boys 
in your neighborhood. 

Let's abandon talk about "integrity of 
zoning," please, and concentrate on the 
real issue: 

The natural reluctance, the understan¬ 
dable hesitation anyone would experience 
when faced with the prospects of a group 
home whose population might be less than 
totally normal and stable. 

Of course it's a situation that requires 
deep thought. "Different" automatically 
becomes "undesirable" in many minds. 

However, at some point we must all stop 
and decide where our community respon¬ 
sibilities lie. Do we simply turn our backs 
on eight boys in desperate need of care for 
the sake of zoning? 

One need only look around Newton, on 
Staniford Street in Auburndale, or Beacon 
Street in Newton Centre, or Newtonville 
Avenue in Newton, to find out just how 
sacrosanct zoning really is. 

One should also take note of the 
neighbors of Freeport, Juniper House and 
the other Lutheran home for boys in this 
city. 

They seem to have survived. 

Where is our community conscience 
going to lead us? 

Appearing on the Opinion page across 
from this editorial is a letter from a grade 
school student, David Feld. 

His reasoning has led him to favor the 
residence for the boys on Dedham Street. 
In fact, he seems to get right to the heart of 
the matter, "with love, the kids will be 
happier!" 

On last week's Opinion page Bailey O. 
W'hitbeck posed the most relevant ques¬ 
tion. “What is the real world?" 

He asks: "is it the world of single family 
homes, stability, people always able to 
cope with life’s problems, or is it the world 
these boys represent—a world in which 
parents have failed, indeed in many cases 
have caused physical or psychological 
damage to their children?" 

Bailey W’hitbeck posed the question, and 
David Feld had the best answer. 

Newton citizens, instead of rising up in 
righteous wrath every time a proposal like 
the boys' home is made, should take a 
moment to consider how flattered they 
should really be. 

What greater compliment can anyone 
pay us? They chose our city as a communi¬ 
ty’where troubled people of any age can 
draw on superior resources and perhaps 
find a more tranquil setting for survival 
than any they might have left. 

This is hardly an insult. 
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By God the more I think of it the madder I get. That 
annual bit of put-the-knock-on-the-Irish garbage that is in 
the Boston Gobe every year at this time by... as Southie’s 
Senator Bill Bulger calls them ... one of the Globe’s house 
Irish, really burns. 

Mike Bamicle got the nod this year and out it came... 
on, of all days, St. Patrick's Day, the sevententh. This 
year’s annual salute to the Yankee establishment, once 
again reminds today’s Irish of their many failings from 
excessive drinking and intolerance to not being able to say a 
good act of'contrition.

Maybe Bamicle should throw away his George Frazier 
playbook or maybe get back into the lockerroom and read it 
thoroughly. George Frazier couldn’t stand intolerance and 
ripped it apart with his razor sharp keyboard whenever and 
whereever he came upon it.

He knew it didn’t come 
packaged in certain colors, or was only found in certain 
areas. He attacked Lntollerance up front, out back and on all 
sides. 

Four weeks ago 1200 people from South Boston, mostly 
Irish, but not completely, jammed into the Dorchester 
Armory to help out a guy named Eddie Morrissey ... a 
longshoreman who had open heart surgery and a lot of bills. 
If Mike Barnicle or the judge, or the masters, or the mayor, 
or die ploice comish could have spent a few minutes to take 
a look, it’s guaranteed they would come away with the 
genuine definition of that word that the young people and 
the liberals have sort of inherited today. The word . . . 
'Love'. 

No one said It so as one would know that night, it's a 
word that not many in Southie use frequently. It’s a private 
word. But, by God, you could have cut it with a knife that 
night.

Read your 
column and say to yourself, “of the Insh as I see them . . 
then who in the hell are those people over in South Boston, 
and why don’t I know them?" Why don't you know them? 

The Irish don’t need this rebuttal to the Bamicle 
column.

To the Editor: iPD David 
Youngblood is in danger of 
losing his job as a teacher at 
Newton South High School, It 
seems that South must cut two 
faculty positions fro’ its 
budget, as well as allow for 
faculty returning from leaves 
of absence. While this type of 
turnover is quite normal for a 
staff, I have serious doubts that 
the manner in which these cuts 
are made is correct, logically 
and justly. I realiz that Mr. 
Youngblood is not the only 
teacher who is in danger of a 
job loss. But his case is just one 
too many. Last year, I was in 
honors English with a teacher 
who I will call "X.” This 
teacher has been at South for 
some time and is therefore on 
tenure. As a sophomore new to 
the idea of honors English, I 
was wary of the work load and 
expectations involved. 
However, throughout the year, 
I believe that we read less than 
20 essays and books and wrote 
papers only once in a blue 
moon. While other classes in 
honors curriculum had quizzes 
every week, and papers every 
other week, my class had no 
such assignments. One might 
wonder what a class of 20 honor 
students were doing during A 
block all year long. I don’t 
remember, as nothing truly 
significant came o the time. 

I do remember entering 
class ready to start the day of 


brightly and energetically and 
coming out of class frustrated 
or just plain bored. 

Class often consisted of our 
teacher recounting hunt of wild 
rabbits in the garden, time in 
the service or daughters away 
at college. 

Although it might be argued 
that this was "cultural 
enrichment,” my reply is , 
“poppycock!" Cultural 
enrichment does not consist of 
the life history of one teacher. 

For some reason our class 
was undaunted. We suggested 
a class-designed project to 
cover a reading assignment. 
The project was to be left up to 
the students alone with no help 
from the teacher. 

I know for a fact that I 
worked harder for that 
assignment than I had ever 
worked before in that class. I 
also know that this is true for 
many others in that class. 

A few students did ask what 
X thought of the proj ct, to 
which X replied it was 
meaningless and a waste of 
time. Such a response is 
discouraging. 

Because of the detrimental 
year, 1 am now taking English 
Curriculum 1 with Mr. 
Youngblood. In my cla s are 
several of the students from 
X’s class last year. Our class is 
a mixture of seniors and 
juniors. Almost every kid is 


stimulated, coaxed and 
challenged. One cannot not 
participate in this class. 

We discuss books we have 
read, and, as a class, try to 
discover what each author has 
said. Because we are such a 
mixture, each idea is often 
different from the other. 

Mr. ‘ Youngblood is also 
quite enthused about teaching 
and this communicates its elf 
in the classroom. 

When the classroom at¬ 
mosphere is a positive one, it is 
reflected in the students’ self- 
image and work. 

The purpose of this letter is 
twofold. I want to impress the 
fact that David Youngblood is a 
dedicated, creative, en¬ 
thusiastic teacher who is ef¬ 
fective in his role as a teacher. 
He works his students hard and 
gets results. He is involved in 
many of the extra-curricular 
activities, and to lose him 
would be an injustice. 

I also want to say that 
tenure, as it stands now, does 
not make any sense at all. As 
has been told to me, a teacher 
will “walk on glass" until he or 
she has been given tenure. 
Afterwards, he or she can 
become more relaxed. 

Some teachers who are 
highly motivated remain ef- 
fectiv. teachers until they 
retire. However, some become 
like teacher X, a secure, blase 
pedagogue. 


I am not saying that an 
improved tenure system will 
now be an asset to teachers’ 
rights. However, it- is 
distressing to hear that teacher 
X cannot be fired and is not an 
effective .—. teacher of your 
children. 

In essence, isn't this type of 
tenure system a glorified 
welfare system? 

It would seem to me that we 
need a system where teache s, 
parents students and the ad¬ 
ministration create criteria 
criterion for effective teaching 
where each teacher would be 
revie.ed every three, four or 
five years. 

This way would insure that a 
teacher would stay motivated 
enough to keep his or her job. 

This is only one suggestion in 
many. What needs to be done is 
for the people in the com¬ 
munity who are concerned with 
the educational system to 
become aware of the problems 
within that system. 

It is imperative to stop more 
teachers like David 
Youngblood from becoming 
victims of an inefficient tenure 
program that allows teachers 
like X to stay within it if we are 
to sustain the fine quality of 
education in the Newton 
schools.

To the Editor: 

Along with all other parents 
of children in the Newton 
Public Schools we recently 
received our “free" mailed 
copy of the School Depart¬ 
ments' "Inside View." 

In the school matters of 
general concern are well 
publicized by our local papers 
and all schools are equipped 
with mimeographs etc. for 
inexpensive promulgation of 
local, specific information, one 
is soon led to question the 
justification for such a 
publication. 

After some research into the 
matter the following facts and 
conclusions are offered for 
public consumption: 

Examination of the budget 
does not reveal the specific 
cost which is included under 
general administration ex¬ 
penses. 

An investigation of printing, 
mailing and editorial staff 
costs reveals the actual cost to 
be at least *15,000 per year. 

Having observed the men¬ 
tality of the administration the 
expenditure will be defended 
along one or both of the 
following rationalizations: 

a) “*15,000only represents 4 
cents on the tax rate" — this is 
a standard administration 
technique for defending 
"minor" expenses. I would 
rather suggest that *15,000 
would better be spent on more 
vital social priorities such as 


tax subsidiesfor senior citizens 
in danger of losing their homes 
due to confiscatory taxes or 
student scholarships (e.g. 15 
*1000 tax subsidies or 15 *1000 
scholarships). 

b) "The Inside View is im¬ 
portant to many people in the 
city” — people I have 
questioned do not appear to be 
sufficiently impressed to offset 
the negative points made 
above. The hard facts appear 
to be that few really study it 
and those who do can readily 
obtain the information from 
many other sources. If some 
recipients really would feel 
disenfranchised by ter¬ 
mination of this "slick" 
production perhaps publication 
could be continued at minimal 
cost utilizing Tech-Voc printing 
students and shop facilities, 
inexpensive material and 
printing techniques, voluntary 
editorialists and distribution 
via student couriers. 

In conclusion I would suggest 
that the only justification for 
the continued existence of such 
a publication is as a public 
relations organ for the school 
department. How objective an 
"inside view" can be afforded 
by the vested interests of the 
"ins” and why should the 
taxpayer be required to sub¬ 
sidize the image - enhancement 
of a public department?

A display of ignorance 


To the Editor: 

James Colbert took full 
advantage of not one but two 
opportunities to display his 
ignorance of the subject 
matters whereof he writes in 
his column in the March 7 
Graphic. 

First, in discussing the ap¬ 
pointment of former governor 
Foster Furcolo as an ad¬ 
ministrative law judge, he 
describes the appointment as 
though it were a political 
patronage plum appointed by 
the President at the recom¬ 
mendation of a local senator 
and which a local senator could 
veto as though the Senate had 
any function in the ap¬ 
pointment. 

An administrative law judge 
is a fancy name for what has 
been known under the ad¬ 
ministrative procedure act as a 
hearing examiner carrying out 


the hearing function of an 
administrative agency in the 
performance of adjudicatory 
functions. 

This is an appointment made 
under the Civil Service Act and 
is like any other civil service 
position for which an applicant 
applies and to which he is 
appointed and certified to a 
particular agency. 

In the second part of his 
column, Mr. Colbert expresses 
a certainty that "a higher 
court” will certainly reverse or 
modify the severe sentences 
which Judge Sirica imposed on 
the Watergate conspirators 
who were convicted before 
him, the reason being the 
pardon of President Nixon. Not 
having read the record of the 
case, I don’t know what, if any, 
prejudicial errors Judge 
Sirica may have committed 
during the course of the 


lengthy trial. In view of the 
overwhelming evidence of 
guilt, I would think that errors 
requiring reversal would have 
to be egregious ones. However, 
I am not aware of any case in 
which a U. S. Court of Appeals 
has reversed a district judge 
for imposing a sentence which 
was within the limitation 
prescribed by law for the of¬ 
fense of which a defendant has 
been found guilty. Nor do I see 
any materiality or relevance to 
the issue of the guilt or of the 
punishment of the Watergate 
defendants in the fact that an 
unindicted co-conspirator was 
pardoned. 

The unfortunate part of this 
all is that Mr. Colbert could 
have got the correct in¬ 
formation very easily if he had 
only taken the time to ask a few 
people.

be used for underprivileged 
children who come from 
neighborhoods other than our 
own. If this home were to be 
used for underprivileged 
children of the Newton area, I 
possibly might be in favor of 
such a proposal. 

I oppose this proposal 
because, number one, as stated 
I have lived here in my single¬ 
family home and must pay 
approximately *3000 per year 
real estate taxes. If this home 
should be established under the 
guise and protection of the 
Lutheran Church, the city 
would lost the tax revenue 
which it normally would obtain 
if a private family purchased 
this property. 

It is plain to see that this 
proposal is a complete tax 
dodge in order not to pay real 
estate taxes, and to establish a 
home that normally could not 
be maintained unless welfare 
pays the complete 'cost of this 
establishment.

But to bring in 
approximately eight un¬ 
derprivileged children from 
other cities just so the people 
who run the situation will have 
a free place to live and a 
beautiful tax dodge... 

If this is the case, I shall 
petition my home to become 
some sort of church, for which, 
by the way, I can obtain a 
license for approximately *2, 
and I shall take in un¬ 
derprivileged children and 
have the city lose my tax 
revenue. Possibly I may even 
turn my home into a boarding 
house and take in foster 
children from whom I will 
receive approximately *30 per 
day plus an income from the 
state for educating these 
children. In fact, I shall 
suggest this to many residents 


in my area so that they can do 
the same and we all will enjoy 
tax-free status. 

There are many more issues 
involved here than just having 
a negative reaction toward 
stranger invading our privacy 
and an area that we have 
maintained for many years.

making a list of items totaling about a half¬ 
million dollars that he intends to cut. 

Small says that the School Committee 
could have cut its budget by that amount 
without affecting either program or cut¬ 
ting athletics. 

Small will present his proposed cuts to 
the Board of Aldermen Saturday when the 
budget is voted on. If the Board goes along 
with Small, there will undoubtedly be 
court action on the part of the School 
Committee. 

Of the School Committee Small said, 
"They’re too luxurious with their money. 
The city deserves that they manage money 
better." 

The across-the-board 2 percent cut for 
salaries apparently will not be applied to 
all personnel but will be left to the 
discretion of the mayor to implement as he 
sees fit. 

The Finance Committee recom¬ 
mendation was that the mayor should 
apply the *380,000 cut to salaries in the 
largest departments, but the mayor may 
also make the cut by decreasing equip¬ 
ment and other purchases. 

The nonspecific cut of *380,000 need not 
be made by the time the Board votes on the 
budget stating Saturday, but it must be 
cumpleted by the beginning of the new 
fiscal year, according to Small. 

Some of the controversial items in the 
FinCom’s recommended cuts can be ex¬ 
pected to be the 5-2 denial of money for 
completing the asbestos sealing at Newton 
North High School, the reduction in 
overtime for the street and police 
departments, and the elimination of the 
Planning Department’s urban-design 
specialists.

says instead excavation of the site began 
at the end of the parcel where there 
seemed to be a problem. The assumption 
was that the other end, adjacent to homes, 
must have no problem because structures 
were existent. 

That is precisely where the problem 
was. The peat problems were so severe 
that utilities, a road or even the housing 
units could not be supported. 

Those tests were supposed to be taken. 
At a May 7, 1974 meeting of the Newton 
Housing Authority, a letter was drafted by 
the chairman, and other members of the 
authority stating that "upon taking the 
land (we) will conduct soil testing.” 

This was not followed up. 

Never an inexpensive project, the units 
were up to $56,000 per unit one year ago. 
The project had been turned down once by 
the Department of Community Affairs 
when initial bids came in too costly. 

With a great deal of cutting on such 
things as the size of the units, the architect 
was able to get the price down and the 
units were rebid. These dwellings include 
no basements and are approximately 5,000 
square feet per unit. There are 15 three 
bedroom apartments, five four bedroom

units and two handicapped apartments. 
All have one and one half baths. 

The DCA said the second bids came in 
too high. At that point. Mayor Mann’ 
former NHA chairman, Anthony Medaglia 
and present NHA chairman, James Miller 
went to Governor Sargeant to save the 
oroject. 

With the aid of the governor, the units 
were salvaged . However, some help was 
added by the board of aldermen who 
agreed to contribute $150,000 for site work. 
The philosophy was to get some low in¬ 
come housing into Newton. 

During the lime that this negotiating 
was going on, the low bidder dropped from 
the scene. The bid then went to Concrete 
Construction Company of Everett in the 
amount of $924,823. 

There were many who were aware that 
the land was "wet and previously 
filled,..and will need extensive site work.” 

This was borne out by the state auditor's 
report which states that "the architect had 
reason to believe there might have been 
problems with the site.” The report quotes 
a letter sent to the authority dated April 1, 
1974. The excerpt reads “One of the 
contractors who dropped out of the bidding 
at the last moment indicated his Site 
Contractor was carrying a cost in excess of 


$185,000 or $9,250.00 per unit... the bulk of 
the site cost is made up of items pertaining 
to wet conditions, previous fill and street 
and utility conditions." 

On April 10, James Miller said he was 
"devastated” by the DCA turning down 
the bids. Members of the authority gave 
their attention to the strategy of 
resuscitating the project and no mention 
was made of the letter or the land 
problems. 

In May, Miller stated the "cash unknown 
could be less on the borings..." The ar¬ 
chitect, David Sheffield replied that 
perhaps "something better could be 
proven and reduce the costs.” 

The auditor's report suggests that a 
"review be made of the current policies of 
the DCA property acquisition policies 
"which may have contributed to the high 
site cost because no subsurface ex¬ 
plorations were made. The NHA might 
think about some review also. 

While the mayor says he is "not 
delighted with the cost but delighted we 
will have family housing." Miller says he 
doesn't have to justify the high cost. "We 
have lived within the guidelines of the 
DCA.” He maintains that "just because 
the housing is for low income families, it 
doesn't have to be cheap.” 

It isn’t.

Antonellis is afraid that the presence of the 
home will affect property values in the 
area. 

“As a family residence,” Barkin replied 
, “as a place where kids sleep, eat, play, go 
to bathroom." 

Land Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell reminded the committee, and 
the members of the public, that a per¬ 
missive use can be granted when the 
"public convenience and welfare are 
substantially served," with safeguards 
and appropriate conditions. "The per¬ 
missive use can be revoked at the pleasure 
of the Board. This is in general harmony 
with the general Intent of the zoning code.” 

Another alderman from Ward 8, who has 
served for more than 30 years, Wendell 
Bauckman, asked for permission to ad¬ 
dress the Land Use Committee. 

"This whole procedure is a lesson in 
futility," Bauckman said. "There was no 
need for a public hearing (held two weeks 
ago), if the abutters are not to be con¬ 
sidered." 

"We ought to consider people who live in 
the city over those who are not yet living 
here. I believe that the duty of the Land 
Use Committee is to consider the abut¬ 
ters. 


"If the Lutherans force this on the 
community, can they expect to get love 
and affection for the kids?” Bauckman 
asked. "We have no right to put these 
children in an atmosphere of opposition." 

“Can we say to people in the 
neighborhood, ‘We know what is best for 
you — you'll get used to it.'?” Bauckman 
asked. 

Barkin introduced the philosophical 
problem of whether the function of an 
elected representative is to "tell people 
what they want to hear all the time or to 
use his best judgment," but no answer was 
arrived at. 

The conditions proposed by Barkin 
followed generally those imposed on the 
Lutheran Service Association's other 
Newton home for boys in Auburndale. 

The permissive use will expire in June, 
1976, and will require another public 
hearing before being extended. There shall 
be no more than six boys between the ages 
of 6 and 11 years at the time of their ac¬ 
ceptance into the home. None of the boys 
shall be referred by the Department of 
Youth Services. 

Barkin was insistent on maintaining the 
outside appearance of the house as if it 
were a single-family home and stipulated

Mayor Theodore Mann explained that * 
the proposal will turn the buildings over to 
the state for $1 a year, with the state 
responsible or for maintenance and 
upkeep for the minimum of three and 
maixmum of the five years of the 
renewable contract. 

The $400,000 comes from the $569,000 the 
School Committee passed in its fiscal 1976 
budget for the continuing of NJC for the 
sophomore class to finish at the school in 
the event the state will,take it over. 

If the school is incorporated into the 
community college system, tuition for all 
stude nts in all courses would be reduced to 
the state-wide cost, which is $300 per year. 

Currently, Newton residents pay $600 
per year, nonresidents pay $800 per year, 
and the nursing program is $1,200 per 
year. 

After the Board of Aldermen okay the 
takeover, it must be approved by the 
Board of Higher Education, and then 
simultaneously to the legislature and 
Secretary of Education Paul Parks.

“No One Can Diminish Me” 
"From the time I was a little 
girl my mother taught me to 
think so much of myself that no 
onecanputmedown”. . .said 
Jane. “I wasn't good looking 
. . . just average ... I didn't 
win any trophies in school. But 
I grew up liking myself, thanks 
to my mother. She put it this 
way. . . “let no man diminish 
you, Jane." 

"let no one diminish you." 
This needs to be affirmed in all 
of us. The fear of rejection is 
the bug-a-boo of many people. 
Even the loud-mouthed 
aggressive bully fears 
rejection ... his aggressive 
behavior is likely his defense 
against the fear of being 
diminished. The shy person 
fears it. Persons in places of 
authority and power fear 
rejection . . . some are 
paranoid wondering if 
everyone isn’t out to get them. 

Single people have this fear 
of rejection ... and are 
reluctant to call someone for a 
date. The man is reluctant to 
call. . . "it’s the wrong time” 

. . . "she’s probably busy 
anyway" . . . “she’s probably 
busy anyway" . . . "maybe 
she's already seeing 
someone,” Result ... he sits 
alone. Women ... in spite of 
women’s liberation ... are 
reluctant to call a single man 
. . . "he might not think I'm a 
lady" . . . "he's a busy man 
and I shouldn't bother him" 
. . . "how do I know he’s in¬ 
terested in me? ... all of 
which are smoke screens to 
hide behind the fear of 
rejection. 

What is this fear of rejection 
which keeps people im¬ 
poverished in their souls as 
well as their pocketbooks? It's 
AN ATTITUDE TOWARD 
ONESELF ... as Harry said 
. . . “I'm not good enough" 
. . . "I'm not good enough” 
. . . "I'm not worthy ... I’m 
so fragile in myself that a 


negative reply reduces my self 
image even further ... I get | 
hurt so easily." Someone didn't 
teach this young man that "no 
one can diminish you" . . if 
you don’t let them. There's the 
problem. The attitude toward 
oneself determines how we 
accept negative answers. You 
don’t have to have a "yes" 
answer all the time to avoid 
being diminished. Or, do you? 
Did you grow up getting 
everything you wanted . . . 
when you wanted it so that you 
never learned to accept the 
answer NO? Just to hear it. . . 
and learn that it doesn’t mean 
rejection. . . that it may mean 
love . . . helps one to live in 
this world and to cope with real 
situations. Permissive parents 
fail to give this ingredient in 
the making of an adult. This 
then causes one to flinch at a 
"No" answer ... to take it 
personally . . . to feel put down 
... to hold back in reaching 
out to the opportunities of life. 

Or... it may be that you grew 
up always badgered by stern 
parents so that you were afraid 
to ask for what you wanted ... 
to make any demands for 
yourself... so that have lived in 
continual state of being 
“diminished" ... feeling un¬ 
worthy. 

A wife who was raised that 
way probably will take no 
initiative to showing affection j 
to her husband, for fear that he j 
will reject her.

Once again the City of 
Newton, representing the Newt 
n Free library, has served 
notice that it will take 18 more 
library borrowers to Small 
Claims Court in an effort to 
collect long overdu books and 
fines. 

Too many people have 
abused books or their right to 
borrow books, records, 
magazines, and films from the 
Newton Library, the city feels. 

Other suits will soon follow in 
the library’s frustr ting at¬ 
tempt to have the city’s public 
property, including priceless 
and irreplaceable material 
from the Newton Room, 
returned to the shelves. 

Ignoring courtesy overdue 
notices, bills, and teleph ne 
cals, the borrowers have 
permitted their bills to escalate 


until some now total over $100 
or more per person. The 
Library's Billing Department 
is forced to send out an average 
of 500 bills per month in its 
frustrating attempt to recoup 
city property and permit use of 
materials by a patiently 
waisting public. Books and 
book materials worth 
thousands of dollars are in¬ 
volved in the outstanding files 
which the City feels it must 
now attempt to recover. 

The Newton Free Library 
patrons that the Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 266, 
Sections 99 and 100 clearly 
define the State's position 
relevant to the infraction, 

The Library hopes future 
court cases can be elimanated 
with the active support of 
borrowers promptly returning 
library materials. 


MAPC to vote 
on open space plan 



State document register 
proposed by Pines 


Slate Rep. Louis G. Pines (D- 
Newlon) urged passage last 
week of her bill (H. 4152) to 
establish a central office of the 
Massachusetts Register under 
the Stale Secretary’ to publish 
notices of agency public 
hearings, to index and publish 
documents and proposed 
regulations emanating from 
state agencies similar to the 
Federal Register printed by 
the U.S. government. 

Rep. Pines, testifying before 
the Stale Administration 
Committee, said that under 
present law there is "no cen¬ 
tral location where a legislator 
or private citizen can go to 
ascertain what in fact is being 
considered by a state agency.” 

The present system, she 
explained, "requires a 
legislator to look for notices of 
public hearings in the 


newspapers. If you're lucky 
and you find it, then you can go 
off to your hearing and have 
some input, but if they print the 
notice in a different paper, you 
don’t." 

Citing an instance in which 
she had been unable to acquire 
information about an im¬ 
portant hearing, Rep. Pines 
said she found it "appalling" 
that such information was 
unavailable, and called the 
current system “not in keeping 
with our concern for openness 
in government." 

Representative Pines 
asserted the establishment of a 
central office distributing stale 
agency documents woild fulfill 
"a critical need of the Com¬ 
monwealth." 

Both Secretary of Stale Paul 
Guzzi and former Chief of the 
Attorney General's 


Administration Division, 
Attorney Waller Howard 
Mayo, supported House 4152. In 
his testimony, Mayo stressed 
the need of private citizens to 
know when hearings are being 
held. He pointed out that the 
publication would pay for itself 
through a charge to sub¬ 
scribers.

The major Item at the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council meeting Wednesday 
will be the “Open Space and 
Recreation Plan for 
Metropolitan Boston, Volume 
1 ," a newly revised plan 
concerned with the preser¬ 
vation of the remaining un¬ 
developed lands in the MAPc’s 
101 -community area. 

The full 133-member meeting 
of MAPC will be Wednesday, 
April 2, at 7:45 pm. at the 
Dedham Inn, 235 Elm St., 
Dedham. 

Representing many months 
of work by council open space 
and recreation planners and 
technical advisory committee 
members, the updated plan¬ 
ning document expands upon a 
plan first adopted and 
published by the MAPC in 1969. 

The new plan includes 
recommendations for 22 
communities which have 
joined the MAPC since that 


time, as well as a summary of 
significant developments af¬ 
fecting region-wide open space 
and recreation areas since the 
first edition was published. 

In order to insure public 
participation in the develop¬ 
ment of the plan, local officials 
and interested citizens have 
been contacted during each 
stage of the study. 

In addition, Volume 1 was the 
subject of a recent public 
meeting in Lexington. 
Evaluations, additions and 
comments received at that 
time were incorporated into 
the plan's final draft. 

The MAPC Is the Greater 
Boston Area’s officially 
designated planning agency.

Drinan files gun control 
legislation 


Howard Ferguson is the 
Ward 2 representative on the 
Recreation Commission.

"Fergie" is a past president 
of the State Coaches 
Association, first president of 
the Massachusetts Baseball 
Coaches Association, director 
of the 50 schools Baseball 
Tournament and the State 
Baseball Tournament. He is 
also the Recreation Com¬

Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan of Newton has filed gun 
control legislation which would 
require registration of all guns 
and the licensing of all gun 
owners. 

He has 11 congressional co 
sponsors for the “Personal 
Safety Firearms Act of 1975.” 

“The Congress can no longer 
avoid its constitutional duty to 
protect and promote the 
general welfare of the people,” 
Drinan stated. "Our gun 
homicide rate is five times 
Canada’s, 20 times Denmark’s, 
67 times Japan’s and 90 times 
the Netherlands. 

"In the United state States, 
one out of every 100 deaths, 
Including natural deathes, is 
caused by a gun. On any given 
day, an average of 69 people 
are killed by firearms, almost 
three per hour.” 

Drinan said that effective 
gun control laws are "clearly 
needed to reduce the 
availability of firearms." 

"Statistics show that the 
great majority of gun-related 
injuries and deaths result from 
the wholesale availability of 
these weapons," be noted. 
"Approximately three out of 
four murders are crimes of 
passion, the victim being killed 
by someone he or she knows. 

"And the greatest tragedy is 
that 25 per cent of the homicide 
rate occurs • within families, 
stemming from an argument 
or fight. 

"The gun probably would not 
have been used were it not 


within easy reach of the bed, in 
the closet or in a dresser 
drawer,” the congressman 
said. 

The Personal Safety 
Firearms Act requires the 
registration of all firearms, 
long guns as well as handguns. 

Guns newly purchased after 
passage of the act would be 
registered at the time of 
purchase, while those already 
owned must be registered 
within six months. 

The licensing of all gun 
owners may be implemented 
through either a federal or 
state program, under which 
licenses idual’s identity and 
competence would be issued 
after the indiv are verified.

Asbestos report 
Buildings Commissioner 
Gene Larson tol d the School 
Committee about a letter from 
Dr. William J. Nicholson dated 
March 20, concerning the 
results of his second series of 
air sam pies at Newton North 
for the presence of asbestos. 

Three of the five areas tested 
in the school recorded leve of 
asbestos particles Is four to 
seven time s higher than the 
sample taken outside the 
school during the same period. 

Possible reasons for the 
higher concentration in these 
areas were included in the two- 
page report to Larson. 

In the chemistry storeroom, 
work was just finished on the 
ventilation system when the 
test was taken, in the 
stagearea, which was in the 
process of being cleaned up, 
according to Larson, and in the 
corridor between rooms 3374 
and 3375, which may have been 
a bad sample. 

Larson feels this last sample 
might have been "doctored" 
by students placing pieces of 
asbestos near the sampling 
intake, or by someone walking 
by the area with a lot of 
asbestos particles on his or her 
clothing. 

Dr. Nicholson noted that this 
area had "one of the lowest" 
concentrations in the first set 
of samples, and noted the 
possibility that asbestos could 
have been carried in from the 
stage area, or jarred loose 
from the disturbance of a 
ceiling panel. 

The Board of Aldermen 
Finance Committee turned 
down a request for $100,000 to 
finish covering the asbestos in 
these areas and the library and 
Main Street. 

Hie vote was 5-2 against the 
appropriation, after Larson 
told the committee that if it 
were his building and his 
money, he would not have the 
work done. 

Previously, Dr. Nicholson 
suggested that all the work be 
completed regardless of future 
samplings.

Halston reasons that he is offering the 
skimp as a gift to men, saying that 
American women are known for their 
beautiful legs and men have missed them. 

He also sees Spring bring forth a 
mingling of soft and more precise outlines 
as well as contrasting lengths. His 
collection includes the tailored suit, dress- 
and-jacket numbers, a shirt jacket set 
over a full dress, the ladylike as well as 
very sexy dress, the cocktail dress and the 
long elegant evening dress. 

Hallslon was not the only designer who 
came out strongly for the short dress. His 
versions sold in three figures - 
manufacturers with lots of savvy turned 
out look-alikes in cotton knit aimed at the 
young at heart and lean of pocket (as well 
as slender of knee).

Appearing after 
five, these full pants are shown with the 
softest, most feminine blouses seen in 
years. Women who have shied away from 
"frills" consider the blouse the perfect 
answer to the full pants style. 

Which way to go? The young will try it 
all - the short as well as the long, the full as 
well as the fitted and it will all prove to be 
a fun experience. The older woman will 
consider her image in a three sided full 
length mirror, and because she knows her 
own style, she chooses that which Is most 
flattering whether it's "in” or not.

JACQUI'S BROWNIES 

4 pound butter 

4 squares chocolate (for cooking) 

2 cups sugar 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup walnuts 

1 cup flour 

In double boiler, melt butter, chocolate. Remove from 
heat and add sugar and mix; then add the 3 eggs. MU until 
well blended. Add walnuts and vanilla and flour. Mix until 
well blended. Bake in 350 degree oven for 45 min. 

Question: I've just received a 12 cup Bundt pan for a 
gift. Would you have any specially good recipes using this 
pan—with yeast and one without? Also, what is the deriva¬ 
tion of the word "Bundt"? Thank you very much.

Answer: Congratulations on your bundt pan (also 
known as a Turk's Head); sorry I do not know the 
derivation of the name, perhaps a reader will inform us. In 
the meantime, the following cakes, one with yeast and one 
without, for your pleasure. 

SUNDAY AFTERNOON 
TEA CAKE 

24 cups sifted all purpose flour 

14 cups sugar 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

14 teaspoons salt 

1 cup shortening 

4 cup milk 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

3 eggs 

4 cup walnuts, finely chopped 

Sift flour, sugar, baking powder and salt into mixing 
bowl. Drop in shortening; add milk, vanilla and 1 egg and 
beat for 2 minutes. Scrape sides of bowl occasionally. Add 
remaining eggs and beat for 2 minutes. Blend in nuts. Bake 
in well greased bundt or angel cake pan in 350 degree oven 
60 minutes or until cake tests done. Turn out wire rack to 
cool. 


BABA AU RUM 
14 to 24 cups unsifted flour 
4 cup sugar 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
4 cup milk 

4 cup (4 stick) margarine 
3 eggs, at room temp. 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix two-thirds cup flour, 
sugar and undissolved active dry yeast. Combine milk and 
margarine In a saucepan. Heat over low heat until liquid is 
warm. Margarine does not need to melt. Gradually add to 
dry ingredients and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer, scraping bowl occasionally. Add eggs and 4 
cup flour. Beat at high speed 2 minutes, scraping bowl 
occasionally. Stir in enough additional flour to make a thick 
batter. Cover; let rise in warm place, free from draft, until 
bubbly about 1 hour. Stir down batter. Turn into well 
greased and floured bundt pan or Turk's head pan. Cover; 
let rise in warm place, free from draft, 30 minutes. Bake in 
350 degree over 30-35 minutes, or until done. Before 
removing from pan, immediately prick surface with fork. 
Pour Rum Syrup (below) over cake. After syrup is ab¬ 
sorbed, remove from pan. 

RUM SYRUP: In a saucepan, combine 4 cup sugar 
and 4 cup water; bring to a boil. Remove from heat and 
stir in 4 cup orange juice and 1 tablespoon rum extract.

1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 pound veal cutlets, pounded thin

Adults brought up on Black 
Beauty, I-assie and other tales 
of idyllic relationships between 
animals and their young 
masters sometimes assume 
that children are bom with a 
natural affinity for animals. 
Not so. 

Appreciation for animals 
must be taught. Parents are 
often disappointed and even 
deeply distressed if their 
youngsters treat animals with 
indifference or apparent 
cruelty. They forget that 
children need to be prepared 
for a friendship with an 
animal, just as they are 
prepared for other new 
situations - a new baby, 
enrolling in nursery school, or 
learning to share toys with 
other children. 

You can begin teaching a 
child to like animals just as 
soon as he is old enough to 
understand words. 
Reassurances like "nice 
doggie" and "see the pretty 
pussy cat" are all part of 
communicating your own 
feelings to the child that 
animals are among the good 
things in life. 

It is better to wait until a 
child is beyond the destructive 
toddler age before actually 
introducing a puppy or kitten to 
your own household. If you do 
bring home a small animal 
while your children are still 
tiny, expect them to 
manhandle or drop the new pet 
and keep a watchful eye out at 
all times to prevent unin¬ 
tentional injury. 

The time to prepare the child 
for a pet is before you bring the 
naimal home. You and your 
older children will enjoy 
reading up on the kind of pet 
you’ve selected, and getting 
advice from veterinarians or 
friends with pets. Remind 
children that their pet will be a 
playmate, not a plaything. 
Teach them how to handle it 
property and remind them it 
will love them more quickly il 
they are always thoughtful, 
kind and gentle. 

This is also the time to 
suggest responsibilities for 
each member of the family. 
Even a four-year old is not too 
young to give the pet his dinner 
after it has been prepared. 
Even small duties help a child 
learn to treat other living 
creatures with care. 

If a dog or cat is impractical 
for your home, children can 
enjoy and laarn just as much 
by caring for a turtle, or gerbil 
or even a white mouse. 

Finally, whether a child has 
his own pet or not, he can learn 
to appreciate and love animals 
through visits to zoos, farms, 
pet shops and the homes of 
relatives or neighbors who own 
pets. Encouraging a child to 
visit the library and read any 
of the excellent juvenile animal 
books available is another way 
to develop understanding and 
trust. 

The Animal Rescue League 
sponsors a club just for young 
people who want to learn more 
about animals called the 
"Animal Friends Club.” In 
addition to regular club 
literature, members get a copy 
each month of the American 
Humane Association's 
National Humane Junior 
Review which carries stories 
on wildlife, pet care, puzzles, 
book reviews and othr items of 
interest to young people 
Anyone interested in in¬ 
formation on the Animal 
Friends Club should write to:

Audubon Society 
When I read that each and | 
every American consumes 
aboui 40,000 pounds of minerals 
and materials per year, I 
couldn't help imagining my 
family's 200,000 pounds i for the 
five of us) raining down upon 
the roof of our house like the 
fishes and frogs which 
reputedly fall from the skies 
occasionally when a water¬ 
spout sucks water into the 
clouds. 

What a pyramid it would 
make to bury us! 

The fifth annual report of the 
Council on Environmental 
Quality says, “Of the nearly 
40,000 pounds of minerals and 
materials consumed per capita 
in the United States in 
1972...about 46 percent by 
weight was fuels, about 51 
percent was nonmineral - 
mostly sand, gravel, cement, 
and stone used in construction - 
and about 3 percent was 
processed minerals." 

And how much energy do we 
use? 

That 46 percent which is fuel 
Ls used to generate an energy 
equivalent to 300 persons 
working around the clock for 
each United States citizen! 

Considering all the 
housework I have to do. 1 find it 
difficult to visualize my 
family's 1,5000 full-time 
slaves...but it becomes easier 
when one imagines the labor 
and fuel which went into 
making all those tilings we 
Americans think we need - 
cars, refrigerators, electric 
lights until midnight, 
pineapples and papayas flown 
from Hawaii and Mexico, 
vacations, etc., etc., etc. 

Those 300 round-the-clock 
slaves per capita -1 mean, that 
energy was generated by 
consuming 7,800 pounds of 
petroleum, 5,000 pounds of 
coal, 5,000 pounds of natural 
gas, and one-twentieth of a 
pound of uranium for each 
citizen of the USA. 

Here's what we used in the 
way of metals in 1972: 1,200 
pounds of iron and steel, 50 
pounds of aluminum, 25 pounds 
of copper, 15 pounds of zinc, 15 
pounds of lead, and 35 pounds 
of other metals. 

As for non-metals, we used 
9,000 pounds of sand and_ 
gravel, 8,500 pounds of stone. “ 
800 pounds of cement (what a 
roller skating rink that would 
make for our family's share, or 
4,000 pounds), 600 pounds of 
clay (perhaps a huge statue for 
our front yard?), 450 pounds of 
salt, and 1,200 pounds of other 
non-metals. 

Could we recycle more? Yes, 
according to the Council on 
Environmental Quality (CEQ). 
"There is great potential for 
increasing the amount of 
processed mineral products 
recovered for recycling...The 
importance of recycling is two¬ 
fold: it augments supply, 
thereby preserving the 
resource; and it conserves the 
energy otherwise required to 
process virgin materials. 
Potential energy savings are 
considerable." We now recycle 
about 458 pounds per capita, 
about half of which comes from 
iron foundry and steel mill 
scrap. 

The CEQ didn't discuss it, 
but 1 wonder if we couldn't 
consume less, too. That 40,000 
pounds of materials burying 
each of us becomes a super¬ 
burial when it's thought of on a 
nation-wide scale. Will a super¬ 
pyramid of consumed 
materials be our eternal 
monument, like the tombs of 
ancient Egypt? 

Maybe our long-term goal 
should be: Recycle more, 
consume less.

The Green Thumb

Stretch your fertilizer: A 
good many things you toss into 
the garbage can or haul to the 
dump could be converted into 
useful plant nutrients. That’s 
the best way to beat the fer¬ 
tilizer shortage. Build yourself 
a compost pile and save these 
materials. Fortify the compost 
with a liquid plant food such as 
23-19-17, or a material such as 
10 - 10 - 10 , plus a scattering of 
lime, from time to time. Here 
are a few ways to stretch your 
fertilizer: 

(1) Save all hair from 
brushes, combs, or cuttings, 
and compost them. These 
materials are mostly protein, 
and break down readily. 

(2) Save ashes and cigar and 
cigarette butts for the garden. 
Also, soak them in water and 
spray plants with the juice to 
check aphids. 

(3) Save all coffee grounds 
and tea leaves, plus potato 
peelings, kitchen scraps, citrus 
skins, for the compost. 

(4) Save hair from dogs and 
cats for the compost. Drop¬ 
pings and litter box refuse can 
be used around ornamentals, 
but we don’t recommend them 
for use on edible crops. 

(5) Use fireplace ashes on 
the garden. The calcium 
releases the nutrients in the 
soil and makes them available 
to plants, if the soil is acid. You 
can add too many wood ashes 
to the soil, just as you can 
overlime. 

Christmas plant care: The 
only Christmas plant to give 


you lots of mileage these days 
is the Poinsettia, bred to last 
for many months. In fact, 
many home owners are 
complaining that the poinsettia 
lasts too long. They “get sick" 
of the plant lasting so long. One 
way to handle that - toss it out, 
or give it to a friend. After the 
poinsettia has finished its tour, 
cut it back in May, then set it 
outdoors until the fall, when it 
can be brought indoors. 

Christmas peppers are short¬ 
lived and when they start to go 
bad, save the seeds and discard 
the plant. Start new plants 
from seed. Peppers are hot and 
edible. Jerusalem cherry is 
poisonous, but you can save the 
fruit to start new plants. 

Discard the parent plant. 
Chrysanthemums, popular at 
Christmas time, should be 
discard, since most varieties 
grown for forcing bloom quite 
late in the fall and are not 
reliably winter hardy. If you 
want to save your florist's 
mum, cut it back after tops 
have died, keep plant cool, and 
slightly moist until spring. 
When warm weather arrives, 
plant outdoors._, • 

Green Thumb clinic: Did you 
ever hear of a vegetable called 
Romaine lettuce? My neighbor 
grew some last year and tt was 
great.” 

Ans: Yes, Cos, or Romaine 
lettuce (also called Parris 
Island Cos) is a dandy lettuce.

losses and brokers’ fees, will be 
found in stock market tran¬ 
saction records. Interest 
payments or receipts will be 
listed on bank statements. 
Receipts from stores and 
service firms can lead to all 
sorts of tax reductions: 
grocery, utility and main¬ 
tenance bills, for example, can 
help substantiate that you 
provided more than half the 
support of a person claimed as 
a dependent. 

As you get involved in the 
digging process, you may find 
yourself developing a shar¬ 
pened "lax awareness"—a 
feeling for less obvious but 
very real tax-saving 
possibilities.

The Norfolk County-Newton 
Lung Association reports that 
officials are worried. Parents 
are lax. Not enough children 
are being immunized against 
contagious diseases. 

Wilhoul the proper protec¬ 
tion, epidemics can sweep like 
fire through dry Under. Ten 
years ago, 85 percent of 
children in the one-to-four-year 
age group received all three 
dopes of the polio vaccine. By 
1973, the figure had dropped to 
60 percent. 

"Waiting until they’re in 
school may be too late for 
some," says Dr. John J. Witte, 
director of immunication 
division of the government's 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. "Remember when 
polio was known as infantile 
paralysis? The preschoolers 
are most vulnerable, so we 
really must reach them." 

The percentage of young 
children being immunized 
against mealses, rubella, 
mumps, diptheria, tetanus, 
and other diseases is falling 
off. So are rates for vaccination 


against whooping cough, 
another serious threat to 
youngsters. 

Tuberculosis tends to be 
forgotten in the crush. Anyone, 
including children, can have 
TB without knowing it and be 
spreading it to others. 
Everyone should have a 
buberrulin skin test at least 
once. If a child or adult is in¬ 
fected with TB germs but does 
not have disease, the doctor 
can prescribe special pills to 
prevent disease from 
developing. If disease is 
already present, pills can cure 
it. 

The care and protection ot 
children is out of their hands. It 
depends on concerned parents 
and health professionals. Being 
sure the proper precautions 
are taken against contagious 
disease is essential.

Business Bureau warns 
of "rebate" gimmicks 


Boston, Mass.—The nation's 
automakers started something 
with their offers of rebates to 
move their inventory backlogs. 

A lot of merchants are now 
offering what appear to be 
similar rebates to entice 
consumers to their stores. 

"These offers arc not the 
same, just gimmicks," 
Leonard L. Sanders, president 
of the Better Business Bureau 
of Eastern, Mass., asserts. 
“Whether a merchant gives a 
10 percent ‘rebate’ or cuts the 
price 10 percent, the price is 
still the same and the con¬ 
sumer is no better otf. In fact, 
with a ‘rebate’ a consumer 
may be worse off because he is 
paying a sales tax on the total 
price, including the rebate." 

Automobile manufacturers 
were third party participants 
in the sale of cars overstocked 
by their dealers, according to 
the BBB. They couldn’t cut 
their dealer’s price, so they 
induced additional sales by 
giving cash rebates. 

“That was reasonable," 
Sanders said. "But then some 
dealers began offering 
’rebates’ on their used cars, 
taking in their ’price’ with one 
hand and giving back a refimd 
or ’rebate’ with the other. 
Dealers gave the excuse that 
this was just fairness to their 
used car customers since 
Detroit was giving new car 
customers rebates. 

"Let's face it, a price cut is 
better thdn a rebate and the 
public shouldn't be consused 
into thinking otherwise," 
Sanders declared. "If, instead 
of offering $200 rebates, 
merchants cut their prices by 
$200, the purchaser saves $6 in 
sales taxes, 


"Present 'rebate' gimmick 
advertising is getting 
ridiculous," Sanders observed. 
"Of what advantage to the 
customer is it to get a $300 
‘rebate’ from a home im¬ 
provement company after the 
last payment is made on a 
$3000 job. If the customer takes 
out a home improvement loan 
lo pay for the work, then he is 
paying interest and finance 
charges on the $300 'rebate.' ” 

Sanders also warned mer¬ 
chants who arrange their own 
customer financing that rebate 
gimmicks may put them in 
violation of Regulation Z of the 
Truth in Lending Act, if they 
are not careful. Federal 
Reserve Bank officials have 
stated that the direct payment 
of rebates by manufacturers to 
consumers is not affected by 
the Truth in Lending Act, if 
they are separate and distinct 
from the buyer's sales tran¬ 
saction with the dealer and are 
payments after the fact of 
purchase. 

But where the dealer is the 


one making the rebate and 
where credit is offering by 
mentioning down payments, 
installment payments 
amounts, the dollar amount of 
finance charge, the number of 
installments or the period of 
payment, then the full 
disclosures required under 
Regulation Z must also be 
made. 

In other words, all credit 
terms must be disclosed and 
feflect the effect of the rebates. 
< "The Better Business 
jBureau is sure that wise 
consumers won’t allow 
themselves to be victimized or 
misled by merchants playing 
the 'Rebate Game',” Sanders 
continued. "Most of these 
advertisers are just using it as 
amother form of ‘bait’ to lure 
the unwary. In fact, consumers 
tell us what most of these 
merchants just tell the con¬ 
sumers that they will just drop 
the sales price to the amount of 
the ‘rebate.’

The names Emile Galle, 
Rene I^lique, and Maurice 
Marinot are synonymous with 
quality, creativity, and in¬ 
novation in glassmaking. Some 
of the finest glass created by 
these artists will be loaned for 
an exhibition, French Art 
Glass 1875-1925: Galle, I^alique, 
Marinot, at the Boston

Emile Galle, a pioneer in art 
glass, was active from the 
1880’s through the turn of the 
century.

The 
loansjip to a maximum of $600 
in one academic year, were 
established by Congress 
recently. 

The new law also provides a 
22.7 per cent increase in 
monthly payments for 1.5 
million veterans in training 
under the Gl Bill. Single 
veterans now receive $270 
nonthly. A veteran with two 
dependents receives $366. 
Students pursuing an un¬ 
dergraduate degree, who 
exhaust their 36 months' en¬ 
titlement, were given, under 
the new law, up to nine months 
additional time to complete 
studies. 

f tough the effective date 
t loan program was Jan. 
Boston VA said that all 
eligible veterans, wives, 
widows and children will be 
considered for initial loans 
based upon the full amount of 
their tuition and all other costs 
of attendance anticipated for 
ti)e entire 1974-75 academic 
year. This is considered to 
hjtve started about Sept. 1, 
^Under the new law, those 
4jjuited loans will be required 
l<* execute promissory notes 
agreeing to repayment of 
principal plus 8 per cent in¬ 
terest.

Installment payments must 
start nine months after the 
student ceases at least half¬ 
time enrollment, with full 
payment within 10 years and 
nine months after thatdate.

Boston’s Guides River has 
always been the scene for 
summer sails and sculling. But 
the river will be even better in 
a couple of years when a new 
lock and dam system will 
replace the present single-lock 
dam, making the river more 
navigable, giving Boston a new 
four-acre riverside park and a 
major flood control facility. 

Additionally, the lock and the 
dam are the first part of a long- 
range program which includes 
a sewage treatment plant to 
make the river ecologically 
and environmentally cleaner. 

Construction of the new lock 
and dam structure is now 
under way inside a temporary 
sheet pile cellular cofferdam 
already in place. The 33 cells 
forming the cofferdam are 
made of a new, wider, stronger 
sheet piling manufactured by 
U.S. Steel. 

The piling, designated PSX- 
32, is 1614 inches wide as op¬ 
posed to 15 inches and has a 
minimum interlock strength of 
28 kips (28,000 pounds) per 
lineal inch, which is 75 per cent 
stronger than conventional PS- 
28 sheet piling.

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Students' 

practice 

survival 

Last month, seven students 
and a faculty member from the 
Rivers Country Day School 
spent a week practicing sur¬ 
vival camping in the Umbago 
area of northern Maine. 

Two guides from Camp 
ChtWhnkee led the trip into the 
wlldWhess and the students 
wf+e'Well aware that they were 
not just "getting out of school." 

Cross Country skis were used 
and the group spent four nights 
in cabins with wood stoves and 
two nights on the trail, sleeping 
in tents. The group slept when 
the sun went down and rose at 
sunrise. Nightly temperatures 
in the tents and cabins 
averaged -10. 

Don Wesley claimed that he 
did more sleeping than the rest 
because his sleeping bag was 
the only place he could keep his 
feet warm. There was not time 
to waste, however, as the 
daylight hours were spent 
gathering fuel for fires, ex¬ 
tracting water from the frozen 
lakes and streams, or skiing. 

The value of this kind of 
educational experience is well 
worth the effort, according to 
Stephen Joyce, the faculty 
member who went on the trip. 

Joyce claims that everyone 
on the trip had "severe doubts" 
as to whether they could do it. 
He feels that in terms of group 
dynamics, the experience was 
a success. Personality and 
ability differences were 
overlooked in order to ac¬ 
complish the main goal of trip. 
According to Joyce, "everyone 
ended the trip with great 
personal satisfaction in a job 
well done,” 

One of the students said that 
on his return to school, he felt 
the absurdity of seeing fellow 
students wasting time and 
avoiding things. As he put it, 
"under those conditions, there 
is no way to run away from 
your problem." 

David Berwind, headmaster 
of Rivers, felt that the results 
of the trip were so positive that 
the school will sponsor more of 
such trips in the spring. One 
will .be a mountain climbing 
excursion in the Presidentials; 
the other a canoe trip down the 
Alagash. Education does not 
stop at the school, and so 
Rivers is embarking on an 
experiment in off-campus 
learning,

S. lister Ralph, chairman of’ 
the Middlesex County Com¬ 
missioners, today announced 
that the cities and towns of the 
county will not be assessed to 
support the operation of the 
Middlesex County Hospital in 
Ibis fiscal year. 

"The hospital is running in 
Ihe black for the first lime in 
recent history," said Com¬ 
missioner Ralph. "What is 
more impressive," continued 
the chairman, "is that in this 
lime of substantial inflation 
and increasing taxes, the 
hospital has actually increased 
service by 22 per cent while 
decreasing costs to the tax¬ 
payers of Middlesex County — 
an unprecedented record in 
these troubled times." 

"The new administration of 
the hospital has established an 
enviable record of ac¬ 
complishment. Beginning in 
July of 1973, the annual deficit 
was reduced by 10 per cent in 
that fiscal year as services 
were increased by 18 per cent. 
This saving of almost $200,000 
brought the assessment to the 
cities and towns down from 
$1,650,905 to an annualized 
figure of $1,481,695 which has 
been eradicated in this fiscal 
year. It appears now that 
future hospital costs to the 
taxpayer will continue at or 
near the breakeven level." 

"While ther has been much 
talk about the rale increases 
which the hospital has ob¬ 
tained, these could not have 
been earned except through 
major improvements in 
management and financial 
controls at the hospital," said 
Ralph. "As important as these 
increases are,"he continued, 
"discussion of them has tended 
lo eclipse equally important 
innovations at the hospital." 
Ralph said the major ac¬ 
complishments include; 

1 . Reorganization of the 
administrative structure to 
insure more effective 
operation and integration of 
services.

Consequently, the 
cities and towns of Middlesex 
County have very little control 
over how much money is spent 
by the hospital or what it is 
spent for. So it is the duty of the 
stale representatives to keep a 
constant check to insure that

Wasted 

Energy 

By JERRY McGINN 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Not many years ago, wildcat 
oil drillers and even more 
sophisticated oil company 
crews burned off that 
bothersome gas which 
separated them from a new 
strike of oil. 

Who knows how many billion 
cubic feet later, the med¬ 
dlesome, lighter-than-air stuff 
was found to be more useful 
than that. 

It was harnessed into pipeli¬ 
nes, and millions of persons 
now pay for it to light their 
stoves and heat their homes. 
The same natural gas that used 
to light the Texas skies at night 
is costing more and more each 
year, with no foreseeable 
respite in sight. 

So now, energy explorers are 
turning to the ground again, 
deep beneath the earth's crust, 
in hopes of finding more 
gushers —not of oil, but of 
scalding steam to turn the 
turbines no longer able to af¬ 
ford ever-rising costs of all 
fossil fuels. 

The heat of the earth’s in¬ 
terior —better known as 
geothermal energy, increases 
an average of one degree per 70 
• feet. 

But throughout the world, 
thousands of geothermal 
debits —trapped pockets of 
percolating rocks and water 
fueled ■from somewhere near 
the earnfij epicenter —are 
closer to talk earth’s surface 
than the norfy; waiting, as it 
were, for the fight technology 
to be develope&Ho harness 
them cheaply. 

With the new natKHUi em¬ 
phasis on energy’ 1 ^#.elf- 
sufficiency, the monej 
provide that technology is t 
available. 

One such scries of deposits, 
the Salton Sea area of the 
Imperial Valiey of California, 
has been subjected to the most 
extensive study of any un¬ 
developed deposit in the coun¬ 
try. 

A 36-mile-square portion of 
deposits near Niland, Calif., is 
high in salinity (salt content) 
and is hotter than most known 
deposits, 570 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. 

Because of its uniqueness 
(hotter and saltier), scientists 
from University of California 
working the site under a $2.8 
million Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission grant, are developing 
the deposits in hopes of 
unraveling the difficulties in¬ 
volved in providing efficient 
geothermal energy for conver¬ 
sion to electricity. 

’’Preliminary results show a 
60 per cent greater efficiency 
for making electricity than is 
now possible," said Dr. Roy 
Austin, Project Director for 
Livermore laboratories. "Our 
aim is to tailor nozzles and 
turbine blades specifically for 
harnessing the total flow of 
liquid and steam from a 
geothermal well."

David Tennant, died in 1967. 
They had been divorced years 
earlier. He remarried, 
divorced again, and was 
courting Hermione once more 
when overtaken by a heart 
attack. 

They were parents of a 
daughter, now Lady Rumbald, 
who lives in Dorset, England. 
Their son, David, lives . in 
Spain. Hermione is a four-time 
grandmother who visits the 
youngsters when time allows. 

Her sister, Angela, who lives 
in London, plays the cook in the 
British television series "Up¬ 
stairs, Downstairs." 

Hermione lives in the Holly¬ 
wood Hills but spends almost 
as much time in London. She 
bought her 25-year-old Cali¬ 
fornia house last July. It has 
two bedrooms, a swimming 
pool and a lush garden. The 
decor is a mixture of con¬ 
temporary and antique fur¬ 
niture. 

She is particularly fond of an 
old desk, brought over from 
England, which reposes In her 
bedroom.

PHILADELPHIA (UPII - 
Janet Bly still receives mail 
addressed to Mr. and Mrs. 
James Kosenberg. She is not 
and never lias been Mrs. 
Rosenberg. 

Ms. Bly, 26, of Philadelphia, 
is one of the increasing number 
of women who are retaining 
their birth-given names after 
marriage. And like most, she 
lias faced fewer problems with 
the banks and credit com¬ 
panies than with her family. 

"Neither family has really 
recognized it," she said. 
"Sometimes when we are with 
our family my husband or I 
have jokingly said something 
about the way the mail was 
addressed. But it’s never heard 
by anyone." 

Gina McQuinn, 26, Cherry 
Hill, N.J., who kept her name 
following her marriage to W.R 
McClellan, said she, too, faced 
problems with her family. 

"We haven’t had any prob¬ 
lems except for family. Family 
members seem to think that 
there was some kind of peer 
group pressure that made me 
do this," she said.

Pennsylvania Attorney 
General Israel Packel said in 
an opinion Oct. 25,1973, that a 
married woman may register 
to vote under her birthname or 
revert to her birthnaine from 
her married name on her 
registration as long as she 
consistently uses that name for 
purposes of identification. 

"It's a matter of custom, not 
law, that women take their 
husbands' names upon mar¬ 
riage," Ms. McQuinn said. The 
Equal Rights Amendment 
requires that there be no dif¬ 
ferent law regarding names for 
married women than there is 
for married men." 

According to Ms. McQuinn, if 
a woman chooses to revert to 
her birth-given name after 


having used her husband's, she 
simply notifies banks, schools, 
everyone she deals with 
professionally and socially. In 
Pennsylvania, as in most 
states, no legal action is 
required. 

Barbara Rosenberg, 28, 
Philadelphia, an attorney in 
the Camden, N.J., Public 
Defender's office, said being a 
lawyer gave her an advantage 
in dealing with businesses and 
banks when she retained her 
name after marriage. 

"The bank was a little sur¬ 
prised when we got a 
newlyweds’ account. The reac¬ 
tion of a lot of people was that 
they never heard of doing it 
and therefore, you couldn't. 
But 1 was a law student at the 
time, and I knew I could." 

"There are advantages to 
retaining your name," she 
said. "1 felt very good in using 
my own name and being an 
individual. People tend to view 
my husband and me much 
more as individuals rather 
than one enUty." 

Barbara Brown, 28, 
Philadelphia, who is managing 


attorney of the Women's Law 
Project, said upon marriage, 
she and her husband faced 
problems with banks and 
creditors. 

"The bank lending us money 
for a mortgage made a big 
stink that they couldn't have 
different names for a husband 
and wife. So they got an opinion 
from their legal department, 
which was staffed by a woman, 
and it was straightened out" 

Her charge cards, however, 
read: "Mrs. Alex Capron" 
despite her repeated 
requests. 

"Some people are nervous. 
That's the way they identify all 
women; by their husband 
because they assume that's 
where the money is coming 
from." 

Ms. Bly said a few depart¬ 
ment stores have complied and 
have issued credit cards in two 
different names for accounts 
she shares with her husband. 
When businesses have refused 
and have listed only her 
husband’s name, she's found a 
solution.

But 
it looks as if nothing much is 
going to happen very soon to 
change it. 

The one area where some¬ 
thing is happening -at the 
Federal Trade Commission — 
has been moving so slowly that 
we’d hate to guess how many 
months or even years it will be 


the commission’s con¬ 
sideration. But the whole 
timetable, not to mention the 
final outcome, is stalled for 
now because of internal 
changes in the FTC’s rule- 
making procedures neces¬ 
sitated by a new law Congress 
passed late last year. 

While the idea still is alive, it 
will be some time before the 
public sees any results. Howe¬ 
ver, you can always complain 
to the cereal makers and the 
store managers and the televi¬ 
sion stations, although people 
have been doing that for yea^' 
without much success.

Does Minnesota have 
dark horse in making

you are living in a slate where 
the governor and lawmakers 
are tearing their hair out over 
money problems ... 

Where gloom abounds at all 
levels of government and 
essential government services 
are threatened .. 

Then consider the situation 
in Minnesota, where the 
biggest question seems to be 
whether taxes should be cut, 
keeping in mind that a new 
presidential candidate from 
Minnesota may be in the 
making. 

Gov. Wendell Anderson, a 
young Democratic Farmer 
Labor leader serving his 
second term, recently 
proposed a $5 billion budget for 
the next two years, calling for a 
$1.2 billion increase in spen¬ 
ding. 

But except for a proposed 
two-cent increase in the gaso¬ 
line tax, he said there would be 
no need to increase any major 
’ tax. 

And despite hard times, 
consider these features of the 
\nderson budget 


A 27 per cent increase in aid 
to schools. 

A 33 per cent boost in aids to 
local governments — cities, 
counties, townships. 

A tuition freeze for all college 
students. 

A jump in aid to private 
colleges. 

A tax credit boost from $120 
to $425 a year for those living in 
apartments. 

A $50 million raise in a 
property tax relief program 
that has been called "the 
Minnesota miracle." 

And, what's more, the gover¬ 
nor wants to put $150 million 
away for “a rainy day." 

It should be remembered the 
state has a very high income 
tax. At some levels it is the 
highest in the nation. 

There also is a four per cent 
sales tax, but this does not 
apply to food, clothing or 
drugs. 

Most observers consider the 
key to Anderson’s success the 
fight he made when he first 
became governor in 1971 for a 
25 per cent increase ui income 
taxes for both individuals and 


corporations. 

This enabled the state to 
reduce —or at least put the lid 
on property taxes, which were 
skyrocketing because of the 
mounting cost of local govern¬ 
ment. 

Also, the income tax has 
proved an effective tool in 
keeping pace with inflation. 
The state will enter the next 
biennium with a $400 million 
surplus. 

Giving himsell a pat on the 
back, Anderson has said, "We 
have developed the most 
rational and effective method 
of managing state and local 
government finance in the 
nation." 

There has been talk of 
Anderson on the Democratic 
presidential ticket in 1976 and 
he has a few things going for 
him. He is young (41), hand¬ 
some (brown curly hair, an 
athlete's physique), a former 
hockey hero (college, U.S. 
Olympic team) and he is an 
effective campaigner, espe¬ 
cially on television.

Plan your garden on paper 
first to ensure using your land 
most efficiently. When 
possible, grow vegetables 
vertically on a pole or trellis, 
but place these vegetables at 
one end of the garden so they 
will not shade smaller plants. 

Arrange early-maturing 
crops so it will be easy to plant 
a second vegetable in the same 
spot after the first is harvested. 
For instance, early peas or 
lettuce can be followed with 
bush beans or beets. 

You can also interplant late 
vegetables between the rows of 
another maturing crop. Winter 
scallions or fall radishes can be 
seeded between ripening snap 
beans. After harvest, pull the 
bean plants out to make room 
for the scallions and radishes. 

Select varieties carefully. 
Your county agent, again, can 
advise you on vegetable varie¬ 
ties, such as bush forms of 
butternut and acorn squash 
which are particularly well 
suited for small gardens. 

If you are thinking of raising 
soybeans, as many people are 
this year because of their high 
protein content, it is a good 
idea to buy ready-to-cook 
soybeans first at the market 
and try them in a couple of 
recipes to lest the family taste 
buds. If you decide to plant 
them, be sure to buy edible soy 


not the variety used for animal 
feed. 

In many areas, certain 
plants such as tomatoes must 
be started early indoors in 
order to have a long enough 
growing season for a good crop 
to mature. You can try raising 
your own seedlings at home, or 
you can buy transplants. Other 
crops, such as peas and lettuce, 
must be seeded outdoors early 
to mature before hot weather 
comes. 

If you plan your garden well, 
in most areas of the country, 
you can arrange to have fresh 
vegetables on a practically 
year around basis. Vegetables 
such as parsnips and Brussels 
sprouts can over-winter in the 
garden. 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N.J. 
i UPI) — Once your garden is 
planted, there is plenty of work 
to do, and a tasty harvest 
ahead. 

Lime probably is the most 
important amendment needed 
in a vegetable garden. To feed 
your growing crop, a single 
application of fertilizer applied 
before planting is enough for 
most short-season vegetables. 
Those with a long growing 
season, or vegetables grown on 
poles or trellises, need a 
sidedressing of fertilizer half¬ 
way through the growing 
season. 

A good supply of water is 
necessary. Home gardeners 
have a tendency to apply too 
little water. When vegetables 
begin to mature, the garden 
should be supplied each week 
with as much water as would 
come from one Inch of rain. 
For a 2O-by-20 foot garden, that 
would be about 240 gallons. 

Weed control should start 
when plants are in the seedling 
stage, about half an inch high. 
This can be done with a hoe or a 
mechanical cultivator. Avoid 
deep cultivation, as this will 
injure roots. 

Mulching the garden with 
lawn clippings or straw pro¬ 
vides an excellent alternative 
to cultivating. Black 
polyethylene makes good 
mulch material for tran¬ 
splanted crops such as cab¬ 
bage, tomatoes and peppers. 
Mulches have the dual advan¬ 
tage of controlling weeds and 
conserving soil moisture 


Insect and disease control 
must start early. Follow 
recommendations of your local 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice. 

As the harvest approaches, 
learn to recognize proper 
maturity in different vegeta¬ 
bles. Here are some examples: 

Sweet peppers are “ripe” 
when green, but if left to 
mature further they will turn 
red and become slightly swee- 
Tr. 

(Summer squash, such as 
:chini, are considered 
-e when they are about 
six inches long and the skin is 
soft. Yfrnter squash is not 
mature s -pntil a hard shell 
forms. 

For maximum sweetness, 
muskmelons should not be 
harvested until the stein pulls 
out easily and completely from 
the fruit. 

Snap beans are 
pods have formed b 
not enlarged, while 
are not mature unt 
expanded.

Carrots, beets, radishes and 
other root crops should be dug 
carefully to prevent damage by 
spade or shovel.

Red tomatoes are 
best kept In the refrigerator. 

Sweet corn should be cooked 
as soon as possible after 
harvest. Its flavor deteriorates 
quickly. If you must hold com 
even a short time, put it in the 
coldest part of the refrigerator.
